II THE PLANNED CHILD 


“The smallest children are nearest to God, as the smallest planets are 


as best possible advice to prospective 
parents is: offer yourselves as divine chan- 
nels and endeavor to attract as fine a child 
as possible. If prospective parents really 
want to act in harmony with stellar law, 
then both of their charts must be consid- 
ered with the idea of strengthening their 
own natures; likewise seek harmony with 
the potential chart of the child. 

When the Progressed Moon approaches 
a conjunction to Venus, we have the best 
possible time for childbirth. In a large 
number of cases observed very closely by 
the writer, children born with the mother’s 
Progressed Moon conjunct Venus were 
strong, healthy and the birth itself was 
without the slightest difficulty. In other 
words, complete harmony is expressed 
under this configuration and the birth takes 
place under the benefic ray of the planet 
of attraction (Venus). The important 
thing to remember is that the child should 
be attracted, if possible, from a standpoint 
of harmony with*the charts of the parents. 
If Leo blends best with both parents’ 
charts and one were desirous of having a 
Leo child, it would be necessary for the 
parents prayerfully to prepare themselves 
in advance and to have conception take 
place approximately nine months earlier, 
in November, while the Sun was transit- 
ing Scorpio. 

The position of the Moon at the time of 
conception is either the Ascendant or the 
Descendant at birth; therefore, to have the 
advantages of fixed signs on the angles in 
the child’s chart, an endeavor should be 
made to have conception take place when 
the transiting Moon is in a fixed sign. 
However, the Lords of Destiny will not 
be thwarted to the slightest extent and 
the only possible means by which we may

actually “plan a child” is to cooperate with 
them to the fullest extent. 

There are also definite biological fac- 
tors that must be considered and it is a 
known fact that the actual time of con- 
ception is not always at the time of the 
immediate union. If the prospective 
parents were eager to attract an ego with 
cardinal signs on the angles, then they 
should seek to have conception take place 
with the Moon in a cardinal sign . . . like- 
wise, common signs on the angles or the 
Sun in a cardinal or a common sign could 
be planned in a similar manner. 

To use this information to advantage, 
it is merely necessary to note the position 
and aspects of the Sun or Moon, by transit 
and progression. The best astrological 
time for anticipated childbirth would be 
when the Progressed Moon has reached a 
conjunction to Venus in the prospective 
mother’s chart. The Progressed Moon 
sextile or trine to Venus would also indi- 
cate favorable periods with almost equal 
facility for childbirth. Thus by progress- 
ing the chart and noting the travel of the 
Progressed Moon, the parents may deter- 
mine when this aspect will culminate and 
endeavor to have conception take place at 
a time that will bring the birth to coincide 
with the culmination of the favorable pro- 
gressed indications. Any favorable con- 
figuration to Venus from the Moon would 
be equally advisable in “planning” chil- 
dren and those fortunate individuals who 
have earned favorable progressions from 
Venus to the Moon, or the Sun to Venus, 
or Venus to the Sun, have even greater 
opportunities for taking advantage of the 
most ideal conditions for raising a family. 

To a certain extent this consideration

Mother of the Future

-... in the 19th century Rudyard Kip- 
ling christened the Dominion of Canada, 
“Our Lady of the Snows.” But if Kipling 
had been more astrologically though per- 
haps less poetically inclined, he might very 
aptly have named our neighbor on the 
north, “Mother Canada.” For if ever a 
nativity indicated fecund and - prolific 
motherhood of an all-embracing sort, that 
of Canada is an outstanding example. 

On July' 1, 1867,* at Charlottetown, 
Prince Edward Island, Articles of Confed- 
eration were signed by representatives of 
the various provinces, which effected a 
union of all Canada into one vast Domin- 
ion. So on this date was born the future 
mother of a great and unique family of 
sons and daughters destined, according to 
all planetary indications, to achieve an ex- 
ceptional place in the years to come. 
1949-50 should see the flowering of this 
promise, 

Although Mother Canada’s date of birth 
is well known, I have been unable to dis- 
cover any record of the hour, which of 
course would correspond with the time of 
signing the Articles of Confederation. How- 
ever, even without that information, the 
significance of the planetary positions on 
the date itself is so clearly evident that the 
hour, although desirable, is ‘not essential 
for recognition of Canada’s potential moth- 
erhood of an outstanding family. If in- 
Sistence be made upon an hour, the most 
probable time would seem to be around

noon, which would give a Libra ascendant, 
with Cancer on the mid-heaven. 

The most striking feature of this chart 
is the close conjunction of the Sun, Source 
of Life, Moon, the Great Mother, and 
Uranus, the Great Starter or Originator, 
all posited in Cancer, the sign of Universal 
Motherhood. This is truly a unique com- 
bination and not to be found, so far as I 
am aware, in the chart of any other coun- 
try. It implies almost incredible possi- 
bilities as the motherland of a people des- 
tined to achieve great things, to spread far 
and wide, and yet to feel the home ties 
most strongly. But in spite of the love of 
the homeland, the clannish tenacity, and 
the clinging hold to what has gone before, 
the revolutionary influence of Uranus with- 
in the home is bound to make itself felt, 
with resultant freedom for the members of 
the family. 

Up to the time of the World War of 
1914-18, the Cancerian traits noted above 
predominated with the Canadian people, 
but since that time am ever-increasing feel- 
ing of world citizenship has been in evi- 
dence. From the status of little more than 
that of a self-governing British possession, - 
in the last 20 years Canada has arisen to 
that of a free nation among the common- 
wealths within the British Empire. Uranus 
has been at work, and it would not be 
surprizing if eventually Mother Canada 
took over direction of her mother’s house. 
Stranger things have happened. It may 
also be remarked that Canada’s natal day, 
July 1, and that of the U. S. A., July 4, 
are not far separated, both coming under 
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the sign Cancer. The destinies of both 
countries, while divergent from some an- 
gles, show a strong fundamental tie. But 
purely from the motherhood side, Canada’s 
chart is much more pregnant with possi- 
bilities. 

The Cancerian traits—emotion, imagina- 
tion, adapability, tenacity, love of sensa- 
tion and romance, deep-rooted memories 
of home and childhood, hero worship—all 
are common to both Canadians and Amer- 
icans. But while the typical American, 
with a Moon in Aquarius background, is 
readily willing to air his feelings, the Cana- 
dian is too sensitive to risk the chance of 
ridicule or rebuff, owing to the Moon in 
Cancer reticence of his people. A further 
comparison of national characteristics, but 
from a different angle, will assist in throw- 
ing increased light on the Canadian make- 
up. 
Canada’s chart shows Mercury in Leo; 
that of the U.S. A. places the same planet 
in Cancer. Consequently the mentality 
and thought processes of the two peoples 
differ widely. The Mercury in Leo type 
of mind is imperialistic in outlook, proud, 
determined, persistent, positive. The Cana- 
dian people do not change their collective 
minds as easily or as quickly as do the 
Americans. The latter, coming under the 
influence of Mercury in Cancer, are men- 
tally more impressionable, changeable, and 
more easily swayed by the emotions. Un- 
der the impact of ideas, the Canadian tends 
to think and reason, while the American 
thinks and feels. The typical Canadian 
has more mental stability than his Amer- 
ican neighbor, but is less adaptable and 
is far less inquisitive concerning the views 
held by others. 

Turning more directly to Mother Can- 
ada’s natal chart, we find a grand trine 
involving Sun, Moon and Uranus in Cancer, 
Jupiter in Pisces, and Saturn in Scorpio. 
Here is evidence of good fortune and ex- 
pansion, with favorable influences linking 
up the domains of home production with 
commerce and shipping, fisheries, agricul- 
ture, mining, chemical processes, etc. Both 
Jupiter and Saturn are retrograde in mo- 
tion, however, which would tend to delay 
progress to some extent. This was offset 
in 1887 in the case of Saturn, but Jupiter’s 


direct motion will not become effective 
until 1983. The inherent trend of Jupiter 
in Pisces also is far fram aggressive, per- 
haps in part due to a feeling that eventual- 
ly things will work out for the best—life 
is pleasant, so why worry! Against this 
trend, or possibly counter-balancing it, is 
the dogged determination of Saturn in 
Scorpio, with its shrewdness, secretiveness, 
and ability to batter down obstacles in 
the path. 


Influence of Mars 


Mars is the planet of energy, force and 
desire, and its sign position is indicative 
of the point from which the energies eman- 
ate and of the manner in which they will 
function. In this chart of Canada, we 
find Mars posited in Virgo. This would 
tend to turn the energies of the people to 
practical account, impersonally and wit. 
little emotional warmth. Great enthusiasm 
for a cause, enterprise or objective might 
be felt and carried out, but always in a 
detached way, as though it were something 
outside of the consciousness. Because of 
this apparent detachment, other countries 
or peoples might assume that there was 
an entire lack of feeling in the whole pro- 
cedure. But such an assumption would 
be erroneous for, in the background, a 
heavy preponderance of water sign influ- 
ences indicate great and deep feeling which, 
however, is kept under cover. It is only 
in her methods that Canada tends to be 
cold and impersonal. 

In a broad sense, the influence of Mars 
in Virgo favors dealings in food stuffs, 
scientific and chemical processes, hygiene 
and healing, insurance, investments, and 
general trading. The wealth of natural re- 
sources, coupled with her very practical 
methods of utilizing them, signifies a great 
future for Canada in both the productive 
and industrial fields. 


Desire for Freedom 


Returning to consideration of Uranus in 
Cancer, we see a position that promises 
more or less emotional turmoil, with period 
ical upsets which will call for readjust- 
ments from time to time. 
intense desire for freedom, which clashes

i Thesis 1 


T is generally considered the duty of 
mathematicians to write annual Prognos- 
tics. Since, therefore, I have resolved to 
afford satisfaction for the approaching year 
1602 from the birth of Christ [our] Savior, 
not so much to the curiosity of the public 
as to the duty of a philosopher, in limiting 
them [the prognostics], I will begin rather 
with that which can be predicted most 
safely, namely a [future] rich crop of 
prognostics for this year, as the number 
of authors is increasing daily, owing to 
the growing curiosity of the people. 


Thesis 2 


In those booklets some things will be 
said which time will prove, but many 
things will be refuted by time and experi- 
ence as vain and worthless: of which the 
latter will be committed to the winds, and 
the former, entirely to memory, as is cus- 
tomary with the people. 


Thesis 3. 


For truly, as the.cause, so is the effect. 
For their prediction the astrologers [admit] 
causes that are, partly physical indeed,

and partly political, and for the greater 
part not sufficient, and often imaginary, 
vain and false, partly, at least, of no value 
whatsoever, surrendering the pen to en- 
thusiasm, carried away by it; if they, at 
times, do tell the truth, it ought to be 
attributed to luck, yet more frequently and 
commonly it is to be thought that this 
comes from some higher! and occult in- 


stinct. 
; Thesis 4 


Some physical causes are recognized by 
all; others, by very few [people only]; 
while many things exist naturally, indeed, 
but from causes hitherto known to no 
man. And of the causes which we know, 
there are some whose kind and nature we 
all usually understand, and others whose 
kind or indirect cause are understood by 
very few people, or by nobody. 


Thesis 5 


The most general, effective and certain 
cause that is known to all men, is the 
approach and recess of the Sun. Now, the 
latter brings about the winter solstice, i. e. 
on December 21st, shortly before the sixth 
[hour] p. m.; and the summer solstice on 
June 21st at 10:30 p. m. There [in the 
first case] then, will be the cold of the 
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winter, whereas here [in the second case], 
the heat of the summer. 


Thesis 6 


The nature of this cause can be seen 
from the following: At Prague, Bohemia, 
the altitude of the pole is 50° 5’ 45”. But 
the inclination of the ecliptic in this cen- 
tury is 23° 31° 30”, as discovered by that 
Phoenix of the astronomers, Tycho Brahe, 
whom we have recently lost. Thus, the 
Sun, which is for us the originator of heat, 
does not shine for more than 7 hours and 
49 scruples [minutes] above the horizon 
in winter, and thus heats our air for a short 
time, and then it ceases to heat, lying 
[hidden] below the horizon doubly longer 
and more [completely]. Yet, on the other 
hand, in the summer the sun remains for 
16 whole hours and 22 scruples above the 
horizon and continues to heat, ceasing 
from this action but for a period less than 
half of that time. 


Thesis 7 


Yet our air, as well as water and earth 
(as far as it is an element) except when 
continuously heated, returns at once to 
their nature [natural disposition], and 
grows cold. The [well-known statement] 
of Aristotle, that the nature of the air is 
hot per se, is false indeed. 


Thesis 8 


Whatever participates in matter, inso- 
far as it participates in it, is cold by its 
nature. And whatever is hot by potency, 
has this nature from an animal force, 
either implanted or generated. 


Thesis 9 


Another and more important reason why 
the Sun, when it is high [in the sky], heats 
more than when it is low, is this, that 
when the Sun is low is strikes our horizon 
obliquely and weakly, whereas when it is 
high, it [strikes our horizon] at a more 
[nearly] right angle and stronger. The 
reason the immaterial solar ray behaves 
here in the same way as dense and material 
bodies when impinging upon each other, 
nobody has been able to explain to this 
day. 





Thesis 10 


Therefore, as the Sun in summer passes 
almost four times higher than in winter 
at Prague, it follows from the conjunction 
of this and the above stated reason that 
on the shortest day there is not left more 
than an eighth part of the amount of heat 
which descends to the elements [of na- 
ture] on the longest summer day. 


Thesis 11 


But not even all of this eighth part of 
the heat that is left in winter inures to 
our benefit. For the Sun, which in winter 
rises but little above our horizon, is set 
more obliquely against our thick air. Let 
us assume, then, that the surface of the 
vapid air, which refracts the solar ray, is at 
a perpendicular distance of one German 
mile from us (and it could hardly be 
higher, for in fact, the altitude of the 
matter which produces the twilight, and of 
that which refracts the rays of the stars 
is not the same). Accordingly, to the solar 
ray in summer, there is opposed a thickness 
of one and a ninth German miles, and of 
three and a third in winter. Thus, the 
solar ray.is three times weaker in winter 
for this reason; and taking these [the 
above] three reasons together, in winter 
there is left of the Sun’s summer heat bare- 
ly a twenty-fourth part. 


Thesis 12 


But although these three causes are 
most evident on the very days of the 
winter and summer solstice, the cold on 
the former day and the heat on the latter 
will not necessarily be the greatest of all; 
there is in fact another cause, which by 
itself makes the winter more intense in the 
beginning of February and the summer in 
the beginning of August, or thereabouts. 
For earth and water are dense bodies, and 
cannot be heated instantly; and when they 
are heated [up] about the month of June, 
the Sun being highest, they retain the 
deeply impressed heat for some time (even 
though they yield some limited amount of 
it towards the surface during the night), 
on account of the density of the matter 
and the magnitude of the bodies, and so 
they accumulate the heat of June with the 
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The same 
[holds], conversely, in regard to the cold 
of the winter. 


heat of July and August. 


Thesis 13 


The same opinion should be held as to 
the second hour [p. m.] which is warmer 
than the twelfth, despite the fact that 
the Sun is already on the decline. For, 
in this case, the air shows the same be- 
havior as the earth showed in the above 
stated case. For the air, being quite thin, 
certainly changes more quickly than the 
earth, yet not quite suddenly. And to this 
is added [the influence], if not the whole 
body of the earth, of at least the surface. 


Thesis 14 


On the same basis one can predict that 
September and October will, for the same 
reason, be warmer than March and Febru- 
ary, although in both instances there will 
be the same [equal] length of day. 


Thesis 15 


The Moon presents another physical 
cause for predictions. It has been proved 
by experience that all things swell with 
moisture as the Moon waxes, and sub- 
side as it wanes. This one thing has been 
the cause of very many choices and predic- 
tions in economics, farming, medicine, and 
navigation. The reason for this influence 
physicists consider as not yet perfectly 


known. 
Thesis 16 


Yet the virtue of the Moon is two-fold: 
the first is a monthly one, of which I have 
already spoken, depending on the mutabil- 
ity of the face of the Moon; and the sec- 
ond, a semi-monthly one, and on that ac- 
count even semi-diurnal,* which has the 
strongest power in medical crises and the 
reciprocal ebb and flow [tides] of the sea, 
which will be dealt with below. 


Thesis 17 


Therefore, on any days where a New 
Moon is found in the calendar, the mois-

tures, as far as they depend on the Moon, 
will be decreased, whereas on those [days 
where there is found to be] a full Moon, 
[the moistures will be] increased. But 
as in the cases just now mentioned, so also 
at the quadratures, the moistures will be 
powerfully stirred. This is a simple and 
purely astrological prediction which, if it 
were deduced by the individual arts, the 
astrologer would have exceeded the limits 
of his profession, and he would have be- 
come agriculturist, physician, chemist, etc. 


Thesis 18 

Meanwhile, however, it is expedient that 
the same [limits] be stated. To the chemist, 
e. g., I offer this: it seems that the full 
Moon is adverse to the fusion of metals 
on account of the air being too moist. If 
this is so, there results a great choice of 
aspects for their work. 


Thesis 19 
The third physical cause for predictions 
is the varied nature of the remaining 
planets revealed by the colors themselves. 
Here we would err, if we would distribute 
the four usual qualities [“affections”] 
among the planets. For cold and dryness 
are not positive, but negative qualities of 
light, and cognate to the soul, because cold 
and dryness are greatest, where all light, 
all soul, as well as all heat are absent. Thus, 
as nothing comes down to us from the sky 
but the light of the stars, the cold, as- 
suredly, and the dryness do not come down 
per se. 
Thesis 20 
We will deduce the diverse forces and 
number of the planets in a different man- 
ner and perhaps not more improperly than 
Aristotle [when deducing] his four ele- 
ments for the combinations of four quali- 
ties. All variation comes from contrdrie- 
ties, and the first [variation] comes from 
the first [contrarieties]. As the first con- 
trariety Aristotle accepted in his Meta- 
physics the one which is between SAME 
and OTHER [different], wishing to phil- 
osophize on a higher and more general 
level than geometry. To me it seems that 
diversity in things is created from nowhere 
else but from matter, or from occasions 
caused by matter, and where there is matter, 
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there is geometry. Thus, what Aristotle 
called the first contrariety is without any 
middle [element] between same and other 
and I find philosophically considered geo- 
metrics to be the first contrariety indeed, 
but with a middle [element], and in such 
a way that while OTHER was to Aristotle 
one term, we break it up into more or less, 
i. €., two terms. Now, since geometry has 
offered an example to the creation of the 
whole world, this geometrical contrariety 
is not improperly concurring in the decora- 
tion of the world which consists in the 
diverse forces of the planets. 


Thesis 21 


But as these terms—same, other, equal, 
more, less—do not denote anything per se, 
one must think of the subjects themselves. 
Now, the subjects or natural things, which 
these expressions deal with, are gotten 
from this. The most wise Creator pro- 
posed to Himself to create a corporeal 
world. As soon as He conceived man, He 
conceived matter, which we know, accord- 
ing to Moses, to have been water, which is 
wet, tractible [and] fictile. Moisture then, 
is one natural thing. Yet the body of the 
world did not satisfy the Creator, unless 
is became similar in a certain measure to 
the Creator, assuming life and motion. 
This, then, is the second thing, that is to 
say, life. Now, since we are dealing with 
the powers of the stars, which they exer- 
cise upon the people of this lower world, 
we ought to consider what really comes 
down to us from the stars. Surely not the 
matter or body itself, because this is with 
us before. Nor life itself, originally, for 
it is derived by all living creatures from 
a stirring,of the soul that is in themselves. 
This means the stars do not create, but 
do render assistance. Consequently, they 
are performing the function of an instru- 
ment. Therefore, they impart to us quali- 
ties of an instrumental character, namely 
two—according to the number of two nat- 
ural things, to wit:—(1) for the tracta- 
bility of the matter [they are giving us 
qualities] abundant in moistening power; 
(2) and for the supporting of life and mo- 
tion, qualities abundant in heating power; 
and they get and exercise both through the 
benefit of light, which they obtained and 


are sending down to us continuously. Thus, 
the proper quality of light, so far as it is 
direct light, is heating; whereas the qual- 
ity of light, so far as it is reflected, is 
moistening.* 


Thesis 22 


Therefore, we have two faculties: heat- 
ing and moistening, in three-fold variations, 
if you will: excess, moderation [medi- 
ocrity] and deficiency. Let us see how 
many varieties follow therefrom. First, 
there may be solitary faculties: heat, in 
excess, in moderation, and in insufficiency; 
and moisture, in excess, in moderation, and 
in insufficiency. This makes six varieties. 
Then, from the combination of both facul- 
ties there originate nine varieties as seen 
from the Table given herewith. 

Hence there are fifteen varieties in the 
universe. Now let us see what is the 
choice among them and which are natur- 
ally to be rejected. 


Thesis 23 


First the existence of any solitary excess 
or deficiency without compensation, is not 
proper [possible]. Hence, of the six soli- 
tary faculties, four are eliminated. Now 
in the moderation of heat (we will consider 
the moderation in proportion to the world, 
and not by the quantity) which resides in 
the Solar body which uses merely its own 
light; [while] the moderation of moisten- 
ing resides in the Lunar body which uses 
merely the borrowed light of the Sun and 


the stars. 
Thesis 24 


Next, neither an accumulation of an 
excess nor that of a deficiency could ex- 
pediently develop. For excess and defi- 
ciency of heating and moistening are some- 
what different by nature, and they are ob- 
tained only when tempered by mixture. 
Thus, no planet was created which gets 
both, either the excess or deficiency 
[alone]. Consequently there are left 
[but] seven varieties out of the [above 
mentioned number of] combinations. Fur-

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thermore, there also fall away twice two 
out of these. For the ratio of the excess 
of heat to the moderation [mediocrity] of 
humidity is the same as [the ratio] of the 
moderation of heat to the deficiency of 
moisture; and ratio of the deficiency of 
heat to the moderation of moisture is the 
same as the ratio of the moderation of heat 
to the excess of moisture, which could be 
represented by parallel lines in a lineal 
figure. The same opinion holds as to con- 
joint excesses, or deficiencies. | Conse- 
quently, there are five true, varieties: three 
simple ones; and two double ones, as is 
already clear, or rather of two names, and 
one variety of three names. And since 
there are also five planets in the world, 
three superior ones and two inferior ones, 
it certainly is proper that for this reason 
alone (although others are at hand) they 
have been created in such a number; noth- 
ing indeed could be more apt than this dis- 
tribution of the combinations among them- 
selves, which I wish to present by means of 
the following table: 
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credible that brightness and sparkling are 
evidences of proper light, while nebulos- 
ity and dullness are evidences of foreign

We should now also consider what it is 
that can distinguish [enables us to differ- 
entiate] these powers of the planets as [to 
being] in excess, moderation or in- 
sufficiency. As we have inferred [re] the 
borrowed light from reflection, there 
are to be considered, for this variation, 
the various modes of reflection which re- 
sult from-various surfaces. I refrain fram 
speaking of the [particular] reflection 
which comes from the surface of a mirror 
and is reflected from any point thereof 
to one point at least, but of that reflection 
which we perceive on any wall, even on an 
uneven and rough surface, which reflects 
the light impinged thereon, imbued with 
the color which it has, from any point 
thereof into the entire hemisphere. For 
the light of the Moon reflected to us 
comes in this way, not in that [the former 
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Thesis 25 

From this it follows that the five planets 
not only enjoy [use] borrowed solar light 
_ but also do add something of their own, 
which is in fact suggested by other reasons. 
For if many of our physical bodies [here 
below] have an innate light, what [is it 
that] prevents the other heavenly globes 
besides the Sun, having the same light? 
And then if the planets were lacking their 
own light, it seems they should also change 
their face, like the Moon. It is highly 














way]; otherwise we would not see the 
horns in the Moon, but a small ever-round 
image of the Sun. Therefore, the geomet- 
rical disposition the surface produces were 
nothing but perhaps the spots we distin- 
guish in the Moon.

The causes, however, of some or other 
reflection (the cause of the quality in the 
reflected ray) are the colors of the re- 
flecting surface. Here [at this place] I 
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should like to hear from the chemists what 
precisely [it is that] causes the variation 
of the colors in the terrestrial bodies [ob- 
jects]. To be sure, colors of the rainbow 
are divided into two classes: the first re- 
sults from the darkening or absence of 
light, and the other from the refraction or 
coloring. The beginning of either class is 
from the very light, or a white glow analo- 
gous to light, which light, in fact, occupy- 
ing the middle circle of the rainbow, cuts 
it [the circle] as it were, in two. For 
indeed, on one side it is broken into pieces 
[split up]; and on the other, refracted; 
and on either side [end] it ends in black 
or darkness. In the first band of the di- 
vision it is golden yellow; in the second, 
red; then, dusky; and finally, black. The 
same appears in the clouds at either sunset 
or sunrise; the same in the stars near the 
horizon; the same at solar eclipses, when 
our eyes, in which there is this delusion, 
are suddenly deprived of the light of the 
Sun. In the first band of the reflection, 
however, it is seen green; next, azure; then, 
purple; and finally, completely black or 
darkened. Since, therefore, this is the 
order of the colors of the rainbow, it is 
proper that the same [order] is also in 
the reflection; that a white surface reflects 
the ray in the strongest manner; then [sec- 
ond] a green and golden yellow [surface] ; 
then an azure and red; then purple and 
dusk, while a black surface reflects it in 
the weakest.

Now a black [surface when] strongly 
illustrated [illuminated], will emit a red 
ray. This appears from a steel mirror 
where the white color of the face and the 
black color of the mirror when confused 
present the face somewhat ruddy. This 
is the reason one would state quite cor- 
rectly that the star Mars has a black sur- 
face, because its ray is very ruddy. There- 
fore, its reflected light is weakened; hence 
it does not moisten [very] much, and there 
is an insufficiency of moisture. By .the 
same evidence of color and moisture, we 
will attribute to Saturn a white and rough 


[uneven] surface, because it is lead-col- 
ored; to Jupiter, a red or purple [surface] 
because it appears golden-yellow reddish; 
to Venus, a golden-yellow or white and 
most uniform [“equable”], as it is the 
most beautiful, to Mercury, a dark blue 
[azure] or green [surface], as it appears 
silver colored, [being] bright more on ac- 
count of its sparkling or subdued [“di- 
lute” ] shine than by its color.

To be sure, the proper light itself is 
also varied by the surface of the body 
whence it comes, as it shows now this 
and that color, but the degree of the heat- 
ing virtue [power] is obtained [results 
from] the intimate [innermost, interior] 
disposition of its body. But even the sur- 
face itself indicates the disposition of the 
body, the moistening virtue being depend- 
ent on the heating [virtue] in a certain 
measure. And indeed, if the color can by 
the intervention of light, be transferred 
and propagated from one body to another, 
it is credible that also other qualities 
[properties] can be; for as to the color 
this is most certain. Whence it appears 
to be proper that the disposition in the 
body of any planet itself will be analogous 
to the virtue shown in effect by the planet. 
And if this is admitted, it may lead us to 
wonderful theories. For instance, I would 
say that it is unwholesome to live in sum- 
mer opposite a wall illuminated by the 
Sun because the quarried stone consists 
of lime which, as it has the power of cor- 
roding and consuming, imbues with this 
property also the ray that it reflects. Now, 
in the first place, it appears that some 
pellucidity pertains to its own light. For 
if a thing has its own light, it certainly 
is not lodged in the surface, but is rooted 
within the depth, as we perceive in precious 
stones. Consequently, in order to be able 
to transpare [to be transparent] there is 
need of [the thing being] pellucid [trans- 
parent]. To be sure, many things become 
transparent by heat itself, and this is re- 
tained in their disposition.

- story of how Bucky Walters was 
converted from a run-of-the-mine infielder 
into the Number One pitcher of the Na- 
tional League is certainly not new to base- 
ball fans, but the astrological factors behind 
this success story have 
not been told and might 
serve as a guide to man- 
agers and hopeful young 
athletes as well. To put 
it short and sweet—an 
Aries (March 21st to 
April 19th) does not 
take naturally to the in- 
field. There are 27 Aries 
prominent enough in 
major league ball to get 
into the record books, 
and of these 27—15 are 
pitchers. Only four play 
infield positions, and of 
these four only two are 
regulars—the exceptions 
who prove the rule— 
Luke Appling and Bob- 
by Doerr. Add to this 
the fact that two of the 
other three pitchers now 
in action, who reached 
the mound via the infield 
route, are Aries — Jack 
Wilson and Johnny Gor- 
sica—and you begin to ° 
see the point. 
Furthermore, the ex- 
act same condition holds true for Libra, 
the sign opposite Aries (Sept. 24th to 
Oct. 23rd)—19 out ef 31 Libras of Who’s 
Who stature are pitchers .as against four 
infielders. We must admit that these four 
are top notch men—Crosetti, Rizzuto, 
Rolfe and Cronin—but look at a partial

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list of the pitchers divided between these 
two signs, the backbone of more than one 
mound. staff: Walters and Derringer, 
Casey, Higbe and Wyatt, Al Smith and 
Mel Harder, Gorsica, Dietrich, Leonard, 
Sundra and Chase, Joe Sullivan, Warneke, 
Jack Wilson, Bob Bow- 
man, Bill Lee, Passeau 
and Mooty. Pursuing 
this same line of investi- 
gation, we discovered 
that Cancer players 
(June 22nd to July 
22nd) definitely do be- 
long in the infield and 
also contribute a large 
number of pitchers to 
the game, but of 24 Can- 
cer men in both big 
leagues, only one patrols 
the outfield — Roger 
Cramer —and he is a 
borderline case, for his 
birthdate falls at the 
very end of the sign. 
This becomes more in- 
teresting when you con- 
sider the unsuccessful at- 
tempts to make Cavar- 
retta and Bloodworth 
(both Cancers) over 
into outfielders — they 
just don’t belong on the 
grass. The moral of the 
story is: keep to the 
outfield or the mound if 
you’re born an Aries or a Libra, to the 
infield or the mound if you’re a Cancer; 
you can shag flies or pitch if you’re a 
Capricorn (Dec. 22nd to Jan. 19th), but 
if your inclinations run to the infield, bet- 
ter head for first base where you'll be in 
the company of such stalwarts as Mize, 
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ex-firstbasemen Greenberg, McCarthy, 
_ Russell and Sturm. Of course, there is an 
explanation why these four signs (which 
come under one astrological classification ) 
lean toward the pitcher’s box; they are 
individualists first and foremost, and the 
common denominator of the four is their 
immense capacity in any situation which 
calls for physical action—no one can deny 
that pitching requires just these attributes. 

Opening day was a beautiful illustration 
of astrology at work on the diamond. Four 
Aries pitchers worked on April 15th

ler) all four won. In general, when a 
pitcher shows signs that he hasn’t his stuff, 
the relief man should be chosen from a dif- 
ferent sign.

15th deadline nears, but by July, the 
strength for the long pull shows up. 


National League in July 


PITTSBURGH: The Pirates, who were 
left at the post, are a stronger team than 
they. have looked in the first month and 
should begin to pick up by July. Strince- 
vich and Lanning, who did not figure to 
be early starters, should get into the win 
column this month, and if Frisch can man- 
age to arrange his rotation so that Bauers 
misses the days with the Moon in fixed 
signs, and Butcher or Heintzelman get the 
call then, he should see better results from 
all three. Specifically, this means July 
4th, 5th, 10th, 17th, 18th, 24th, 25th, 31st. 

CINCINNATI: The Reds so far (May 
12th) are proving our contention that for 
the most part they will have to win without 
the breaks this year. However, Thompson 
and Derringer should run into better luck 
now, if the former isn’t depressed. by early 
defeats and the latters hits at least some 
of the dates given above. Whitey Moore 
should also improve in June. Joost has 
just gotten started in his real career, so 
can’t be counted out as a flash in the pan. 
The hitters aren’t hitting now, but Lom- 
bardi, McCormick and Gleeson should all 


begin to find the range in July. 

CHICAGO: The Cubs, also off to a 
poor start, should begin to pull up now, 
July and August are the best months for 
Passeau and Mooty, and Errickson, Root 
and Lee should begin to win in June. The 
Herman-to-Brooklyn deal may not work 
out so badly for all concerned. Brooklyn 
gets thes benefit of a well-seasoned player; 
Herman will probably give a better account 
of himself due to the move; Hudson finally 
gets a chance at a regular berth, and “Mr, 
Chips” should show the Chicago fans that 
he deserves that name. 

ST. LOUIS: The Cardinals, although 
playing over their heads in May, are al- 
ways a dangerous team. However, Shoun 
and Cooper should be winning in July. 
Warneke should chalk up wins, especially if 
used on July 7th, 8th, 14th, 15th, 22nd or 
23rd, while Cooper should miss these dates 
if possible. Grodzicki appears one of the 
best rookies, but too much depends on 
which of the young pitchers the manage- 
ment decides to keep to make an estima- 
tion of the team’s prospects now. Slaughter 
may not be able to keep up his May pace, 
but Koy should begin to get going in June. 
Without any reflection on Walker Cooper, 
our prediction of Mancuso’s steadying ef- 
fect was borne out by the long May win- 
ning streak, which started with his entry 
into the lineup. 

BOSTON: Errickson and Javery should 

find the winning combination in July, and 
Sullivan also can do much better, particu- 
larly if he gets a chance July 6th, 12th, 
13th, 20th or 27th. Dahlgren is proving 
we were right about his season and with 
Ross back, adding his bat to those of Mil- 
ler, West and Moore, the Braves will not 
be a setup for any team. 
BROOKLYN: The Dodgers should be 
able to maintain their pace through July. 
Tamulis may be more help in relief here 
and Hamlin should have a good month, 
especially the latter part. Owen may have 
a surge of power, as can Vosmik, if needed. 
Reiser also can really go to town now, but 
in view of his two early accidents, which 
occurred on days when there were similar 
astrological indications, he should use 4 
little extra caution on July Ist, 14th and 
29th, and perhaps on the 7th and 22nd. 
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NEW YORK: Schumacher should have 
a good month and Lohrman should also be 
winning now, if he can skip the same days 
listed as poor for Bauers.

CLEVELAND: The Indians’ mound 
staff seems too strong to allow for any 
lengthy losing streak, and since there is 
no sign of a great abatement in the hit- 
ting of the regulars, backed up by improve- 
ment in De Sautels, Walker and Campbell, 
the Clevelanders should continue to set the 
pace during July. At present Feller seems 
almost invincible, and during July is more 
apt to lose on the 2nd and 14th than on 
any other days; the same dates are unfa- 
vorable for Al Smith. Bagby should begin 
to win during June. 

BOSTON: The Red Sox, who have 
formed the habit of starting like a house 
afire and then dying down, may lean heav- 
ily on the pitching efforts of Johnson and 
Wilson during July. Ryba should also be 
in better form now and Rich should 
get started in June. Both Doerr and Cro- 
nin should have excellent months, but this 
team depends too much on young pitchers 
to be rated with any degree of accuracy. 
Like the Cardinals, the Sox are dangerous, 
but Cronin has neither as many likely 
looking rookie hurlers nor standbys like 
Warneke at his command. 

DETROIT: The Tigers’ Greenberg is 
gone and despite the welcome surprise of 
Croucher’s batting average, the team will 
feel the loss for the time being, although 
July should see them settling down. 
Croucher may not continue his hitting 
spree of May, but McNair can take over in 
July if necessary. Campbell and Higgins 
should also pick up during June. The 
month looks good for McCosky and Har- 
ris, and with steady pitching from Gorsica 
and Newhauser, improvement in Giebell 


and spot work from Bridges, the Tigers 
may hold up better than is now expected. 
NEW YORK: . The Yankees should 
take a spurt upward in June to a position 
they probably will not be able to maintain 
during July.

tsolated from practice is a purely scholastic one.’ 


iF has become almost a commonplace to 
associate modern dictatorship with the 
principles of the Italian despot Machiavelli; 
Hitlerism and Machiavellian tactics are 
now regarded as synonymous. But it may 
still be somewhat of a heresy, even in view 
of recent happenings in the relationship be- 
tween Germany and Russia, to suggest a 
resemblance between Hitler and the 
founder of Russian Communism, Lenin. 
Even more heretical it may seem to liken 
Hitler to his hitherto arch-opponent 
(though they shared a common hatred for 
his race), the Jewish philosopher-socialist, 
Karl Marx. Yet all of these men were 
born when the Sun was in the sign Taurus, 
and according to the simplest of astrolog- 
ical laws, they must have had fundamental 
traits in common. One might also recall 
that Napoleon III was a dictator-fanatic, 
believing firmly in the divine right of the 
state (his physical resemblance to Hitler 
is quite remarkable) and that one of the 
first of modern dictators was Oliver Crom- 
well, whose political philosophy, dissoci- 
ated, from the religiousness which cloaked 
it, was almost identical with that of Hitler. 
These men, also, were Taurus. 

I do not mean to imply by these ob- 
servations that Taurus is inclined to pro- 
duce dictators of the Hitler variety. I 
am merely hoping to trace a particular 
type of idiosyncrasy back to the condi- 
tions revolving about a sun-sign and to 
prove that those same conditions existed 
in the sub-conscious nature of such con- 
structive Taureans as Shakespeare, Marcus 
Aurelius and J. S. Mill. 

According to astrological tradition, we 
have accepted the fact that Taurus is the 
second sign of the zodiac and thereby has

much to do with man’s function as a wage- 
earner and with his instincts for material 
self-preservation, involving many related 
subjects. As 10th house of the Sun, it 
has to do with the State or to that depart- 
ment through which the Sun exercises its 
control over world affairs; out of this rela- 
tionship come the functions of discipline 
and compulsion and the established laws 
by which the social order is kept intact. 
By observing these two functions alone and 
the possible struggle between them, one 
sees why it is that unwise Taureans have 
tended toward Tyranny. 


Practical Earth Tendencies 


This tendency is encouraged by the fact 
that Taurus is a fixed earth sign, product- 
ive of many of the qualities that manifest 
themselves on the material plane of life. 
There is no sign so earth-bound as Taurus. 
It seems to produce some of the world’s 
greatest realists, as well as some of the 
most rigid of fixed-earth fanatics. Yet at 
the same time it produces the phenomenon 
so little associated with it—the practical 
mystic, the man who makes intangible 
things tangible and who likes to give the 
spirit earthly form. Marcus Aurelius was 
obsessed, in the midst of his often con- 
fused practical meditations, with the idea 
of God in matter. It is this instinct which 
gives Taurus the conception of itself, in 
outstanding cases, of being the embodi- 
ment of divine power. The innate con- 
sciousness of the solar force radiating 
through physical Taurus is responsible for 
this type of mysticism. It ranges all the 
way from practical spiritualism to the di- 
vinity complexes of Hitler and Cromwell. 
Never does it let go of earth to reach out 
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into the unknown, as is the case with 
Pisces; rather does it pull unknown forces 
down to the comfortable, concrete secu- 
rity of earth. 

Because of the rulership of Venus over 
Taurus, the artistic urges of the .sign are 
expressed in solid, useful forms of beauty- 
construction. In the best examples of the 
sign, the Venus sense of balance, operating 
under | fixed-earth limitations, tends to 
make the nature conservative. Its normal 
representative is the man who, like Philip 
Gibbs, likes the middle of the road; the 
man to whom poise and common sense 
are identical. 

All of these forces are working funda- 
mentally in everyone born under the sign 
Taurus. In some cases one of the forces 
seems to be dormant; often one force is 
dominated by another and the.latter grows 
out of all proportion. In cases where ail 
forces are functioning in unison we have 
such rare genius as that of Shakespeare, 
which, while it transcended the limitations 
of its sun-sign, was practical in essence. 
But in the majority of cases all the forces 
which go to make up a sun-sign are 
struggling with each other, creating a con- 
flict out of which the self-conscious Taurus 
strives to achieve balance and make his 
contribution to individual and world evo- 
lution, 


Karl Marx 


The writings of the greatest of this sign, 
such as Karl Marx, reveal the amount of 
time and energy they spent with their 
Venus instinct to reach the truth by recon- 
ciling opposites, to find the essential truth 
in conflicting facts. Particularly are they 
concerned with reconciling theories of prac- 
tical economics and the interests of the 
wage-earner with ideas of the necessity of 
control by authority vested in the State. 
On a moral plane they try to reconcile 
ideas of freedom, granted to man by eco- 
nomic independence, with a discipline that 
is required in order that the material wel- 
‘fare of mankind as a whole may be main- 
tained. One might simplify the Taurean 
thesis by referring to it as “The State 
versus the Wage-earner,” with its kindred 
subjects, ranging all the way from the con- 
cern of the common man with making a 





living to the humanitarian interest in the 
material welfare of mankind as a whole 
(the ideal behind socialism). The Taureans 
of giant mental stature, such as J. S. Mill, 
who did not allow fundamental urges to 
carry them too far in any one direction, 
but allowed their Venus-earth instinct to 
keep them on the conservative middle path, 
away from fanaticism, have contributed 
much to the world’s economic and moral 
problems. Great systems of philosophy 
have been created by them; they have ad- 
vanced the status of mankind through sci- 
ence. But primarily they are concerned 
with man’s welfare as a practical, mate- 
rial human being. 

In their effort to reconcile ideals and 
theories with the practical exigencies of 
life, they often become confused and hesi- 
tant. Their fixed-earth nature demands 
that they cling to something substantial, 
and once they have come to a decision 
they hold to it with fanatical tenacity, 
conscious now of their 10th-house-of-the- 
sun authority. Out of the struggle have 
emerged ideas which they must make prac- 
tical. They have no use for pure abstrac- 
tions. Their conclusions, to them, are irref- 
utable facts; earth-like reality must be 
given to all law. “I was greatly disturbed,” 
wrote Karl Marx in his youth, “by the con- 
flict between what actually is and what 
ought to be, which is peculiar to idealism 

. what I graciously christened meta- 
physics of law, that is to say, principles, 
reflections, determinative concepts, were 
severed from all actual law and from every 
actual form of law.” Here we see the 
Taurean urge to translate ideals into actual 
facts; laws that can be written and obeyed, 
that become visible in the actions of human 
beings. “Marx was revolting against 
formalism and the abstract speculations of 
the traditional idealist philosophy,” wrote 
a biographer of Marx. “This philosophy 
had isolated thought from the objective 
happenings of nature. Marx’s experiences 
in the environing world taught him to what 
preponderant a degree economic factors 
condition the lives and activities of human 
beings.” He found “economics to be the 
motive force of history;. that the develop- 
ment of the economic life brought about 
changes in the institutions of society, the

forms of state, social structures, ideologies 
and ideals.” 

Again, in the following passages we see 
Marx’s concern with the conflict between 
man’s second-sign nature and his 10th- 
house-of-the-Sun instincts: “Not until the 
concrete individual human being takes back 
into himself the abstract citizen of the 
state—not until the human being has rec- 
ognized and organized his own forces (sec- 
ond sign force becoming 10th house force) 
as social forces so that social force is no 
longer severed from itself in the form of 
political force ...not until then will 
human emancipation be completed.” .. . 
“Nor can matter, unaided, achieve any- 
thing. It needs man as a fulfillment of 
’ its dynamic conformity to law, which finds 
expression in community of interests.” 
Thus did Karl Marx express superbly the 
Taurean thesis. When he stated his ma- 


terialist conception of history, which is the . 


basis of his whole social philosophy, he 
struck at the very foundation of the 
Taurean’s contribution to truth: “There 
exist in any society certain material forces 
of production and a certain knowledge of 
their use in man’s service.” But when he 
wrote further, “The dictatorial proletarian 
state is a necessary instrument for the 
crushing of counter revolution and the firm 
establishment of the new order” we come 
to that portion of the Taurean philosophy 
which is best explained in the characters 
of Lenin, Hitler, Cromwell, Robespierre 
and Machiavelli, for here the idea of 10th- 
house control is allowed to develop to un- 
scrupulous extremes, upsetting the balance 
as it separates from second-sign aroedione. 
Here the “tyrant” is. born. 

It may seem a little ridiculous to asso- 
ciate a philosopher like Marx with Hitler. 
But we are not making a comparison of 
mental capacity but of instincts, urges of 
the subconscious. Marx had a mind of 
gigantic power, relentless in, its activity; 


| it dominated his urges, translated them 


authentically. In Hitler’s case his greatest 
shortcoming seems to be, as far as one can 
judge from the comparatively trivial in- 
formation we have received about him, 
since we are not able to rely on the abso- 
lute originality of Mein Kampf, that his 
mind is not sufficiently trained to cope 


with the many powerful forces that he tries 


with such difficulty to make tangible. He 
is an amateur philosopher, as he is an 
amateur statesman. I do not believe that 
he can thoroughly explain his own ideas, 
and because they come from such a deep 
part of his nature, emerging somewhat as 
psychic intuitions, he attributes them to a 
divine source, as did Cromwell. The re- 
sult is a fanatical clinging to his own 
rightness, and to the Taurean belief that 
all thought must be translated into action. 

In his concern over Germany, Hitler has 
very definite objects in mind, however; 
there is nothing intangible about his 
claims. Boundary lines, material posses- 
sions, mean much to him; he tries to dis- 
tinguish between races. The idea of all 
the races of the world being united into 
one great whole is an idea too intangible 
for him to understand as being possible, 


unless one nation (Germany) becomes the. 
_ uniter by domination. 


It is visible con- 
crete power that concerns him—the mate- 
rial expansion of Germany. Germany must 
look well before the world, like a well- 
dressed, physically beautiful woman; her 
moral structure is unimportant at the mo- 
ment; she must be respected for her mate- 
rial and political power, not for her spirit- 
ual or cultural attainments, unless these 
have a practical purpose behind them. It 
is probable that what is called self-interest 
in Hitler is merely the identification of 
himself with the State. Even in the ordi- 
nary walks of life one finds Taureans who 
have this same fanatical unswerving loyalty 
to, or Venus-love for, a definite something 
which represents to them authority or’ su- 
periority; it may be society, as judge of 
one’s actions; it may be a parent who 
rouses a sense of duty or devotion, it may 
be a country or a party. Partisanship 
so easily becomes one of those beloved 
Taurean habits of mind; they seem to re- 
quire an object to which to be devoted, 
love in the abstract being distasteful to 
their Earth-Venus nature. This stability 


of feeling helps in the living of a routine 


life, and in times of crisis Taurean forti- 
tude is superb, if the crisis is a practical 
one. Perhaps in no other poet except 
Shakespeare is the robust earthiness of 
Taurus more evident than in Robert 
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Browning, who saw beauty in the material 
phases of life. 

The Taurean socialist will tell you that 
before man can be improved by education 
he must first be well-fed, well-housed; 
material growth is essential to spiritual 
growth, contrary to Christian precepts. 
Thus Hitler wrote in Mein Kampf: “The 
State’s task toward capital was compara- 
tively simple and clear; it had only to 
take care that the latter remained the 
servant of the State and did not pretend 
to be the master of the nation. This atti- 
tude could confine itself between two 


borderlines; preservation of a prosperous, 


national and independent economy on the 
one hand, securing the social rights of the 
workers on the other.” . . . “Where is the 
border that separates duty toward the com- 
munity from obligations of personal 
honour?” wrote Hitler in Mein Kampf. 
“When is tyranny justifiable?” Machi- 
avelli might have asked. 

Lenin would have answered, “Whenever 
it serves the purpose of the proletariat.” 
Twenty years ago it was Lenin who was 
the Taurean bad man of a troubled Europe. 
This ruthless exponent of Marxism was of 
the most inflexible that fixed earth ever 
created. Merciless where human life was 
concerned, he harangued the public and 
flew into a fury very much as Hitler does 
today. As much as he worshipped the 
proletariat, his 10th house instincts of con- 
trol and discipline had created of him 
nothing but a tyrant that would have de- 
lighted the artistic judgment of Machi- 
avelli himself. As a revolutionary leader 
he has been compared to Robespierre, the 
Taurean tyrant of the French Revolution, 
and to Cromwell. It is said of Lenin that 
“he could adapt his tactics to the demands 
of the actual conditions of life.” Like 
Hitler Cromwell, Napoleon III, Robes- 
pierre, Metternich, he had a blind, reli- 
gious faith in his own rightness and in his 
political concepts. Like them he had a 
sense of timing (even ordinary Taureans 
are conscious of this gift). Their coups 
d’etat make history. Like Hitler he was 
a builder and had the same gift for “cre- 
ating a tie between the leader and the 
masses” by swaying them emotionally. 
The communist party was operated under 





rules of strict discipline, and like all 
Taurean dictators of the excessively 
despotic type, he was unscrupulous in 
method. Yet it is pertinent to point out 
that all of these men practiced rigid sim- 
plicity in their private life, which was usu- 
ally morally beyond reproach. It seems 
to be only when serving in the capacity of 
self-identification with the State that ethics 
were laid aside. To them the State is the 
instrument of God—10th house of the Sun. 

Cromwell, too, worked unflinchingly 
toward the achievement of his practical, 
though mystically-conceived, ideal. He 
attributed most of his actions to the prov- 
idence of God and the following lines, used 
biographically in connection with Crom- 
well, might as aptly be applied to Hitler: 
“When in inward doubt he would speak 
obscurely; when prompt actions were 
needed, decision came to him like a flash 
from God. He believed his whole course 
directed by God; he believed in his inspira- 
tions. His fanatical zeal overmastered his 
humane qualities, yet in his private life he 
was good.” He is described as having a 
natural aptitude for war, being vigorous in 
action, firm in discipline, but master of 
the hearts of his men, qualities manifested 
by many Taurus military leaders, of whom 
Wellington and Grant are the best ex- 
amples. Cromwell was the originator of 
military discipline and took keen delight 
in his new “model army.” ‘Taureans seem 
to manifest an interest in the army, prob- 
ably because it is the means by which the 
State exercises force or order. 

We have seen that in all these cases 
there has been conscious struggle for poise; 
the Taurean wants all the outward mani- 
festations of fixed-earth-Venus. He wants 
balance to be something that has form, 
visible to himself and others. This strug- 
gle for complete command of himself is 
given prominence by Machiavelli in the 
following passages from “The Prince”: 
“A Prince.is despised when he is seen to 
be fickle, frivolous, effeminate, pusillani- 
mous or irresolute, against which defects 
he ought to guard himself, striving so to 
bear himself that greathess, courage, wis- 
dom and strength may appear in his ac- 
tions.” . . . “In his private dealings with 
his subjects his decisions should be irrev- 
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ocable.” In writing his ‘Manual for 
Tyrants,” Machiavelli gave the formula 
which all Taurean despots instinctively 
follow; he does not mention, however, 
when poise ceases to be a virtue by its 
degeneration into stubbornness or inertia. 

Despite his defense of unscrupulous 
methods, one of Machiavelli’s greatest 
achievements is that, like Marx, he “de- 
rived a practical philosophy from history 
and exalted statecraft into a science.” He 
had sound political sense and firm, though 
narrow, patriotism. He wanted Italy to be 
unified into a strong state, protected by a 
national army, and believed this could only 
be done by the intervention of a powerful 
despot. He believed in cementing a new 
state out of scattered elements—the Taurus 
urge for solidity. 


Other Taureans 


The interested reader will find it profit- 
able not to overlook, in a study of Taurean 
accomplishments, such men as Baron de 
Turgot, the ablest of French economists; 
the German statesman, Gustave Strese- 
mann, who worked for the stable growth 
of Germany after the last war and in the 
interests of peace; the French historian, 
Taine, who, with his practical view of his- 
tory, tried to trace in the French Revolu- 
tion the source of the political instability 
from which the France of his time was 
suffering; the Scottish philosopher, David 
Hume, who wrote: “Men begin at the 
wrong end of this question concerning lib- 
erty and necessity when they enter upon 
it by examining the faculties of the soul 
. . . let them first discuss a more simple 
question, namely the operation of the body 
and of brute, unintelligent matter.” 

There is Sigmund Freud, who contrib- 
uted to the understanding of psychology by 
his study of man’s physical desires and 
their suppression by a “higher will”; Ber- 
trand Russell, who spent so much time 
on the analysis of matter and to the study 
of political and moral freedom from au- 
thority—one of the enlightened Taureans 
of our day. It is interesting to note that 
this scientist-philosopher, one of the best 
exponents of the Taurean thesis and psy- 
chology, in establishing his new school of 
ethics in which moral freedom is substi- 





tuted for the old idea of discipline by force 
or social observance, concerned himself 
with the same problems which so harassed 
the mind of John Stuart Mill. The latter’s 
essay, “On Liberty,” no Taurean should 
fail to read. 

Finally, it seems that members of the 
sign Taurus can be roughly divided into 
three groups: those who accept discipline 
and authority as necessary to the welfare 
of the race and give it precedence over in- 
dividual liberty; those who are torn be- 
tween a recognition of the necessity of 
both considerations — the conservative 
class; and those who, like Bertrand Rus- 
sell, are on the side of complete moral free- 
dom in a perfectly-functioning democracy. 
There are variations of these types, of 
course. We find many Taureans in the 
ordinary walks of life who like to make 
those in inferior position conform to a set 
pattern; they make a rigid, unpliable 
mould into which the unformed person- 
ality must be set, making little allowance 
for the changes wrought by nature and 
experience or individual will, putting 
“right” and “wrong” into definite cate- 
gories, fixed and unchangeable. Their ideal 
of human nature is often as unchanging 
as their personalities. At the same time, 
when changes do take place they are usu- 
ally of a more permanent and far-reaching 
nature than if they had been brought about 
in a hurried manner. Taurus may absorb 
life slowly, but what it absorbs it holds, 
and its developments are of the kind that 
show in “bricks and mortar,” for all to 
see. Because its achievements are of such 
a practical nature, their carefulness is 
justifiable; thoughts that never become 
actual are of less importance. Vera 
Brittain in her description of her reaction 
to the Taurean novelist, Ellen Glasgow, 
accurately outlines Taurean virtues thus: 
“She embodied for me the staunch, cour- 
teous conservatism of an indomitable tradi- 
tion which has survived defeat, disintegra- 
tion and decay.” 

The achievements of Taurus have left 
their indelible stamp upon the world; this 
is the most human of all the signs. The 
problems of living on a material plane, 
common to all of us, give rise to all that 
is best and worst in human nature. 
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Many Things 


“<The time has come,’ the Walrus said, , 
‘To talk of many things; 
Of shoes and ships and sealing wax, 


And cabbages and kings’.

Undoubtedly there has been called to 
your attention the typographical error 
under the October (1941) heliocentric 
longitude of Uranus, which error continues 
to the end of the year, I refer to the 
greatly enlarged Ephemeris for 1941 and 
be assured its improved features are ap- 
preciated by me,

I am not an astronomer, but in certain 
work I am doing, the heliocentric latitude 
and longitude of the various planets are 
essential, and in connection with Pluto may 
I inquire where you obtained your data, 
for from other sources I obtained confused 
statements concerning its heliocentric posi- 
tion and I wish to make sure of the accu- 
racy of my data before going ahead with 
this specialized work. 

In the preface of the American Ephe- 
meris and Nautical Almanac, page XXI 
for 1941, under mean longitude at the 
epoch, I find that Pluto is recorded as ap- 
proximately 152 degrees and perhaps this 
is the source from which one advisor told 
me that Pluto this year was at approxi- 
mately 151 degrees. .I note some discrep- 
ancy between figures given for other plan- 
ets under this same heading as against data 
which appears further on in the book, but 
in no instance is the variation anywhere 
near as large as exists between where you 
place Pluto at approximately 123 degrees 
and where it is recorded at being 152 de- 
grees in the American Ephemeris and 
Nautical Almanac. Perhaps I have mis- 
understood the heading but in any event I 
take it to mean that this is the approxi- 
mate heliocentric position of the planets as 
of January, 1941. 

If you feel certain that you have cor- 
rectly recorded the heliocentric position of 
Pluto, it would be appreciated if you would 
advise me and also give me the source of 
your information.

ANSWER: The column that you used 
in the American Astrology Ephemeris does 
not refer to the heliocentric position which 
you desire. 

It is obvious that you have mistaken 
the meaning of the term “mean longitude 
at the epoch,” The expression “mean 
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longitude” has a special and highly tech- 
nical meaning in astronomy, and is not to 
be confused with the ordinary heliocentric 
longitude. 

The MEAN LONGITUDE of a planet 
is an arbitrary quantity used in celestial 
mechanics to denote the sum of the dis- 
tance (on the ecliptic) from the vernal 
equinox to the planet’s ascending node plus 
the distance (in the planet’s orbital plane) 
from this node to the point where its mean 
motion in orbit would place it at a given 
time. It is not the actual or true longi- 
tude nor is it supposed to be. On account 
of the eccentricity of the orbit, the planet’s 
actual place is sometimes ahead of and 
sometimes behind the mean place. 

Our heliocentric longitude of Pluto is 
computed by “numerical integration,” 
using perturbations by Jupiter and Saturn. 
I feel certain our heliocentric positions are 
correct, unless we have inadvertently mis- 
copied or misprinted-our own data, which 
I do not believe we have done.

FLAMSTEED 


There is prevalent.in astrological circles 
a belief that John Flamsteed, first As- 
tronomer Royal, was a_ believer in 
Astrology and used it as a guide in the 
founding of the Greenwich Observatory. 
Astronomers contest this claim and have 
produced evidence which they insist refutes 
it utterly. The result is a degree of con- 
fusion on this point which, in our opinion, 
is not in the best interests of science, as- 
trological or otherwise. 
As stated in our June, 1939 issue, page 
18: 
“... It is not essentially important 
whether John Flamsteed believed in As- 
trology or not, nor does it in any way 
invalidate the claims of astrology if he 
did not. But it zs important that we 
tell the truth about the matter.” 
Recently we decided to make an effort 
to clear up some of this confusion regarding 
Flamsteed and in pursuance of that objec- 
tive, wrote the following letter in duplicate 
to four leading astrologers, to wit:

AN OPEN LETTER. 


to Astrologers re Flamsteed 
March 15, 1941* 

Astrologers in their published writings 
frequently refer to John Flamsteed, first 
Astronomer Royal, also Sir Isaac Newton, 
as among those who accepted astrology at 
least in principle. In view of certain de- 
velopments relative to astrology now taking 
place in scientific circles, it would appear 
to be essential that the precise origin and 
authenticity of these reports be established. 

Particularly in regard to Flamsteed are 
the published accounts contradictory and 
confusing. In astrological circles it is gen- 
erally believed that Flamsteed founded the 
Greenwich Observatory in accordance with 
as astrological chart erected for that pur- 
pose, but the present Astronomer Royal, 
Dr. H. Spencer Jones, claims that this is 
positively not true. 

In an article published in the Hong 
Kong Telegraph under date of August 9, 
1938, Dr. Jones makes this statement: 

“Astrologers frequently assert that 
John Flamsteed, the first Astronomer 
Royal, was an astrologer, and that he 
cast a horoscope to guide the erection of 
the Greenwich Observatory. 

“It is convenient for them to ignore 
Flamsteed’s own verdict about astrology 
given two years before the observatory 
was built: ‘In 1673, besides my usual 
task, I wrote an ephemeris wherein I 
showed the falsity of astrology and the 
ignorance of those who pretended to it.’ 
It is true that he did cast a horoscope 
for the erection of the observatory but 
this he did merely for the diversion of 
his friends and he wrote on it (in Latin) 
‘My friends, can you forbear to laugh?’” 
In the face of this detailed, positive and 

apparently authentic record which so un- 
equivocably impugns the intellectual hon- 
esty of astrologers in general, I think you 
will agree that in the interests of intel-

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lectual dignity, to say nothing of scientific 
accuracy, it is most essential that astrolo- 
gers forthwith produce evidence in support 
of their claims relative to Flamsteed at 
least—evidence which conclusively refutes 
the above statement. Otherwise immedi- 
ately and permanently, strike the first 
Astronomer Royal from record as being 
among those who accepted astrology, even 
in principle. 

In the interest of astrology, may we 
have your cooperation in this matter? A 
prompt reply will be greatly appreciated.

Dear Mr. Clancy: ; 

I have never been much interested in the 
opinion of the notable astronomers, such 
as Flamsteed, about astrology, and have 
never bothered to look up anything relative 
to them, and I have no books from which 
anything authentic could be gained con- 
cerning their astrological belief. 

Manly P. Hall, 3343 Griffith Park Blvd., 
Los Angeles, California, published a book 
a few years ago—THE STORY OF AS- 
TROLOGY. I believe the Macoy Publish- 
ing and Masonic Supply Co. of New York 
published it. Unfortunately the book is 
out of print now, and I have been unable 
to locate a copy. 

In that book, if memory serves me right, 
Mr. Hall gives an account of the various 
astronomers and notable persons who have 
believed in and used astrology. Mr. Hall 
has specialized in such historical research 
and has a wonderful collection of rare 
books and manuscripts about such subjects. 
It seems probable that if anyone can fur- 
nish anything authentic about Flamsteed, 
Newton, and such persons, and their in- 
terest in astrology—anyone who is unable 
to consult the dacuments in the British 
Museum—it would be Mr. Hail. 

I shall look about, and if I find any- 
thing relative to this subject that might 
prove of value, will send it on to you. In 





this respect, at present I can only quote 
from a carbon copy of a letter dated De- 
cember 20, 1938, sent by The Rosicrucian 
Fellowship at Oceanside, to J, Allen Hynek 
of the Perkins Observatory: — 

“We refer you to our magazine, ‘Rays 
From the Rose Cross’—the issues including 
September, October, November and De- 
cember, 1936, and January, 1937, where 
we have a series of five articles entitled 
‘HISTORICAL FRAGMENTS’ by Manly 
P. Hall . . . Of course, one may say that 
such was superstition and one may con- 
sider that the influence of the Hindus and 
Tibetans merely speculation and fancy, 
but we learn (as brought out in the fourth 
article, ‘Rays From the Rose Cross,’ De- 
cember, 1936) that the great astronomers, 
scientists and physicians worked hand in 
hand with astrology. 

“Copernicus, Galileo, Kepler, Newton— 
to name a few of the astronomers—be- 
lieved in, and practiced astrology.” 

. . . “In his recent biographical work, 
‘Galileo,’ Emil Namer wrote, ‘Galileo him- 
self, father of modern science, read his 
children’s horoscope at their birth” We see 
great philosophers and historians from 
Pythagoras, Plato and Aristotle through 
to Lord Bacon and Benjamin Franklin de- 
fending and using this science in their 
day.” 

I give the above quotations, as they 
refer to articles in issues of “Rays From 
the Rose Cross” which you may wish to 
consult. The implication is, however, that 
Manly P. Hall is the authority for the 
statements given. 

As I said at the beginning, this is not a 
matter to which I have paid any attention, 
and I am sorry I cannot be of more help. 
However, in any matter that I can be of 
service, please continue to feel free to call 
on me.

Dear Mr. Clancy: 

In reply to your letter, the crux of the 
mattér seems to be, were the. words scrib- 
bled across the horoscope in Latin, “Risum 
teneatis, amici?” in Flamsteed’s writing, or 
were they written by some later hand? 
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I do not suppose Dr. Spencer Jones is 
a writing expert, but for myself I should 
be quite prepared to take his word if he 
is sure that Flamsteed wrote them, es- 
pecially in view of the other evidence 
quoted. 

It has been my opinion for some time 
that the sooner we drop the Flamsteed 
point the better, as you say, in the inter- 
ests of intellectual dignity and scientific 
accuracy. 

In my college days I learnt about the 
fallacy of “argumentum ad verecundiam,” 
or trying to support a thesis by adducing 
the evidence of someone who, though fa- 
mous in his own line, is not an authority 
on the matter in dispute. This applies 
here. Flamsteed was a capable astronomer, 
no doubt, but there is no reason to sup- 
pose that he ever studied astrology at all 
deeply, even if he could erect a horoscope. 

Kepler, on the other hand, did do so, 
and the argument produced by astronomers 
to the effect that he merely practiced as- 
trology to earn some money, whilst actually 
disbelieving in it, is negatived by the fact 
that he kept a private astrological register 
of directions (his own) with annotations 
on how they operated, just as every mod- 
ern student does. Therefore his state- 
ments are admissible evidence. 

I will, however, write to the Astronomer 
Royal and communicate again.

“This was the expressed opinion of 
Baily, who wrote the life of Flamsteed and 
was very familiar with his peculiar crabbed 
handwriting. The volume of observations 
containing the horoscope has been stored 
away for safety during the war, along with 
other records, and is not available for in- 
spection, It will be possible for you to 









inspect the document after conditions are 
normal again.”

Dear Mr. Clancy: 

Thank you for your letter of March 26th 
drawing my attention to the Astronomer 
Royal’s attitude and asseverations about 
Flamsteed. As regards the Latin note in 
the margin of the horoscope of Greenwich 
observatory (“Risum teneatis, amici?”), I 
always understood it was in another hand 
than Flamsteed’s, but that I shall not be 
able to verify until after the war; I may 
try to do it then. 

As regards the quotation in which it 
appears that Flamsteed denounces astrol- 
ogy, I do not advise you to accept it as 
conclusive; it would be quite possible to 
find odd sentences in the works of Kepler 
which make it appear as if he thought 
astrology worthless, but if one reads him 
more fully, one discovers that the opposite 
is the case. The same may be true of 
Flamsteed. 

I think you go too far in saying that 
the astronomer’s statement impugns the 
intellectual honesty of astrologers ; it mere- 
ly impugns the validity of their informa- 
tion, and anyone can be misinformed. I 
am laying the case before the Federation of 
British Astrologers, and you shall be in- 
formed of any conclusions we may reach. 
It may prove impossible to clear the posi- 
tion up before the end of the war.

Dear Mr. Clancy: 

Mr. Hall has asked me to acknowledge 
your letter of March 15th and suggest that 
you contact him while he is in New York. 
This will make it much easier to discuss 
the problems raised in your letter. 
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In the rush of preparations for his New 
York lectures, Mr. Hall was unable to do 
much research, but he did verify the fact 
that Flamsteed did study astrology—not 
as a diversion—and made note of it in his 
memoirs. 

You will note from the enclosed program 
that one of Mr. Hall’s lectures will be de- 
voted to the attitude of science towards 
astrology.

“I spent some part of my time in as- 
trological studies, but so as my labours 
were rather astronomical. Amongst others 
I spent some time on Mr. Linacre’s and 
another great person’s schemes; yet could 
I not anyways satisfy myself in the arcs 
of directions for the measuring of time; 
nor am I yet perfectly satisfied. Yet I think 
Kepler’s measures most rational and best 





grounded: though, in the great person’s 
nativity which I directed, J used Naboyd’s 
measure, which is most in use among as- 
trologers. In fine, I find astrology to give 
generally strong conjectural hints, not per- 
fect declarations.” 


“In 1673, besides by usual task, I wrote 
an Ephemeris, wherein I showed the falsity 
of Astrology, and the ignorance of those 
who pretended to it.” + * 


The above seems to provide a fairly com- 
plete picture of Flamsteed in relation to 
astrology and on the strength of this, we 
unreservedly agree with Mr. Carter that 
without more tangible evidence, astrol- 
ogers have absolutely no right to list John 
Flamsteed as among those who accepted 
astrology as more than a possibility—er- 
haps. Certainly he cannot be honestly in- 
cluded in the record among those who be- 
lieved in it sufficiently to use it for any 
practical purpose. The evidence indicates 
that he was ‘somewhat curious about it and 
did look into it more or less casually, with- 
out, however, finding anything that was 
in his opinion conclusive. 

Two facts stand out as of major impor- 
tance. First, the horoscope which Flam- 
steed erected for the founding of the 
Greenwich observatory. Astrologers claim 
that the purpose of this chart was a prac- 
tical (astrological) purpose. The astron- 
omers claim it was nothing of the kind— 
that Flamsteed erected this chart merely 
for amusement. Of course, the fact

* A questionable statement in view of the last 
sentence of the preceding paragraph. It would 
seem that Flamsteed found the astrology of his 
day to contain much of a fallacious nature and 
most contemporary astrologers lacking in a 
sound knowledge of the fundamentals of their 
study, but the two statements taken together 
definitely leave the door open for further in- 
vestigation and he has not finally renounced all 
possibilities of a positive nature. In other words, 
he at least remained open to conviction, 
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of the mere existence of the chart itself 
' proves nothing one way or the other— 
both may be right to some extent, but 
the written notation on the chart (said to 
be in Flamsteed’s own handwriting) throws 
the weight of evidence definitely in favor 
of those who contend that it did not have 
a serious purpose. As Mr. Carter points 
_ out, the significance of the entire incident 
turns on the authenticity of that scribbled 
notation. The present Astronomer Royal, 
quoting Baily, Flamsteed’s biographer, 
contends that it is authentic. Mr. Gleadow 
states that it has always been his under- 
standing that the notation was not in 
Flamsteed’s handwriting. 

If Flamsteed personally wrote that nota- 
tion, the matter is settled insofar as his 
public attitude toward Astrology is con- 
cerned, although it tells us nothing about 
. what he may have really (secretly) thought 
about the subject. 

We find a more or less definite clue to 
Flamsteed’s actual (private) opinion of As- 
trology in Baily’s account, excerpts from 
which we have given above. We specific- 
ally call attention to the excerpt from 
page 22 and in particular the last sentence, 
to wit: “J find astrology to give generally 
strong conjectural hints, not perfect declar- 
ations.” 

In conclusion, it appears fairly evident 
that Flamsteed was neither positively in 
favor of astrology nor definitely opposed 
to it, but was for the most part indifferent, 
although at times he found it sufficiently 
interesting to merit his attention. It ap- 
pears that he may not have taken it seri- 
ously, at least in the form in which it 
was then known, and one fact stands out 
clearly—whatever he may have privately 
thought about the matter, he most cer- 
tainly did not want any of his colleagues 
or contemporaries to think he took it seri- 
ously. 

Perhaps Edmund Halley had something 
to do with this. It is known that Halley 
was ‘violently opposed to astrology and 
also that considerable enmity existed be- 
tween the two men. It may be that Flam- 


steed did not have the moral,courage of 
Newton, who was on much more friendly 
terms with Halley, .and when chided by 
the latter for his astrological beliefs, re- 
plied, “Sir, I have studied the subject, you 
have not.” However, it must be borne in 
mind that Newton was not professionally 
vulnerable in the sense that this was true 
of Flamsteed. After all, the latter was the 
Astronomer Royal, an official position 
which he no doubt prized greatly and 
wished to protect. He appears to have 
been a man who incurred considerable per- 
sonal enmity among his contemporaries and 
in the case of Halley in particular, an in- 
fluential man in his own right, this mutual 
animosity seemed to have at times become 
quite bitter. 

In any case, on the basis of such evi- 
dence as has so far been brought to light, 
the value of Flamsteed as a witness for 
astrology appears to be exactly nil, and 
to hold him up as such is to invite ridicule. 

In conclusion, we wish to call attention 
to Mr. Gleadow’s reference to his inten- 
tion to lay the entire matter before the 
Federation of British Astrologers for com- 
plete clarification. This is, in our opinion, 
an entirely correct procedure and perhaps 
it would be best if we were to suspend 
final judgment on the matter until all the 
evidence pro and con becomes a part of 
the official record of the Federation, mean- 
while allowing Flamsteed to rest in peace. 


HESS! 
(Written May 16th) 


Had a man from Mars landed on the 
earth it could scarcely have caused a 
greater sensation than did the landing of 
Rudolf Hess on the Moors of Scotland. 
As Prime Minister Churchill rightly ex- 
pressed it, “the imagination is baffled by 
the facts” in this most amazing adventure 
and the question be-deviling the world to- 
day is “Why in the name of all that is 
reasonable did the man do it at all?”

does furnish a clue to a probable motive 
for his action. The key to the mystery 
seems to be in the position of his Saturn 
in Libra, trine Mars. Considered in con- 
nection with the fact that his progressed 
Moon is, at this period of his life, con- 
junct that Saturn. From this corfigura- 
tion alone we may make certain deduc- 
tions: 

1—This was not an act of impulse—not 
the result of a sudden decision. 

2—The adventure was the result of care- 
ful planning over a considerable period of 
time. 

3—Hess did not fear for his life, nor 
was he running away from anything. 

4—The probabilities are that complete 
understanding and accord exist between 
Hitler and Hess in this matter,* and 
whether or not any of the other Nazi 
leaders are in on the secret, we must Con- 
clude that Hitler is personally involved in 
what apepars to be a deep laid plot, and 
that Hess acted with Hitler’s full knowl- 
edge and approval. 

5—Hess flew to England on a definite

mission—a diplomatic mission—the sub- 
stance of which may be expressed in two 
words, “negotiated peace.”* 

6—In consideration of the Saturn-Libra 
combination, it is very likely that the essen- 
tial pre-requisite (from the German point 
of view) for any such negotiations would 
be the recognition by Britain and her allies 
of a status quo (Saturn) in Europe eco- 
nomically (Libra)—not (necessarily) mili- 
tarily. 

7—Finally, in consideration of the Mars 
trine to Saturn in Hess’ chart we would 
be inclined to say that he has a better 
than even chance of succeeding in his mis- 
sion. 

In estimating the probable outcome 
we cannot be justified in basing our de- 
duction on Hess’ chart alone. The charts 
of Hitler and Churchill must also be con- 
sidered in joint relation to that of Hess as 
the intermediary or point of contact. 
Which brings us to a consideration of the 
curious link existing between the three 
charts as previously noted—Hess’ Saturn - 
conjoins Hitler’s Uranus, which happens to 
be also in conjunction with Churchill’s 
Mars and Jupiter. This definitely promises 
a very satisfactory bargain for Britain in 
the person of Churchill, at least insofar as 
Hess is concerned. A rather puzzling situa- 
tion in the light of the apparently uncom- 
promising attitude of both Hitler and 
Churchill. It would appear that Rudolf 
Hess has indeed a very difficult situation 
on his hands, and whatever he may accom- 
plish will require time and _ patience. 
Whether the diplomatic skill and determi- 
nation of Saturn in Libra trine Mars will 
be equal to the occasion remains to be 
seen, but of one thing we may be certain, 
Jupiter (Churchill) will not lose in this 
deal. 

Needless to say in event that any such 
proposition is presented by Hess to the 
British Government, insofar as the public 
may be concerned, it would necessarily re- 
main a diplomatic secfet for several months 
and the true function of Hess in this mat- 
ter might not even be officially revealed 
for several years. Saturn as the key planet

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calls for the most cautious and methodical 
diplomatic handling of the situation. 

Any discussion of the probable details 
whereby such a program might be worked 
out would necessarily be purely speculative, 
because such details could scarecly be re- 
vealed to any degree by Hess’ chart 
alone.

HOW TO USE ASTROLOGY 


July 25, 1939. 
To the Editor: 

In connection with your Master Fore- 
cast for 1938, you asked us to write and 
give you an account of what actually did 
happen. So here goes. I shall begin with 
1938, I think, as that was an auspicious 
year for me, though I didn’t know it. 
The most interesting page to me was (h 12) 
“Uranus entering the Twelfth Solar 
House.” I read and re-read this leaf many, 
many times and became determined to fol- 
low your advice if possible, but how? I 
couldn’t think of anything in particular 


that I would like to take up wholeheart- 
edly. I have always read and studied since 
I left schodl, being interested in a great 
many things. Not knowing which way to 
turn in studies, I took up the study of 
Greek and Roman History in the hope 
that inspiration would guide me along the 
right path. (In what follows I regret very 
much I cannot give you exact dates as I 
did not think these events were of much 
importance at the time.) 

About the middle of May (1938), I had 
an invitation to hear Dr. William Howard 
Hay at the Hotel St. George, Brooklyn. 
His lecture on health and how to attain it 
interested me so very much with the result 
that on writing to mother a few days later, 
I reproduced the lecture almost in detail. 
About one month later I received a reply 
from her in which she said, “You ought to 
have been a doctor. I have always thought, 
and still think that you would have made 
the best in the family.” (I have two 
brothers who are prominent doctors.) I 
passed this sentence by with a shrug as I 
had often heard it before. Earlier in life 
I had longed to be a doctor but didn’t have 
the opportunity. 

As I was sitting very quietly reading, a 
few days later, a thought came to my mind 
so forcibly that at first I imagined some- 
one had spoken audibly: “How about 
being a doctor?” it said. I pushed the 
thought aside and tried to continue my 
reading. The thought came again more 
emphatic than before. “Oh, fiddlesticks!” 
said I, jumping up, “I’m too old now to 
think of such a thing.” (Birthday May 
29, 1894, N. Ireland.) I sat down again, 
and the “voice” said, “How about being a 
children’s doctor? You would like that, 
wouldn’t you?” I began to waver. “Yes, 
I would like to be a children’s doctor,” I 
said slowly, but pulled myself up sharply. 
“Nonsense! I must not think of such a 
thing. It would take at least seven years 
more study, and besides, I don’t know how 
to go about it.” “Why not write to the 
leading universities and find out?” ‘the 
voice insisted. I tried to continue my read- 
ing, but before I was fully aware of what 
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Mother’s Birthdate System 
Mother—April 11, 1864 ~ 


I was doing I had written to Cornell, Johns 
Hopkins and Columbia Universities for in- 
formation. A reply came from Columbia 
in two days. I read the schedule and made 
application to the medical school. After 
ten days I received a letter of refusal, but 
immediately wrote another and what I 
thought was a more forceful application 
but in ten days another refusal came. 
Under ordinary circumstances the matter 
would have ended there, but not so this 
time. I found myself in the library read- 
ing through reams of rules and regulations 
about how to enter the university. I came 
away discouraged and decided to let the 
matter drop, but by the time I had reached 
home, new ideas of approach were burning 
in my brain and a new application was sent 
in, Finally, after two applications to the 
Medical School and three to the university 
had been sent, I received a short note 
(about October 1st) from the Director of 
Admissions to come to see him and bring 
my credentials. He explained how unwise 
it was to attempt such a thing. I would 
not be accepted in medical schools om ac- 
count of my age, so he thought it would be 
unfair to accept me on those hopes. I 
pleaded with him to let me take the pre- 
medical course and when that was finished 
I would find a medical school somewhere 
in the world which would accept me despite 


my age. Age was only relative, I told him. 
He then unwillingly accepted me—to get 
rid of me (I suppose it was another case 
of the importunate widow). My first year 
is now completed with much success (no 
grade under 75%), although I had a hor- 
rible time getting adjusted the first three 
months. In April of this year I applied to 
the Medical School, Trinity College, 
Dublin (where my brothers were trained), 
and have been informed that they will 
gladly accept me if I pass the entrance ex- 
amination in Latin. 

I am now planning to leave New York 
August 23rd to enter Trinity College in 
October. The course will take six more 
years, 

I cannot understand this new determined 
attitude of mine. I seem to allow nothing 
to stand in my way, I refuse to take rebuffs 
and I feel as if I were pushed forward by 
unseen forces without my volition. I find 
myself sitting up late at nights to study, 
refusing many outside pleasures for the 
sake of “something” which has been 
planned for me in the future. Perhaps you 
can explain it—I can’t. It feels as if a 


new person had entered my physical body. 
On my new path I don’t seem to be able 
to look to the right or to the left, but 
always relentlessly forward. When I look 
back on my applications to Columbia Uni- 
versity I am astounded at my audacity and 


coolness under so many rebuffs. Perhaps 
the eclipse of May 29, 1938, changed all 
that. 
If I can give you any more information 
I shall be glad to oblige. Every success.

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Karma Comes of Age 


The Price of Success 


Tw complaint against astrology most 
frequently heard is that the good directions 
or progressions so seldom work, while the 
bad ones never fail. My answer has been 
that the constitutional negativeness of 
human nature prepares for neither. As the 
result of this lack of preparation, the good 
aspects find a state of inertia which they 
are not strong enough to stir into action, 
and the bad ones strike the unfortified life 
with their forces amplified by the relative 
degree of this state of unpreparedness. 

Illustrative of the first group is the case 
of Mr. P., age 41. 

For some two years Mr. P. has been 
under a chain of good aspects that I have 
never seen surpassed for quality and power 
combined at one time, with but one of which 
might be called “bad”—that of the M.C. 
directed square natal Moon in the Ist. Ex- 
cept for a temporary job on a government 
project, no other benefits had been experi- 
enced on last reports from this great mo- 
bilization of constructive forces in his 
behalf. 


Reason for Frustration of Stars 

The reason for such frustration of the 
stars is illustrated in the story of the five 
foolish virgins. Mr. P. was unprepared when 
opportunity came, and it passed him by. 
His employment record for years and years 
was that of a free Jance and necessarily 
: without the evidences of stability and de- 
pendability sought for by employers, and 
in no single field of gainful occupation could 
he rate above an amateur due to lack of

thorough training and disciplined experi- 
ence in any one of them. In the language 
of Geographic Astrology, he had no outlets 
or exposures through which the current of 
Opportunity could connect and irrigate him 
economically. Using another figure of 


‘ speech, the balls were falling for him but 


he was not qualified with equipment or 
stance to catch them. That is a good thing 
for everybody to remember: The stars can 
only toss us the balls of opportunity. It’s 
up to us to catch them. 

And naturally we need not be surprised 
that his case illustrates the other group also. 
Under M.C. square Moon, his wife di- 
vorced him, followed by his immediate re- 
marriage, to be abandoned by his second 
wife, an enterprising woman, within the 
period of aspects under study. Failure to 
make good on the good aspects left him 
completely unprepared and unfortified to 
withstand the shock of the single and only 
one that was bad. 

Thus he suffered the maximum of adver- 
sity possible to both the good and the bad 
aspects—the good probably giving him the 
most pain through the sense of futility and 
incompetence most certain to be begotten 
of their frustration. His karmic accumula- 
tion was a sorry mess of juvenile attitudes, 
fixations, and habits. He had never grown 


up. 


The Future is Now 
Making up the other side of the picture, 
are those who through common sense ot 
instinct realize that the Future is NOW, 
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and who therefore build the edifice of their 
lives day by day with the materials of 
health, happiness, and success such as each 
day offers. These are the people who move 
steadily forward in their particular spheres 
of life, carried along by the power of the 
steadily multiplying momentum of daily 
right motives and right conduct. In my 
use of the word “right,” no moral signifi- 
cance is attached. It simply means that 
their motives and conduct are fortuitous, 
or in rhythm and harmony with the current 
or spirit of human progress. The rise and 
fall in popularity of public entertainers well 
illustrates this point: An artist will have a 
vogue for a certain length of time and then 
disappear, another immediately taking his 
place. Compared with such an example of 
fleeting vogue, we have great careers which 
move steadily forward and upward through- 
out life, to live indefinitely in their works. 
A great example of that is our former 
U. S. Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James, Joseph P. Kennedy. According to 
tradition and practice, Mr. Kennedy would 
never have received this enormous distinc- 
tion. But he had lived a life of such in- 
tegrity of mind and conduct, and with such 
dynamically brilliant success, that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt could not find a better man 
in the country for that critical post. The 
momentum of Mr. Kennedy was irresistible. 
While I haven’t the data or chart of Mr. 
Kennedy, I feel confident that not one frac- 
tion of Mr. P’s constructive directions was 
necessary to lift Mr. Kennedy to this high 
position. It will probably be found to be 
accounted for by some minor direction or 
‘major transit which might easily be over- 
looked in a forecast for him unless his rec- 
ord, his mighty accumulation of Good 
Karma, was kept in mind. The stars simply 
tossed him a long drive to center, and he 
was right on the spot and fully equipped to 
catch and to make the most of it. 
Opposed to the constitutional negative- 
ness of the first group exampled by Mr. P., 
is the constitutional positiveness of the 
second exampled by Mr. K., in which are 
buoyant expectancy, zeal, alertness, with 
well-trained and equipped capacities and 
abilities. It is the first group only that comes 
to astrology for help, those of the second 


being entirely self-sufficient, unaware of, 
and quite independent and unconscious of 
the existence of a service to meet a need 
which they have never felt. 

The natural question at this point is that 
from whence come these extremes of posi- 
tive and negative people. The answer is 
in the balance of power between good and 
evil or good fortune and misfortune re- 
vealed in their birth charts, in which bal-, 
ance of power is tc be read the natural en- 
dowments and handicaps, respectively, of 
which arise subsequently the positive and 
negative states of life under discussion. 
Here is as far back as we need to go at this 
period of evolution in the study of the sub- 
ject of Karma. 

As to the oriental conception of having to 
work out in the present life the unfinished 
business of former lives, it can be accepted 
that the net balance of good and evil, even 
though it should be true that it goes back 
to the beginning of the world, is brought 
forward in the book of life as written in the 
astrological chart. 

There is no need to becloud the search 
and confuse life by trying to trace the cause 
of an existing condition into past lives. 
Whatever may have been the past lives, if 
any, the net balance of Good and Evil in 
them is to be read in the chart. Therefote 
our premise sums up into the formula that 
life, expressing objectively on the negative 
side, simply reflects the outworking of an 
adverse or evil balance in the chart. And 
conversely, the life of a positive cast simply 
reflects the outworking of the fortunate or 
good net balance in the chart. 

The attitudes to life, reflected in these 
two positive and negative extremes of it, 
comprise the stuff of our very selves which 
has crystallized or fixated into governing 
attitudes accordingly as our habits of 
thought and conduct have been directed 
along right or wrong lines. This accumu- 
lation of attitudes which has become the 
Religion of Individual life and, per se, US 
because of becoming fixated by long exer- 
cise, constitutes the Karma of life as under- 
stood and treated in this article. Naturally 
this sort of Karma comes with age from the 
zero or innocence point of birth. And I 
have no doubt but that the New Testament 
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doctrines of repentance for sin and taking 
up the cross contemplate this Karma, 
recognition of it, and the dedication of life 
to its correction. The immediate release of 
life from the Law (of Karma) is assured, 
along with the forgiveness of sins of sub- 
sequent transgression, seventy times seven 
times, arising from the weakness of the 
flesh. The final and greatest assurance 
is that, no matter what the handicap of evil 
and adversity brought forward in the’net 
balance at birth, life can attain complete 
salvation from its Karma in this incarna- 
tion and before passing on to the next 
world. I can not imagine the teachings of 
Christ having any other import or implica- 
tion. 


Karma Potential at Birth 

Now since we may only become aware 
of the stuff or substance of our attitudes 
through the coming home to us of the con- 
sequences of our acts, it follows that Karma 
for good or ill is entirely potential at birth, 
hence life can then have no debits or credits 
in values of accumulated Karma. This I 
believe is the basis of that sentence in our 
Declaration of Independence to the effect 
that all men are created equal. They are 
equal in the sense of coming into life with 
a clean book in which nothing will or can 
be written except the consequences of their 
own acts as may be inspired and determined 
by the karmic potentials lodged in their re- 
spective astro-vibratory constitutions and 
of which the birth chart is the record. This 
I also believe is what is meant by the New 
Testament teachings that ‘‘by their works 
ye shall know them.” The potentials in 
the chart become active, and in activity 
they become manifest or known. Whether 
they should chance to be the accumulation 
of a thousand past lives or merely the 
effects of cosmic tides prevailing during the 
period of conception to birth, has nothing 
whatever to do with the consequences. 

From the karmaless state of birth, life 
begins the accumulation of the consequences 
of its acts and which naturally can be 
nothing else but the reactions of the world 
thereto. The screen play, “Manhattan 
Melodrama,” splendidly illustrates the idea. 
Two boys were snatched from their inherit- 


ed environment -through the death of their 
parents on the “General Slocum,” and given 
equally the great impersonal love of the 
Jewish ‘cantor and as naturally receiving 
absolutely equal opportunities which did 
not prevail before. The earliest reactions 
of the worid were that one was a good boy 
and the other naughty. Favoritism and 
prejudice began to show forth as the con- 
sequences of their acts, the one advancing 
the good boy along the course of good citi- 
zenship and high position in the world, and 
the other as naturally carrying the naughty 
boy farther and farther along the course 
described by his ever expanding prejudice- 
begetting acts. The implacable building 
up of Karma with age, carried each to his 
life’s climax: the good becoming governor 
of a great state through his steadfast ac- 
cumulation of good Karma, and the bad 
going to the electric chair under the pres- 
sure of the evil Karma which his acts had 
accumulated. That their Fates could have 
been transposed or that either could have 
changed his is possible. But that invites 
the argument that the change itself was 
fated. If so, then the change will be found 
reflected in the balance of power for good 
or evil inscribed in the birth chart, such 
augury of change being manifestly absent 
in these two cases. How then is Karma or 
Fate defeatable? 

The answer to that question resides in 
the function of free will, the study of which 
is only to be approached through the sub- 
ject of NATURAL as opposed to INTEL- 
LIGENT behavior. Life under the former, 
as these two men’s were, can never escape 
the consequences of their acts, for they are 
of the humanity of whom it is said, “there 
are none so blind as those who will not see.” 
But when their eyes are open and men real- 
ize and accept the karmic law of cause and 
effect, their behavior thenceforth becomes 
more INTELLIGENT with freedom the 
burden of accumulated Karma a certain 
reward. The first glimmer of this comes 
when one can review an act of today or 
yesterday and see where wrong was done 
or that the situation was handled badly, 
with the resolve to do better or act more 
carefully the next time. That marks the 
beginning of the battle for freedom from 
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the karmic burden that has been accumu- 
lated, for this consciousness of wrong-doing 
is the sole and only weapon that can win 
the battle and defeat the fate augured in 
the chart. 

Real life stories of authentic changes in 
the direction and effectiveness of life, aris- 
ing from the above defined conversion from 
NATURAL to INTELLIGENT behavior, 
are at a tremendous premium with me. 
Send yours along. 


First Step Toward Realization 

Our first step toward realization of our 
basic life’s objectives is to establish their 
positions and project a route to them. 

The septenary structure of nature and 
the objective world of form are produced 
and encompassed by the planetary forces 
within and including the orbit of Saturn. 
And within that domain the first two laws 
of life, self-preservation and self-propoga- 
tion, are supreme, with NATURAL BE- 
HAVIOR their only mode of action. That 
being acceptable, the two higher laws, self- 
development and self-government, must be 
objectives outside the orbit of Saturn only 
to be reached through mastery of the func- 
tions of the three outer planets, Uranus, 
Neptune, and Pluto, whose modes of action 
are the instrumental forces wherewith the 
INTELLIGENT plane of behavior can be 
reached. We now see that Natural Be- 
havior and its accumulation of Karma for 
good or ill (as in the example of the “Man- 
hattan Melodrama”) are implacably bound 
to the septenary kingdom over which 
Saturn rules. 

And in the same way we are led to see 
that escape from Karma is only to be 
achieved through the magnetic attraction of 
the goal, expressed in life’s two higher laws, 
combined with the skill in the use of the 
functions of the three outer planets as 
measured by the momentary level of Intel- 
ligent Behavior that has been reached. 
“Momentary” means the very brief moment 
which may elapse between. a crude natural 
act and immediate recognition and intel- 
ligent correction of it. To jostle another in 
impatience, with an immediate “Pardon 
me, please,” is an example of it. In other 
cases it may be years between the commis- 


sion of such an act and the recognition and 
correction of it. And in tragical millions of 
lives, there is never any admission of and 
atonement for wrong-doing. They carry 
their Karma’to the grave, bound to the 
orbit of Saturn to the bitter end. 

Personifying the idea, Saturn delivers 
the form, the baby, to the world with a 
blank and spotless book of life, according 
to the Magna Charta and our Declaration 
of Independence that all men have the 
rights of life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. Saturn thereupon charges Uran- 
us, Neptune, and Pluto: “There you are, a 
perfect form, polarized for good or ill ac- 
cording to the distribution of its planets at 
birth and synthesizing its temporal and 
cosmic inheritances. My job is finished. 
Make the most of it.” Thereupon begins 
the accumulation of Karma for good or ill 
according to the net balance of power in the 
chart, which I have previously discussed 
and illustrated. 

To elevate. itself above the laws of self- 
preservation and self-propagation into the 
realms of self-development and self-govern- 
ment, man alone of the objective work of 
Nature is endowed with the three higher 
rational faculties of logic, imagination, and 
intuition, corresponding respectively to 
Uranus, Neptune and Pluto. 

These are absolutely the only instru- 
ments whereby emancipation can be won 
from the two lower laws and their modes 
of action in what we call Natural Behavior. 

The first faculty differentiating the 
human from the brute intelligence is that 
of logic, the prime test of which is mathe- 
matical order. In other words, mathemat- 
ics is the combining form of logic, a com- 
mon enough demonstration of which is the 
syllogism. And the syllogism is nothing 
more than arriving at a conclusion by the 
use of the homely idiom of “putting two and 
two together” for the answer. Demonstrate 
further for yourself the mathematical basis 
of logic and reason by trying to think with- 
out figures. In fact, no one can think co- 
herently and intelligently without recogni- 
tion and application of the mathematical 
basis of grammar, syntax, and spelling. 
Then try going some place without a street 
number as an objective, or some -other 
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marker based on the mathematical divi- ° 


sions of space as determined by the com- 
pass. Beware therefore of boasting that 
you “never could do figures” and “hate 
mathematics,” for it stamps you indelibly 
as deficient in the logical faculties if not 
the possessor of a positively disorderly 
mind, and to the extent of such deficiency 
are you still bound to the Kingdom of 
Saturn and his laws of unescapable Karma. 
Even the pure mystic must express himself 
intelligently to be of value to the world he 
would serve and help. And to the extent 
of his deficiency in the logic faculty of 
Uranus is he still bound to the Kingdom of 
Saturn and to the service of negative 
mediumship, of which “The Black Magi- 
cion” of the Tarot is the symbol. 

The first lesson in the nullification of 
accumulated Karma is therefore in putting 
the two and two of cause and effect to- 
gether and realizing that nothing has been 
experienced in life other than the conse- 
quences of one’s own acts. This may con- 
stitute what amounts to confession of sin 
and repentance thereof; and until this pro- 
cess has actively begun, there need be 
nourished no hope whatever that the future 
will be other than a repetition of the past, 
no matter what the chart promises at vari- 
ance therewith. As in the case of Mr. P.,; 
accumulated Karma can defeat all future 
good because of unpreparedness therefor, 


Uranus—Logic 

At this point it occurs to me that I had 
better explain why Uranus is the cosmic 
principle of Logic. If you will pause a mo- 
ment and think of what is back of the sud- 
den, strange, unexpected experiences asso- 
ciated with Uranus, you will easily realizé 
that it is quite compatible with the fickle- 
ness and whimsy of the mind. Since acts are 
generated in the mind, and since experiences 
are but the consequences of acts, it will be 
quite clear that the quality of the effects of 
Uranus is entirely compatible with the na- 
ture and activity of the cause of such ef- 
fects, ie., the wayward behavior of the 
human mind. Nothing changes more radic- 
ally or quickly than mental attitudes, which 
can as logically (in its own conception) 
defend a position at one moment and the 


opposite the next. But these are the in- 
consistencies of sophistry in which no logic 
is really present: 

The third of the higher faculties which 
has been identified as the Intuition and the 
function of Pluto may excite some objec- 
tion to such definition of that planet. But 
still when the deepest meaning of “Intui- 
tion” is understood, I think the difficulty 
will vanish. Intuition in my opinion is the 
bridge over which the mind may penetrate 
the mysteries of both heaven and hell. It 
is therefore the channel through which both 
good and evil influences are exerted upon 
life from the invisible worlds. Analogous 
to the telephone wire, it carries to the re- 
ceiving end anything spoken into the trans- 
mitter. These are the reasons why it is 
proper to consider Pluto as the “ruler” of 
both the lowest and the highest spheres of 
human evolution, for it is through this 
faculty of intuition that the gamut of these 
are in the province of mortal experience in 
the earth life. 

As a practical and instrumental faculty 
of the higher consciousness of man, Intui- 
tion provides the means for realizing the 
visions of Neptune. After Uranus has ap- 
proved the logic and common sense of an 
idea, and after Neptune has made a mental 
picture of the objective or completed thing, 
Pluto leads us intuitionally to the realiza- 
tion of the desired end. 

Then the three higher rational faculties 
discussed are used instinctually, it is called 
“luck”, “sound judgment” or “getting the 
breaks”. Nothing is learned except that a 
certain play was fortunate and with the 
mental note to repeat it when a similar 
situation arose. Therefore no release from 
the laws and conduct of Saturn’s kingdom 
has been accomplished. In the steady ac- 
cumulation of such habits of play is the 
secret of what we call “success” from the 
middle to the top of our society. According 
to that formula, a top-notch success once 
told me that he was satisfied to be right 
three times in five in his decisions. It was 
just that one-in-five margin that made him 
a success before the world. Nothing stood 
between him and failure except the con- 
tinuance of his luck in being right three 
times in five. And that is all that the eco- 
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nomic structure of our society rests on to- 
day. Need we wonder that there is no sta- 
bility in it? 

If our “successes” can explain themselves 
in no better terms, is there any better defi- 
nition of our “failures” than that they 
didn’t get the breaks and were, in conse- 
quence, wrong three times in five? Obvi- 
ously it is therefore only in the AWARE- 
NESS of these higher objectives outside the 
‘Kingdom of Saturn, and in the CON- 
SCIOUS skill in the use of the instruments 
of Uranus, Neptune, and Pluto, that failure 
may be redeemed and success in its highest 
sense be won and kept. Any other con- 
clusion is illogical. : 

I have watched plenty of my boyhood 
playmates go to these extremes. I have seen 
some move steadily forward and upward to 
high position in the world, and I have seen 
others go down, down, down into failure, 
shame, or worse. 

Between the two extremes of karmic 
growth and accumulation, there are the 
countless legions of well-meaning people 
who, through poor judgment, mis-manage-_ 
ment, inept conduct, or ill health accumu- 
late insupportable loads of the karma of 
failure, mediocrity, or periodical defeat 
from which the come-back is little less than 
a miracle. Those of this category are the 
real tragedies. They don’t know what life 
is all about, and so ricochet from one mis- 
take to another until they reach that vague 
yet comforting condition which we describe 
as that of a “victim of circumstances”. 
“Luck” prevails against them. 

But there is a resource of great restora- 
tive and reconstructive power if and when 
intelligently used. It is the World’s disposi- 
tion to forgive a well-intentioned person 
who is muddling through his life—except’ 
that there are two things it can not forgive: 
The loss of self-confidence and the loss of 
integrity of mind and conduct. And the 
day of reckoning must come eventually if 
mis-conduct persists. One mistake too many 
becomes the straw that breaks the camel’s 
back of character in that way. 

In this group and at this pdint we find 
those who make peace with themselves by 
using the oriental definition of Karma as 
an alibi for their mis-spent lives. And in 





one sense they are right: If they would 
know the future, let them read their past— 
but in this life only—-for the past is the 
future through the karmic power of history 
to repeat itself. 

To change the future into happier experi- 
ences than the past, the past must first be 
changed according to the re-birth principle 
taught by Christ: The confession of error, 
the dedication of life to the higher laws of 
self-development and self-government, and 
the exercise of the instruments of Uranus, 
Neptune, and Pluto as means, to the end of 
INTELLIGENT BEHAVIOR and its hap- 
pier future consequences. 

Then only will life be equipped and pre- 
pared to benefit by what its stars may offer 
—whether of gold and frankencense and 
myrrh, or in the further testing and 
strengthening of the sinews of character and 
its capacities for successful living. 

And that, I believe, is all that God and 
His stars can do for the life that is barnacled 
with the Karma of error, malequipment, 
and the discouraging consequences of ad- 
versity. 
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re thorough study of planetary cycles 
must differentiate at the outset between 
two types of cycles: one in which a mov- 
ing planet is studied in reference to a fixed 
starting point and the phases of the cycle 
are calculated according to’ the distance 
from that starting point. Such cycles may 
be called sidereal and we have discussed 
a number of them in past issues. The 
other kind is constituted by the cyclic mo- 
tion of two celestial objects which are con- 
sidered in relation to each other. They 
are cycles of successive conjunctions, 
squares and oppositions between two mov- 
ing celestial objects. To such a type of 
cycles belong the “synodic period” of a 
planet which measures the time elapsing 
between its successive conjunctions with 
the Sun. 

The synodic period of the Moon is usu- 
ally what is meant by the term “lunation”; 
that is, the period extending from one New 
Moon to the next—a New Moon being a 
conjunction of the Sun and the Moon. 
The lunation is thus a cycle of the con- 
stantly altered relationship between the 
Sun and the Moon. The cycle lasts, on 
an average, 29 days and nearly 13 hours 
and its “critical points” are called the 
“phases of the Moon,” viz. New Moon, 
First Quarter, Full Moon, Last Quarter. 

I have discussed at various times some 
of the factors involved in the lunation 
cycle. One aspect of it relates to the cycle 
of eclipses (cf. February 1939 issue); 
another to the cycle of the Part of For- 
tune which is an indicator of the phase of 
development of the Sun-Moon relationship 
in a birth-chart (cf. April 1940 issue). 
That relationship, which is constantly-and 
cyclically altered day after day, is a most 
important one: because ‘the Sun and the 
Moon represent the two aspects of the 
life-force which sustains ‘all organisms. 
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In another sense it is the relationship 
between the past (Moon) of an individual 
—his racial nature—and his present (Sun) 
—his individual nature. The way in which 
the native’s “personality” operates—that 
is, the way in which he adjusts himself to 
society and to the world in general—de- 
pends upon that Sun-Moon relationship; 
and it can be found symbolized to a great 
extent by the Part of Fortune. Indeed the 
moment in the lunation cycle at which a 
person is born is just as important as the 
day of the year; a fact unfortunately ig- 
nored by many astrologers. 

In a previous issue of this magazine 
(September 1938), I discussed briefly the 
meaning of the Lunar Zodiac. The Lunar 
Zodiac (whether it include 27 or 28 sac- 
tions) refers, however, to the sidcreal 
period of the Moon, which takes 27 days, 
7 hours and 43 minutes to revolve com- 
pletely around the heavens of the fixed 
stars. The lunation cycle, on the other 
hand, refers to the Moon’s synodic period. 
And in this article I shall discuss the ap- 
plication of that lunation cycle to the mat- 
ter of “secondary progressions”; such pro- 
gressions being those in which one day 
after birth corresponds to a year of the 
native’s life. 


Secondary Progressions 


‘ Secondary progressions are essentially 
solar progressions, because the day after 
birth and the year of the life which are 
made to correspond are both factors pro- 
duced by the relation of Earth to Sun. 
They are solar days from noon to noon 
and solar years. The Sun is the source of 
life on Earth; thus it symbolizes in a 
chart that basic factor which, in a living 
organism, vivifies, integrates, sustains and 
makes creative that organism. At the 
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level of the body (or physiological organ- 
ism), the Sun represents the vital force 
operating through all the organs and cells, 
and particularly the heart-dynamism which 
is the obvious center of life. But the 
psyche of a person—the sum-total of feel- 
ings and thoughts, of psychological reac- 
tions and anticipations—is also, potentially 
at least, an “organism.” And the Sun, at 
that psycho-mental level, refers to the 
power that holds together and integrates 
the inner life of a human being. ‘That 
power has been often called the Self. It 
is the source of man’s inner vitality which 
sustains the growth of personality through- 
out the span of a person’s life. 
Essentially, therefore, the secondary 
progressions—the most commonly used in 
modern astrology—deal with the cyclic de- 
velopment of the life-force both in the 
physical organism and in the psychological 
organism. The cycles of the progressed 
Sun are the basic factors to be considered 


in such a type of progressions. This does_ 


not mean that the motions of the pro- 
gressed Moon and the progressed planets 
are not important. Indeed they are im- 
portant. But the testimonies they give 
should be interpreted in the light of their 
being subservient to the indications given 
by the motion of the progressed Sun. 
Progressed planets indicate how the types 
of activity which they represent affect the 


basic process of the unfoldment of the Solar. 


factor in man. And if this is not consid- 
ered, the astrologer will easily overstress 
the meeting of such planetary progressions, 
or even more, attribute to them a sig- 
nificance which will be beside the point. 
There are a number of different systems of 
progressions and directions, and _ besides 
there are the “transits” or actual passages 
of planets over the natal planetary posi- 
tions of a person’s birth-chart. Each sys- 
tem should be understood as stressing some 
particular approach to the problem of in- 
terpreting significantly the milestones, 
crises and events of a person’s life. That 
particular approach is obviously to be de- 
fined in terms of the method used to calcu- 
late the progression, direction, etc.; thus, 
in terms of the astrological factors used in 
the calculation. And as secondary progres- 
sions use the Solar factors of day and year 


in the calculation of all their data, the re- 
sults obtained through such progressions 
are definitely colored by this Solar em- 
phasis. 

Thus, if we attempt briefly to indicate 
the general significance of data to be de- 
rived from the progressions of the planets, 
we can establish the following deductions: 
Progressions of Mercury reveal the attitude 
of mind and the mental faculties in the 
process of development of the life-force 
within us and of the personality as an 
integral organism. Progressions of Venus 
refer to emotional reactions and aesthetic 
or social responses. Progressions of Jupiter 
deal with the compensatory soul-revealing 
activities of the psyche and with the indi- 
vidual’s orientation in the social-religious 
sphere. Progressions of Saturn refer to 
the slow transformations of the very struc- 
ture of the consciousness; progressions of 
Uranus, to the downflow of transforming, 
regenerative forces from the hidden world 
within, the great Unconscious; progres- 
sions of Neptune, to the dissolving of inner 
or social limitations and the birth of uni- 
versal consciousness; progressions of Pluto, 
theoretically, to the possibility of a sec- 
ond birth. 

However, the planets beyond Jupiter or 
Saturn in most cases cannot be consid- 
ered as active factors in secondary pro- 
gressions, for they do not move sufficiently 
during the life-span of an individual. Yet 
in some cases they do, particularly if they 
turn direct or retrograde by progressions 
during the native’s life. It is hardly neces- 


sary to add that the above analysis refers- 


to the progressions produced by the motion 
of the planets themselves after birth; not 
to the progressed aspects made by the Sun, 
the Moon or the swifter planets ¢o the natal 
positions of these more distant planets. 
Actually, in the majority of the cases, 
secondary progressions deal mostly with the 
motions of the Sun, the Moon and the 
small planets up to and including Mars. 
The two “Lights” -and the small planets 
refer to the “personal” factors in man. 
Secondary progressions are personal and 
therefore very significant in a period of 
human development in which the matter 
of personal development, ‘personal needs, 
personal reactions and personal power are 
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dominant. “Transits,” on the other hand, 
refer primarily to the action of society, or 
of the world in general, upon the individ- 
ual; and thus by balancing transits and 
secondary progressions much can be known 
of the way in which the life of a modern 
person develops, phase after phase, turn- 
ing point after turning point. 

The progressed Moon should always be 
studied in relation to the progressed Sun; 
for the Moon in a sense, merely differenti- 
ates the light and energy of the Sun. It 
is the “minute hand” of the clock, while 
the Solar progressions refer to the slower 
motion of the “hour hand.” But the pro- 
gressed Moon indicates more than the more 
minute workings of the progressed Sun. 
It shows what the person does with the 
life-opportunities symbolized by the pro- 
gressed Sun. And what the person does 
with these opportunities for growth de- 
pends upon the person’s past; upon his 
past habits, his past attitudes, his inertia, 
his tendency to work with or to hinder 
the surge of new life (the elan vital) which 
the progressed Sun’s motion represents. 
The Moon always refers to the past; but 
either to the past acting as a power of 
resistance against the future, or to the 
past as a foundation of experience and 
memory upon which the future builds it- 
self up through a constant series of pres- 


‘ent moments courageously and significantly 


lived. 

In other words, the progressed Sun sets 
the rhythm and pattern of opportunities 
for biological and spiritual growth. The 
progressed Moon, generally speaking, re- 
veals: 

1) what the native will have to over- 
come or to utilize in order to pursue 
his unfoldment; 
the conditions surrounding his strug- 
gle for continued growth at one level 
or another; 

3) and, in connection with other pro- 
gressions and transits, the degree of 
probability for either his success in 
meeting the new challenges of life, 
or his failure in adapting himself to 
the new confrontations. 

This being understood, it is evident that 

the critical moments in this process of per- 
sonal adjustment to the opportunities or

challenges of life are the periods when the 
progressed Moon makes aspects to the pro- 
gressed Sun. These are the normal turn- 
ing points in the process of personality- 
development as well as of biological growth 
and old age disintegration. Other plan- 
etary conditions, transits and directions 
may accelerate or retard, favor or hinder, 
such crises of development; nevertheless 
the periods in the native’s life marked by 
the “progressed New Moons,” “progressed 
Full Moons” and the intermediary pro- 
gressed squares do nearly always stand out 
as significant turning points of, destiny. 


Progressed New Moons 


The progressed New Moon marks a time 
of re-orientation in terms of practical 
realities, a time when a new start in per- 
sonal adjustment to society and to the 
inner compulsion of destiny is possible; 
possible, yet not unavoidable. The con- 
frontation will come: but it may not be 
recognized and the opportunity may be 
missed. The power of the past and the 
inertia of habits and social-religious tradi- 
tions may be so strong as to shut tight all 
openings, even when the breeze of spring- 
time calls softly for rebirth. 

What is meant more precisely by such 
a conjunction of the progressed Moon and 
the progressed Sun is that the individual 
comes to a point when a particular round 
of activities and experiences has been 
brought to a logical end and nothing that 
is vitally new can come to stimulate the 
growth of the native along the line of 
familiar endeavors. This may not mean 
the need for a break with the past. It 
rarely means that. It means rather that, 
the old familiar patterns of feeling and 
behavior having proven more or less empty 
and devoid of real purpose or vitality, 
either a new spirit is poured into them so 
as to revivify them as much as possible, or 
a new direction of development is begin- 
ning to emerge out of the chaos of bore- 
dom of the old forms of behavior. 

In another sense, at a progressed New 
Moon the individual is gatching up with 
his destiny and his true self. That does 


not mean usually a complete change of 
attitude or behavior, but a gradual awaken- 
ing to new possibilities. 


The character, 
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scope and intensity of that awakening can 
be determined with varying accuracy by 
the House and the Zodiacal Sign in which 
the progressed New Moon occurs; also by 
the Degree of the Zodiac on which it falls. 

Before we come to discuss the points 
mentioned in this last sentence, it is im- 
portant to remark that a most significant 
factor is established by the phase of the 
Moon at which the native was born. If a 
man is born during the waning phase of 
the Moon (between Full Moon and New 
Moon), then he will experience a pro- 
gressed New Moon before he is fifteen years 
of age; and some fifteen years later a pro- 
gressed Full Moon. If he had been born 
while the Moon was increasing in light, 
then he would experience first a pro- 
gressed Full Moon, and only some fifteen 
years later a progressed New Moon. 


This is very significant, because in the. 


first case (born after a Full Moon) the 
native will have a theoretical chance to re- 
orient his life before he is fifteen; but as 
he will then be still subject to his family 
surroundings, in fact that will hardly mean 
in most cases a really individual re-orienta- 
tion. He will then have to wait until he 
is in his thirties or early forties before re- 
orientation on that really individual basis 
occurs; that is, until he comes to his sec- 
ond progressed New Moon. 

If the native is born, on the other hand, 
while the Moon was increasing in light 
(before the Full Moon), then he will ex- 
perience first a progressed Full Moon—a 
kind of racial-ancestral consummation, as 
we shall see presently—and he will meet 
his chance at individual, creative re-ori- 
entation before he is thirty years old. 

The implications of these above state- 
ments can be very far-reaching; and the 
astrologer, in order to discover them, need 
not even go to the trouble of computing 
progressed aspects. By considering the 
moment of the lunation cycle at which a 
person is born, he can already determine 
approximately at what age the native will 
meet his progressed New Moons and Full 
Moons; also in which Sign and House he 
will meet them. And as that “moment of 
the lunation cycle” is shown by the Part 
of Fortune in the birth-chart, the impor- 
tance of that Part emerges even more 





clearly. 

It is true that the position of the Part 
of Fortune in the 3rd or 4th, and 9th or 
10th house does not tell always whether 
the person is born before or after the first 
or last quarter of the Moon; this, because 
of the irregularity of House distribution 
as one goes toward the poles. But at any 
rate if the Part of Fortune is above the 
horizon, birth occurred during the waning 
Moon; below the horizon, during the wax- 
ing Moon. The reason for my insistence 
upon this Part of Fortune’s position is that 
it shows at first sight in a chart something 
of extreme importance: whether a man is 
born while the Moon was increasing or de- 
creasing. 

I repeat: “of extreme importance,” phys- 
iologically and even more psychologically 
speaking. And that alone reveals how 
vague the ordinary text-book on astrology 
is—and even the less ordinary ones! —be- 
cause such text-books usually take for 
granted that the aspect Sun-square-Moon 
has only one meaning. “One meaning” 
perhaps, from a general or abstract point 
of view; but, in terms of a real under- 
standing of personality and of the growth 
of personality, there is a vast difference 
indeed between a square which is a First 
Quarter and a square which is a Last 
Quarter of the Moon. “Abstract pattern” 
is essential in astrology; but understand- 
ing the life-process of which the “abstract 
pattern” is but a crystallized phase, is just 
as important; and that fact is often for- 
gotten today. 

Of importance also, in the determina- 
tion of the significance of the progressed 
New Moons, is the fact of whether the 
natal Sun is at the beginning or the end 
of a Zodiacal Sign; or more precisely 
whether or not the first progressed New 
Moon will fall in the same Sign—and also 
the same House—as that of the natal Sun. 
If the natal Sun and the progressed Sun 
at the first progressed New Moon are in 
the same Sign, then the native’s person- 
ality and destiny are stamped indelibly 
with the character of that Sign; and the 
same applies also to the matter of House. 
If the progressed Sun at the first pro- 
gressed New Moon falls in the Sign fol-

CANCER 


Jewels for those Born June 22nd to July 22nd 


I The Scarab 


tT is almost certain that the race known 
as the Egyptian was a Caucasian people 
from Asia who invaded the valley of the 
Nile, and brought with them a highly de- 
veloped civilization, and an ideal and 
elevated religious belief. Their idea of re- 
birth and future eternal life was accepted 
dogma long before the time of Moses. Their 
religious feeling for the scarab had an 
astronomical value as the scarab is placed 
on some zodiacs in place of the crab, and 
is believed by many archaeologists to have 
preceded the crab as 
the emblem of the 
division of the zodiac 
known to us as Can- 
cer. The emblem for 
Cancer as shown on 
the Hindu zodiac 
more closely resem- 
bles the beetle than 
the crab. 

The beetle was the 
Egyptian symbol of 
the creative and fer- 
tilizing power, of the 
re-birth, resurrection 
and immortality of 
the soul, and: was thus connected with 
their astronomical knowledge. The beetle 
was the first living creature seen coming 
to life from the fertilizing mud of the Nile 
under the influence of the hot rays of the 
sun after the ebbing of the flood waters. 

During the early Dynasties (beginning 
4000 years before Christ), the Egyptians 
believed that the 30 toes of the beetle sym- 
bolized the days of the month, and the 
beetle’s method of procreation symbolized 





generation, father, world, and man. “The 
scarab is a creature self-produced, being 
unconceived by a female; for the propaga- 
tion of it is unique and after this manner: 
—when the male is desirous of procreat- 
ing, he takes the dung of an ox, and shapes 
it into a spherical form like the world; he 
then rolls it from him by the hinder parts 
from East to West, looking himself toward 
the East, that he may impart to it the fig- 
ure of the world (for that is borne from 
East to West, while the course of the 
stars is from West to East); then, having 
dug a hole, the beetle deposits this ball in 
the earth for the 
space of 28 days (for 
in so many days the 
moon passes through 
the 12 signs of the 
zodiac). By thus re- 
maining under the 
moon, the race of the 
beetle is endued with 
life; and upon the 
nine and_ twentieth 
day after, having 
opened the ball, it 
casts it into the 
water, for it is aware 
that upon that day 
the conjunction of the moon and sun takes 
place, as well as the generation of the 
world. From the ball thus opened in the 
water, the beetles issue forth. The scarab 
symbolized generation for the reason ex- 
plained;—a father, because the beetle was 
engendered by a father only;—and the 
world because in its generation it is fash- 
ioned in the form of the world;—and a 
man, because there is not any female race 
among them.” 
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The scarab was used extensively as a 
talisman or amulet to preserve the wearer 
from injury in this world, by men or by 
evil spirits. These scarabs were made 
from all kinds of precious stones according 
to the talismanic virtue of the jewel itself. 
The wearer selected the gem for its astro- 
logical benefits, and then had it fashioned 
into a scarab, which was pierced longitu- 
dinally and usually worn as a necklace, 
strung with other- beads, for the combina- 
tion of several different stones, each par- 
taking of its special stellar influence, was 
believed to have an influence similar to 
that exercised by several planets in con- 
junction—that is, grouped in the same 
division of the heavens. It is therefore 
suggested to the people born in Cancer 
that the following gems, separately or in 
combination, may be efficacious. 


Carnelian 


Carnelian, pale reddish brown, clear and 
translucent, was a favored jewel of the 
Etruscans, who frequently carved their 
scarabs of this gem. As a talisman, car- 
nelian was believed to bring good luck to 
man or child born during this period. 

Cancer people are. as. variable and 
changeable as the surface of the sea. The 
carnelian preserves the wearers from tem- 
pestuous thoughts and actions and should 
be worn for its settling influence. 

The women born in this sign are intel- 
lectual and are frequently found foremost 
in civic activities. They should wear a 
necklace of carnelian, which strengthens 
weak voices and gives courage to those 
who are timid in speech. 

Jafar, one of the most renowned Moham- 
medan priests, declared that all the desires 
of any man who wore this jewel would be 
gratified. He upheld the belief of the 
people of the East that if you envy a per- 
son his health, his wealth or any good 
thing he may have, it will be lost to him 
in a short time. It is believed that by 
wearing the carnelian, the envy of others 
for your possessions will be dissipated. 

Mohammed wore on the little finger of 
his right hand a silver ring set with a 
carnelian. ‘This established a precedent 
for millions of people. 





Alexandrite 


Alexandrite, one of the most unusual 
gems, is a dull sage green by daylight and 
rose-violet by artificial light, and is the 
only known gem which has such change- 
ability. This characteristic so indicative 
of the people of Cancer portends great 
good for those who wear this jewel because 
the changing colors of the alexandrite ex- 
ercise a stabilizing effect as the disposition 
of the wearers vary. 

Color science and planetary influence 
indicate by the changing colors of the 
alexandrite that from Tuesday noon until 
Thursday noon is the most favorable time 
to undertake new business obligations, to 
start on journeys, to select a mate, to move 
the home, to sign documents, or in any ° 
way initiate a new course in life. 


Banded Agate 


Banded Agate is composed of layer upon 
layer of parallel, threadlike lines of color 
and was formed through the ages by the 
infiltration of water depositing mineral 
sediment in minute cavities in the rocks 
as the water trickled through. The lines 
of color in agate vary according to the 
types of mineral deposited. 

From earliest ages, agate was the gem 
dedicated to the midnight hour and was 
believed to drive away the fears that come 
with the darkness. The people born in 
the sign Cancer have an aversion to being 
alone at night, so the agate should attend 
them through the hours of darkness. 

Just as agate is formed by the deposit 
of atom upon atom of sediment, so do the 
people of Cancer, with their strong sense 
of conservation, acquire bit by bit knowl- 
edge and worldly possessions. They should 
wear agate as their natural, symbolic talis- 
man or charm. 


Garnet 


Garnet, the. fashionable stone of the gay 
nineties, endows the wearers with truth 
in the conduct of their affairs. The people 
of this sign of the Crab are not constitu- 
tionally strong but they have the funda- 
mental strength to throw off illness and 
disease. They are inclined, however, to 
emotional hysteria. The garnet long rec- 
ommended for those suffering for lack of 
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will power, assists in overcoming this emo- 
tional weakness. 

Garnet is believed to prevent insomnia 
and should be worn by people born in this 
month, who are often overwhelmed with 
imaginary terror and fear in the darkness 
of the night. This belief originated in 
India. 

For long years Tippoo Paj, a Hindu 
fakir,, had been practicing his hynotism 
and magic, holding his spectators in spell- 
bound awe. His art became so real to him 
that he became obsessed with weird and 
dreadful dreams, and was unable to sleep. 

He made a pilgrimage into the East and 
visited with his brother priests, beseeching 
them to aid him in his dire distress. He 
traveled on and on until at last he found 
one priest who owned a garnet of renowned 
virtue which glowed in the night and was 
luminous as if the moon beams had kissed 
it into being. 

This garnet the priest loaned to Tippoo 
Paj to dispel those nightly spectres of his 
mind. For all the months of summer, Tip- 
poo Paj carried the garnet with. him on 
his travels. With the waning of the harvest 
moon he returned it as he no longer felt its 
need. He slept as peacefully as an inno- 
‘cent babe and was no longer molested by 
demons of the night. 


Zircon 


Zircon, whose hard, brilliant, adamantine 
lustre and strongly refracted transparency 
is second only to the diamond, was much 
favored by the ancients. Brownish red in 
color, the zircon derives its name from 
the Arabic word “zerk,” meaning gem. 

The zircon presages nobility in its wear- 
ers and commands respect from its ob- 
servers. Being oversensitive and retiring, 
Cancer people should find the wearing of 
a brownish red zircon advantageous. 

Zircons in clear golden yellow color, or 
in the queer bluish green color of a mer- 
cury vapor light are not propitious to those 
born in this sign. These colors exercise 
a sinister vibration whieh creates in the 
wearers a spirit of ruthlessness. 


Pearl 


Pearl; worn under adverse planetary in- 
fluence, is emblematic of tears and sadness, 


. 


but worn by people born under the influ- 
ence of the Moon (Cancer) it is em- 
blematic of happiness, success and beauty. 
The pearl attracts fame to Cancer people 
in the accomplishment of their undertak- 
ings, and if they fall short of their desired 
objectives this jewel protects them from 
financial straits. 

Men and women of this period are in- 
clined to become such devoted parents 
that they lose sight of the necessity to be 
good husbands and wives. The wearing 
of a pearl, with its pure limpid beauty 
and charm of romantic and poetic asso- 
ciation, prevents this marital disaster. 
Cancer people are great homemakers and 
homelovers but their interest in detailed 
planning so absorbs them that they are 
apt to become estranged from their mates 
and all outside interests. The sensuous 
influences of the pearl counteract this 
estrangement by the jewel’s magnetism. 

Lunar people are usually refined in de- 
meanor and thought and should wear the 
pearl, which, from earliest antiquity, has 
signified purity and humility. 


Serpentine 


Serpentine is pale lemon yellow with 
fibrous threads of white throughout its 
length. Because of its color and proper- 
ties, serpentine typifies adolescence in the 
seven ages of man; therefore the spirit of 
eternal youth is imparted to the wearers 
of this jewel. 

People born from June 22nd to July 
22nd should be careful never to allow a 
disease of any kind to get a good start 
with them as their reactions to medicinal 
remedies are slow. They may eliminate 
the danger of contracting diseases by wear- 
ing serpentine, which is highly prized for 
its prophylactic powers. 


Emerald 


Emerald, rich verdant green, was be- 
lieved by ancients to reveal the incon- 
stancy of lovers. 

“Tt is a gem that hath the power to show 
If plighted lovers keep their troth or no. 
If faithful, it is like the leaves of spring; 
If faithless, like those leaves when with- 

ering.” 


—Mrs, McLean, 
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From the time of the Ptolemys, when 
emeralds were mined extensively in Egypt, 
the qualities of mercy and charity were 
attributed to this jewel. The Pharaohs 
habitually gave massive gold rings in which 
were mounted swivelled signets of emerald 
as a mark of just and fair dealing. 

At the Last Supper, Christ, who typified 
mercy and charity, was supposed to have 
drunk from a shallow dish or chalice of 
emerald. This emerald chalice was the 
Holy Grail which disappeared, vanishing if 
approached by anyone not pure and holy, 
to reappear from time to time at various 
places.. It was the objective sought by 
the Crusaders. : 

The people of Cancer are inclined to be 
jealous of others and should wear an 
emerald which, with its quality of charity, 
overcomes this obnoxious fault. 


Moonstone 


Moonstone, which carries the luminous 
appearance of moonlight even when the 
Moon herself is on the wane, is one of 
the jewels most suitable to people born in 
this sign. Even though their dispositions 
and characteristics change with the vary- 
ing phases of the Moon, the constant wear- 
ing of this jewel overcomes the chameleon- 
like qualities of Cancer people. 

In the Orient, moonstone is a sacred gem 
signifying good luck for people born under 
the planetary influence of the Moon. To 
exercise the strongest influence for good, 
moonstone should be worn on Monday, the 
day dedicated to the Moon. 

Lunar influence develops petty conceits 
and idle dreams. Moonstone, which has 
all the qualities of the Moon except her 
changeability, imparts to its wearers a 
sense of reality through which conceits and 
fancies are banished. 


Sard 


Sard, named because of its extensive use 
in ancient Sardis, capital of Lydia, is trans- 
lucent reddish brown. It was most com- 
monly used for engraving and its planetary 
influence is one of stability. 

Sard set in silver neutralizes the malign 
domination of the spirits of the dark of 
the moon upon the people of Cancer, who 


‘ 


are apt to be swayed by lunar tendencies. 

These people frequently, spend too much 
of their nervous force and energy in idle 
chatter but if they possess and wear sard 
it is said to give them the ability to speak 
thoughtfully and well, thereby conserving 
their nervous energy. 


Selenite 


Selenite is named for Selene, goddess of 
the Moon. The lustre of selenite bears a 
striking resemblance to the splendor of 
golden moonlight, and like the Moon, it 
illuminates the night not by any transmis- 
sion of light, but by the collection of light 
into itself. The ancients believed that 
selenite contracted and expanded according 
to the growth or decline of the Moon. 

Selenite should be worn only in necklaces 
or bracelets to transmit its characteristic 
power of clairvoyance to its wearers. This 
property is essential for the natives of 
Cancer, who are strongly inclined to intro- 
spection and retrospection and need the 
power of prognostication radiating from 
selenite. 

People born in Cancer fluctuate just as 
the Moon moves eccentrically in its orbit. 
The line of the Apsides is not fixed, but 
makes a complete revolution in the heavens 
in the order of the signs of the Zodiac in 
about nine years. Therefore the people ~ 
born under lunar influence have recurrent 
characteristics in nine year periods. 

These people are characterized by love 
of home, sympathetic intellectuality, re- 
finement, ability to conserve, and the 
power of retrospection and introspection. 
Their restless variability stimulates their 
jealousy. 

In order to overcome the natural ten- 
dencies due to the influence of the Moon 
in her darker phases, and to .supplement 
the qualities induced by the light of the 
Moon, the following jewels are recom- 
mended:

A Consideration of the Quintile, and the Sorting Out of Experience in a 
Development of Definite Individuality 


THE SCIENCE OF THE AGES XVIII 


. Si Ariadne’s thread through the 
whole complicated pattern of the astrolog- 
ical aspects is best found in the continual 
comparison of like developments in life it- 
self, in the mechanism of aspect relation- 
ships among the actual planets, and in the 
recognition of the inevitable patterns which 
link them in the symbolical logic which con- 
stitutes the science of astrology. The whole 
idea of astrological aspects is lost if there is 
no distinction in kind among the various 
ones to be recognized and used. If the 
square of trine are no more than a sort 
of expanded conjunction—that is, with a 
meaning based on simple position of the 
planets in the circle of longitude, or in 
what constitutes the conjunction as the 
basic point in relationship—astrology is 
no more than the simple correlation to 
human lives ef the strains and stresses in 
a purely superficial physics. Denying the 
validity of this are the characteristics of 
life itself. The distinction among things 
is not only on the basis of their position 
in space and their incidence in time, but 
more importantly in terms of what they 
can be taken to be in a progressively 
ramifying complex of reality. 

Two men are caught in a storm. One 
of them, unprepared, has his clothes ruined 
and his plans disrupted, whereas the other, 
perhaps an author or a writer, is exhil- 
erated and thus helped in some creative 
phase of self-expression. The snowstorm 
and bitter cold,.with its serious threat in 
the home of some poor family, may yet 
provide work for its sole breadwinner for 
the first time in long weeks. In other 
words, experience is not only direct, in

terms of what it is and what it means 
immediately, but it is also a whole lot of 
other things as the relationships are traced 
into deeper ramifications. First of all 
there are the fundamental three phases 
of personal “set” in any individuality. 
This is indicated by the initial personal 
aspects. Then man becomes aware of 
this factor of “kind” in his experience. 
He begins to take a conscious part in his 
own existence, beginning with an enjoy- ~ 
ment of the momentums and a realization 
of fulfillment in the basic drifts of his be- 
ing, or the “kind of experience” represented 
in astrology by the square aspect. 

For all practical and ordinary purposes 
the course of any life is pretty well shown 
by the patterns formed, both in the natal 
chart and in the various systems of direc- 
tions, progressions and transits, by the con- 
junction and opposition on the personal 
side, and the square and trine on the 
impersonal side. To state it in another 
way the basic pattern of any individual’s 
existence is shown in his horoscope by the 
conjunction and opposition relationships, 
and the basic pattern of his experience by 
the trine and square relationships. 


The Nature of Individuality 


Every person is engaged continually, 
through the whole course of his active life, 
in making and remaking choices, both con- 
sciously and subconsciously, on every hand 
and in every situation. In time he neces- 
sarily organizes these discriminatory activi- 
ties, and as they become set in his mode 
of existence, he is enabled to ramify into 
greater areas of experience in terms either 
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of greater advantage to himself or greater 
freedom in his more vital choices. He 
progressively develops a real or marked in- 
dividuality, and this is indicated in astrol- 
ogy by the quintile aspect. 

In life, the manifestation of this indi- 
viduality is talent on the highest level, and 
skill on the lower or less spectacular levels 
of self-expression. Both terms identify the 
same thing, which is measured and judged 
in the same way, both in life and in astrol- 
ogy. Talent is merely the outstanding 
example of skill, and an idealization of its 
significance. 

Higher organic life actually exists to the 
degree that it can make its necessary lower 
functions more or less automatic. Man 
achieves his “human” estate because he 
does not have to give conscious attention 
to his breathing, to the pumping of his 
blood by his heart, or to the general meta- 
bolic processes of his body. This is on 
the physical level. Socially the same prin- 
ciple operates. Habits are for the purpose 
of freeing consciousness to higher choices. 
An individual of affairs is able'to dismiss 
most of the routine responsibility of his 
life to subordinates, thereupon give atten- 
tion to whatever things may become major 
issues in his life. 


Life as a Complex of Skills 


Men, in order to exist in a modern so- 
ciety, must work. Indeed, even the para- 
site is “worked for.” The basis of any 
opportunity to work lies in the particular 
“skills” the would-be worker offers an em- 
ployer, or his general social milieu. On 
the lowest scale the “unskilled worker” is 
simply an individual who has not differ- 
entiated any “particular skills.” Through 
all the middle brackets of society, man 
uses various combinations of these skills. 
He may be a carpenter, a draftsman, an 
accountant or a doctor. In the highest 
class, however, the individual becomes 
unique, and then is said to possess “talent.” 
The forward move in dimensional evolu- 
tion from the square to the quintile is in 
a distinctiveness which lifts a man from 
skills into which he has more or less gravi- 
tated, and which, in his: experience, have 
no high significance, to the definite or par- 
ticular skills which may thus be identified 
‘as “talent.” 





Success or achievement in life is the 
manifestation of some talent as here de- 
fined. The great service of astrology in 
its actual practice is its indication of the 
necessary conditions under which any in- 
dividual may demonstrate his talent and 
capitalize upon its possession in some form 
of accomplishment. 


The Nature of the Quintile 


Astrologically the quintile aspect, like 
the parallel, is seriously neglected because 
it is not easily obvious. It is the relation- 
ship among planets when they are placed 
approximately at the points emphasized on 
the circle of the zodiac by the inscription 
in that circle of a regular pentagon or five- 
sided polygon. This is on the analogy of 
the triangle and the square, and the quin- 
tile follows them in natural sequence. The 
individuality emphasized at this stage of 
astrological unfoldment is symbolized in 
the fact that in the pentagon, differing 
from the square, lines drawn across the 
circle from the points of contact do not 
pass through the center of the circle. 

Here is a characteristic of all the aspects 
of special individual distinction, beginning 
with the quintile and continuing with the 
septile and all the similarly “odd” aspects 
or numbers. This phenomenon also char- 
acterizes the trine, and from one point of 
view the conjunction and parallel. How- 
ever, in the case of the trine, no points of 
geometrical potentiality are left unempha- 
sized, as occurs in- the aspects beginning 
with the square and carrying through the 
quintile and the others. In the case of 
the conjunction and parallel the emphasis 
is entirely centered at a single point, or is 
personalized in- longitude or declination. 

The fifth part of a circle is seventy-two 
degrees, and the most simple method for 
identifying quickly the quintiles in the 
natal chart is to look to each possible sex- 
tile in turn, going counterclockwise around 
the circle in the order of the signs, and 
locating a point twelve degrees further on. 
This procedure, with slight necessary mod- 
ifications, serves equally well in calculating 
a quintile in progressions, directions or 
transits. 

The “five” in number symbolism indi- 
cates great independence or self-will, and 
the characteristic of the quintile is not 
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only the highly developed skill and talent 
which is the basis of success and achieve- 
ment, but also the heavily marked self- 
determination which lies behind any devel- 
oping capacities of this sort. Thus indi- 
viduality, if it is to be understood at all, 
must be approached in terms of both a 
plus, or talent, and a minus; or rebellious- 
ness. 


The Interpretation of Aspects 


Where the quintile aspect in a chart is 
strong the indication for life is an em- 
phasis of the plus, or talent, but where the 
emphasis is weak, the indication is on the 
side of the minus, or blind assertiveness. 
In all cases the general rule of energies will 
hold. 

Thus the foundation for the entire 
achievement of any organism is its basic 
self-expenditure. The clue to the nature 
and extent of this is found in the conjunc- 
tion, astrologically, and in the general viril- 
ity of the native, psychologically. The 
higher or broader the manifestation of 
individuality proves to be, the more defi- 
nite must be the utilization of energy in 
and through the selfhood. But there is 
no implication or necessity in this. The 
energy expenditure may be purely subjec- 
tive, and it may be as definitely resistance 
as act. Hence what Balzac dramatizes as 
the “viciousness of old ladies” is simply 
the revelation of an energy-expenditure in 
psychological realms by those who were 
shut out from a more overt or socially 
constructive expression. Sick people are 
instinctively exacting in this fashion. 
Nothing in life is more striking than the 
almost martyr-like inflexibility with which 
weak characters will frequently precipitate 
the continuous repetitions of very painful 
experiences. The doggedness with which 
a drunkard holds to his course is a simple 
example of a fundamental energy-expendi- 
ture on the minus side. Inferior or weak 
aspect relationships do not therefore indi- 
cate so much a lack of strength in char- 
acter as a lack of discrimination, or dimen- 
sional expansiveness in choice, 

The condition of a continuous expendi- 
ture of energy is first of all personal con- 
sciousness or basic discrimination. This 
means that man, in order to exist, must 
continuously and _ increasingly make 
choices. This he does passively if not 


actively, and the pattern of this “doing” 
is shown by the oppositional relationships 
in the chart, and by the three personal 
aspects collectively. Man in. his own par- 
ticular nature is an organism of desires and 
wants. His personality has a social direc- 
tion, and this sets up the relationships 
which in astrology are charted by the 
aspects created by the inscription of the 
regular polygons in order in the circle. 
Of these, the trine gives the general drift 
of the life. The square shows the prac- 
tical use made of the experience described 
in its non-discriminatory aspect, by the 
trine. 


The Basis of Distinctiveness 


Man starts out in experience as a mere 
self-seeking animal. In such a stage of 
his existence he is without distinction. His 
energies have passed through the mod- 
ifications necessary to his simple self-per- 
petuation, and he is a drifter or insensitive 
opportunist. He lives, on the social or 
communal side, under the genius of his 
trines. With the squares in astrology, and 
the corresponding development in life it- 
self, man’ takes on his first dignity. That 
is, he becomes a creature of need and 
necessity. This is where the race stands 
in general, and where ordinary individual- 
ity has the essence of its being. 

However, with the squares alone, life 
might well be no more than a Nazi or 
Communist dream. The ultimate and 
human realization remains no more than 
simple well-being in the form of a perpet- 
vation of things more or less as they are. 
There may be every glorification of life in 
its functions, as with a universal education 
to bring children into happy conformity 
with the status quo, and with an efficient 
super-organization of society that would 
put a plentitude of bath-tubs and electric 
refrigerators in every home, but conscious 
existence would still remain frozen at the 
level of the square. 

Experience must move over and above 
need and necessity. The quintile in astrol- 
ogy, and the corresponding unfolding 
dimension of experience, adds a new idea 
of privilege and perfection to the founda- 
tion in this need and necessity. Here 
again is the same underlying principle of 
astrology—that a new element must be 
more than a mere quantitative expansion 
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of old. It cannot be just “more of the 
same.” When human “skills” become 
“talent,” the real individuality of man rises 
above need and necessity as such. The 
outstanding individual is motivated by a 
new dimension of his basic energy. 

The discovery of this is very often 
through the minus side of sheer self-will. 
The artist has his origin, more often than 
not, in the rebel or anarchist. The per- 
sonal lives of many great men of genius 
are far from nice reading. Richard Wag- 
ner could be termed the “perfect mon- 
ster” were it not for his tremendous con- 
tribution to music. Sometimes “art” seems 
little more than a license to play at ducks 
and drakes with the whole of human stand- 
ards. 

The point is not that irresponsibility of 
this sort is a proper concomitant to talent, 
but that man first reaches out beyond the 
limitation of need and necessity in terms 
of privilege, even on the lowest of levels. 
The beast in man is more often the 
prophecy of his divinity than his carefully 
nurtured conformity to some pretty pat- 
tern. This almost became axiomatic in the 
idea that the greatest sinners make the 
greatest saints, and it became one of the 
subversive philosophies in early Christian- 
ity when men proceeded realistically to 
bestialize themselves as a proper founda- 
tion for their conversion experience and 
an initiation into real spirituality. 


The Problem of Self-Perfection 


Privilege on a low plane is merely the 
normal human mode for breaking, however 


temporarily and- ineffectively it may be, . 


the binding limitation of the need and 
necessity of which man has conscious 
awareness. The same direction of the 
energies of self on the higher level of 
talent is a sense of privilege no less an- 
archistic but more useful socially and sat- 
isfying spiritually. The artist articulates 
the genius of the race, and so instruments 
human aspiration. The criminal moves in 
the same direction, but dramatizes a blind 
rebellion and merely instruments a sense 
of deficiencies in existing society. The 
quintile aspect unfolds the pattern of these 
forces of privilege and indicates how they 
may be directed towards perfection. 

All reality centers in the sense of self, 
and the broader social usefulness of the 












artist is only due to the fact that he 
assimilates society and its aspirations in 
his own person. As he is perfect in the 
form of his art he is in essence perfecting 
himself. Nothing in life or in astrology 
ever can go very far or give very accurate 
prediction of anything if it fails to remem- 
ber this basic doctrine of centers. Per- 
fection ultimately is the sure consumma- 
tion of some center of self in some social 
constant of privilege. The idea is simple 
enough to be a familiar part of everyday 
religion. “Be ye perfect even as your 
Father in heaven is perfect,” says the Holy 
Writ, and the meaning obviously is not 
that man shall try to be God in any 
literal sense, but that he shall develop a 
way of living in which the world of his 
experience is in as complete a response 
to his effort as the created universe is 
complete in its response to any possible 
divine origin. On the side of God, the 
universe is ultimately orderly in every par- 
ticular, and on the side of man the world 
of his own experience must be sufficiently 
complete in its manifestation of order, its 
response to him, so that he feels a definite 
power in his own act and hence knows 
himself to be a person of privilege in a 
constrictive sense. 

On the brute or socially anarchistic level, 
man takes his privilege inadequately, and 
then pays the social price, as in the case 
of the murderer who ravishes his love and 
then submits to the electric chair, feeling 
within himself that “it has been worth it.” 
Under better conditions man gains his 
privilege by serving his fellows, and shar- 
ing in the evolution of the entire race. 


The Operation of the Line 


The quintile corresponds to the line, ex- 
actly as the trine corresponds to the point 
and the square to the circle. This means 
that the line has appeared for the second 
time, and that the quintile in many re- 


_spects is like the opposttion in its indica- 


tion of a personal sensitiveness. While 
the opposition indicates awareness, or the 
basic sensitiveness of the organism on its 
personal side, the quintile indicates the 
corresponding impersonal awareness of the 
potentialities of life, as this has its normal 
expression in skills and talents. Here 
awareness is in the realm of experience, 
and is well described by the idea of privi-

lege on the dynamic side and perfection 
on the static. The quintile is a plus-sen- 
sitiveness which in effect links the inner 
and outer realms of life. 

The numerical correspondence is to the 
five, and the traditional association of five 
with the animal sensitiveness is found in 
the classical “five senses,” or seeing, hear- 
ing, smelling, tasting and touching. While 
it is a modern fashion in biological science 
and psychology to list more than five 
fundamental senses, experience holds to 
the five pattern, and the quintile indicates 
the sensational ordering of the self irre- 
spective of whatever scientific classification 
may be convenient. All the basic skills of 
life are fundamentally grounded in the 
co-ordination of the eye and hand, ear and 
eye, and so on. Man gains his knowledge 
of his world of experience through his 
sense organs and fundamentally knows the 
differences with which he must deal 
through this factor of sensation on both 
the lowest and highest of levels. Thus 
food is a necessity, but by sight, smell and 
taste he uses food, as well as every other 
“necessity,” for expressing privilege and 
perfection. 

The five may be seen as an expression 
of the “one” on a foundation of the 
“four,” or as the particularization of a 
special energy on the foundation of need 
and necessity. This is the problem of suc- 
cess, achievement or talent no matter how 
it may be described. The astrological de- 
termination of a place for any given in- 
dividual in life is the location of a channel 
for his supernumerary energy, his “expres- 
sion” over and above the basic need of his 
existence. This is-no less desperate a 
“need” than those “needs” more commonly 
recognized as such, and measured by the 
squares, 

The quintile aspect represents the next 
evolution in experience beyond the con- 
Structiveness; or the reaction to values, 
shown by the square. - This amounts to 
a deeper or more dimensionally ramified 
“construction” or “response. to values,” 
and it gives an indication of the special 
privileges taken for the worst or granted 
for the best in every individual’s life. On 
the higher level the quintile relationships 
give an indication of the possibilities of 


success and achievement through the de- 
velopment of some special “line” in the 
individual case. Most simply this sums up 
in the “skills’ by which everyone holds 
his place in life. With the beginning of 
achievement the indication is of definite 
“talent.” In view of this, the keyword for 
the quintile is ARTISTRY.

Child Training

of Child Training has been generalized up 
to now; but we will consider some of the 
ways and means of handling problems in 
regard to the young child. We remember 
that the desires and emotions of the child 
are in a formative stage and it is not until 
about 14 (Moon opposition to its own 
place) that the desires begin to express. 
The mind has not yet been formed and the 
child is not responsible for its actions until 
after 21. Therefore these early periods 
are crucial ones in the development of the 
child and the trust the parents are able 
to inspire in childhood will develop traits 
of truth, love and honesty which, in turn, 
become stable qualities of citizenship. In 
these early years it is not wise to overly- 
stress memorizing or thinking or to arouse 
feelings and emotions in a very young 
child. A child should never be hindered 
from learning of its own volition; but it 
should acquire thoughts, ideas and develop 
imagination of itself. 

Great care is necessary in encouraging 
the normal development of faculties. The 
utmost of tolerance must be practiced by 
the parent. During the years between 
14-21, the child is in the greatest need of 
sympathy and understanding. The cor- 
rect development of the child and the 
proper opportunities presented in correct 
order are the essential differences between 
the child that finds a normal place in life 
and the one who is left to learn through 
sad mistakes. By working in harmony 
with nature in the growth of the child, 
your children will develop and grow into 
the flower of manhood and womanhood 
with ease and with the quiet dignity of 
strength and character. 
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To help parents arrive at conclusions in 
harmony with the ideals herein expressed, 
it will be necessary eventually that every 
community establish an official bureau in 
charge of competent astrologers, where 
children’s charts may be calculated accord- 
ing to data furnished by parents and doc- 
tors. Likewise, these very same parents 
and doctors should be given every encour- 
agement to gain as thorough an under- 
standing of the science of astrology as pos- 
sible. Everyone cannot be expected to 
become qualified astrologers, but anyone 
can reach a sufficient understanding of 
this science to cooperate intelligently with 
advice given. By recognizing the factors 
discussed in relation to the reading of a 
chart, parents are much better able to 
know the workings of the complicated 
mechanism known as the child, and this 
knowledge of astrology, no matter how 
small, will enable the parents to formu- 
late a plan for the development of the 
child that will pay for itself many fold 
' through the years.

with old and preconceived notions. Strong 
hereditary influences often lie back of such 
inner clashes and, in the case of Canada, 
this may be traced to early French and 
English antipathies. Uranus in Cancer gen- 
erates considerable psychic power, which 
usually is turned in the direction of public 
interests and national causes and, in a nar- 
rower sense, is productive of literary and 
artistic gifts. 

Neptune in Aries points to a high na- 
tional idealism, humanized by the close 
sextile to Venus. The Sun-Uranus con- 
junction should act to break. down old 
dogmas and introduce new conceptions in 
government, religion and education. This 


will not come without a struggle, owing 
to the strong entrenchment of French- 
speaking Quebec, with its old-world tradi- 
tions and intense religious bias. Neverthe- 
less, the indications of such a consumma- 
tion are clearly visible in this chart. 

The influence of Venus in a chart never 
is so readily discernible as is that of the 
other planets. This is due to the fact that 
Venus has most to do with that part of 
the life which is purely personal and which 
is brought to light only when the personal 
affairs temporarily become of public in- 
terest or note. In Mother Canada’s chart 
we find Venus in the sign Gemini, a posi- 
tion tending to humanize the affections and 
give them expression in a mental rather 
than in an emotional way. A friendly at- 
titude toward relatives and neighbors also 
is implied by this position, a trend which 
has been well exemplified by the friendly 
relations long existing between Canada and 
her neighbor to the south. 

Pluto’s position in Taurus, opposed by 
Saturn in Scorpio, but otherwise well sup- 
ported, is indicative of vast national re- 
sources, subject to delay in development 
but promising huge eventual returns, Great 
strides forward have been made in 1936-40 
under the stimulus of the progressed Sun 
trine Pluto and sextile Saturn. But the 
Taurean transits since 1938, and more par- 
ticularly in 1940-41, point to such an in- 
crease in the national debt that great in- 
deed will be the need for development and 
expansion in order to carry the added 
burden. 


Union With U. S. 


If consideration be given to the hour 
(noon) for which this chart has been set 
up, much more could of course be deduced 
from it. But as the hour is purely tenta- 
tive, it seems unwise to attempt any read- 
ing based on such uncertain data. It would 
not be out of place, however, to conjecture 
that a closer tie than the bond of friend- 
ship now existing between Canada and the 
U. S. A. will eventually be formed. Mutual 
interests and dangers will draw the two 
peoples ever closer together, and with so 
many basic characteristics and fundamen- 
tal conceptions in common, a union or alli- 
ance of some sort seems inevitable.

PNEUMONIA 


7 electrical energies generated by the 
body may radiate waves of various lengths 
and frequencies which are suited to differ- 
ent purposes. The activities of the thought- 
cells in the unconscious mind ruled by each 
of the planets tend to give these energies 
their characteristic vibratory frequency. 
The more prominent a planet is in the 
chart of birth, the more it may be expected 
to give its vibratory quality to the electro- 
magnetic energies of the body. To the 
extent the Sun in the birth-chart is power- 
ful and harmonious, the tendency is to gen- 
erate those radiations which are positive 
and vital, accompanied by secretions of the 
endocrine glands which act quickly to repel 
any invasion of the system. 

A powerful and harmonious birth-chart 
Sun indicates mental groups within the un- 
conscious mind which influence the indi- 
vidual to have thoughts which are positive, 
steady, calm and courageous. Such thoughts 
and the endocrine activities they promote, 
generate the special type of electrical ener- 
gies within the body which gives vitality. 
And the endocrine secretions released in 
the blood stream neutralize toxins and con- 
duct chemical warfare on any organisms 
which find their way into the blood. 

But when the thought-cells relating to 
vitality are mapped by a discordant Sun, 
and the individual habitually harbors 
thoughts ruled by the negative planets, the 
electrical energies generated have their 
power diverted to producing frequencies 
which do not give vitality, but which lower 
the resistance to infectious diseases. 

This is well illustrated in Brotherhood 
of Light analysis of thé birth charts and 
progressed aspects of 100 persons who had 
Pneumonia. Out of the 100, the birth 
charts of 94 showed the Sun afflicted by 
Saturn, Neptune or the Moon. While 
many people who have the Sun afflicted by 





one of these three negative planets never 
have pneumonia, other things being equal, 
we may consider that such affliction shows 
some predisposition toward this disease. 

If the negative planets dominate the 
chart, the affliction to the Sun by one of 
these three planets may be slight, and yet 
the disease may be contracted, because the 
prominence of the negative planets indi- 
cates that of the total electrical energies 
generated .in the body, much energy is 
given frequencies that are unsuited to sup- 
porting vitality. And if the general ten- 
dency toward disease is pronounced, as 
shown by heavy afflictions, particularly to 
planets in the first and sixth houses, the 
predisposition to pneumonia is that much 
stronger. 

Yet such predispositions only manifest 
as the disease under certain conditions in 
the physical environment, and under the 
influence of certain progressed aspects. The 
progressed aspects indicate that certain 
groups of thought-cells within the uncon- 
scious mind gain much more than their nor- 
mal amount of activity. This increased 
activity has an effect upon the endocrine 
secretions, upon the frequency and volume 
of electrical energy generated, and upon 
the conditions attracted in the physical 
environment. ' 

In the 100 charts mentioned, in eac 
case, at the time the individual had pneu- 
monia, there was a progressed affliction to 
one or more of the five negative planets: 
Saturn, Neptune, Venus, Pluto or birth- 
chart Moon. There was also in each a 
progressed aspect—often not an affliction— 
to Mars, and one to either Mercury or a 
planet in Gemini. 

When the mental factors mapped in the 
unconscious mind by Mars are given more 
than normal activity, even though the 
progressed aspect coincident with the activ- 
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ity is harmonious, conditions are attracted 
in which other organisms attempt to invade 
the body. The energies of Mars attract 
strife, whether given a discordant trend by 
the nature of the aspect or not. If the 
progressed aspect mapping the strife is dis- 
cordant, there is more difficulty in ousting 
the invading organism or overcoming the 
opponent. 

In the case of pneumonia, the progressed 
aspect to Mars may not be very strong. 
This disease may be due to any one of 32 
different strains of Pneumococcus, or it 
may be due to other organisms such as 
Tubercle bacillus, Streptococcus, Staphylo- 
coccus, or even to typhoid bacillus. The 
presence of the progressed aspect to Mars 
at thé time the disease develops seems 
merely to indicate contacts with organisms 
which try to invade the body; and the 
progressed aspect to a planet in Gemini, 
or to Mercury, the ruler of Gemini, seems 
to indicate thought-cell activity at the time 
affecting the respiratory tract, and making 
it more likely that any health difficulty 
will manifest there. 

The more fundamental condition is that 
the system at the time, through the activity 
of negative thought-cells within the uncon- 
scious mind, has diverted so much of the 
total electrical output to purposes that do 
not give vitality that the recuperative pow- 
ers are low, and the thoughts which are 
associated with this lowered vitality de- 
press the endocrine secretions which con- 
duct chemical warfare on invading or- 
ganisms. 

Attracted by the activity of the thought- 
cells mapped by the negative planet afflict- 
ed by progressed aspect, the weakening of 
the vitality may be due to overwork, to 
adverse temperatures, to over-eating or 
under-nourishment, or to fear, anxiety, 
worry, depression or other mental states 
which use up the electrical energies and 
place strains on the endocrine secretions. 
That’ negative mental attitudes thus pre- 
dispose toward pneumonia is indicated not 
merely in the 94 charts analyzed in which 
the ruler of vitality, the Sun, was afflicted 
by Saturn, Neptune or the Moon, but also 
by the other 6, in which negative planets 
were of outstanding prominence in the 
birth-chart. 









This being the case, the proper antidote 
to the predisposition is to replace all such 
negative mental states with those more pos- 
itive and vital.» If a habitual attitude is 
cultivated in which there is confidence that 
whatever conditions arise can be met suc- 
cessfully, and a cheerful courage main- 
tained, the thought energy thus added to 
the unconscious mind will tend to recondi- 
tion the negative thought-cells. And because 
they then have a new type of energy, they 
will no longer stimulate worry and anxiety, 
nor attract over-work or the other physical 
conditions which lower the vitality. 

When, however, through neglect of these 
precautions, the disease is present, and the , 
astrological factors involved show it to be 
due to lowered vitality and a negative elec- 
trical condition, it is plain that in addition 
to cheerful, positive and vital thinking, 
such physical means should be used to help 
build up vitality and a sufficiently positive 
electrical potential that the body can oust 
the invading forces and heal its tissues. 


Care of Patient 


The patient should immediately be 
placed in bed and kept warm, but never 
given the violent laxatives that were once 
thought necessary. Instead, an enema of 
water which is quite warm should be given 
to cleanse the bowels. Cold compresses on 
the head to reduce the fever are advisable. 

Hot baths at a temperature of 105 to 108 
degrees F for five minutes, to promote elim- 
ination, repeated every three or four hours, 
are considered good practice. The system 
must be permitted to eliminate the toxins. 

Once it was thought the patient must 
eat nourishing food to maintain strength; 
but now better practice holds that nothing 
should be eaten, and the only drink should 
be distilled water that is not too cold. 
Vitality already is low, and further chill- 
ing should be avoided; therefore a hot 
water bottle at the patient’s feet in the bed 
is advocated. 

For the same reason, while there should 
be good ventilation, the room should not be 
cold, but warm and comfortable. Visits 
from friends, or any form of worry or ex- 
citement, places extra strains upon the 
vitality. And drugs, or foods until recov- 
ery is under way, gives the system just 
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that much more work to do. 

These things are all factors of the physi- 
cal environment which are designed to 
make it easier for the body to oust the 
invading organism and build up the vital 
powers. But the mental environment is 
also tremendously significant; for every 
negative or depressive thought lowers the 
electrical and glandular resistance to the 
disease. 

The chart here illustrated is typical of a 
predisposition toward pneumonia; not be- 
cause the Sun is heavily afflicted by Saturn, 
Neptune or the Moon, but because Saturn 
is conjunction M. C., Sun is conjunction 
Pluto, Venus and Neptune are in the first 
house, and Neptune in the first is opposi- 
tion Uranus in the sixth. Thus, while the 
Moon is merely semi-square Sun, the nega- 
tive planets are very prominent. 


Example 


This is the chart of a girl who, on April 
20, 1919, became seriously ill with pneu-

monia. The progressed aspects to negative 
planets, to Mars and to Mercury, at that 
time were not heavy afflictions; but prog- 
ressed Sun opposition Uranus in the house 
of illness (sixth) was a powerful progressed 
aspect indicating difficulty with the health. 
Undoubtedly, through the high tension of 
the nervous system which develops under 


aspects to Uranus, this aspect brought a 
drain upon the electrical energies. 

Progressed Mars semi-sextile progressed 
Venus is a weak progressed aspect. But 
even so, it was powerful enough to bring 
this girl into contact with some invading 
organism. 

As the Mars aspect was weak, the in- 
vading organism probably was not very 
virulent. But as, in addition to the heavy 
progressed affliction to Uranus, progressed 
Venus was semi-square birth-chart Sun, 
and progressed Mercury was sesqui-square 
birth-chart Saturn and M. C., the negative 
thought-cells within the unconscious mind 
had been given so much activity that the 
endocrine glands had become depressed © 
and the vitality low. 

Under these conditions, the body was not 
vigorous enough to resist invasion by or- 
ganisms of little power. And it was not 
until after a severe struggle with them that 
they were ousted. The struggle marked a 
period of severe illness.

Planting Dates 


For the benefit of our new readers, we 
repeat that crops that produce their yield 
above the soil and grow from seed with a 
root formation, similar to beans, peas, let- 
tuce, corn, oats, sweetpeas and marigolds, 
should be planted when the Moon is new 
or in the first quarter. 

Crops that produce their yield in the 
soil are similar to and grow from a bulb 
formation, such as beet, carrot, potato, 
radish, gladiolus and tulip. These should 
be planted when the Moon is full or in 
last quarter. Plant in last quarter only if 
necessary, as it is not considered the best 
time for planting. 

The time given is “Eastern Standard 
Time.”

Bugs—Grape Leaf Hopper 


Now would be a very good time to in- 
spect your grape vines, as during early 
summertime the leaf hoppers are very ac- 
tive in damaging the grape leaves. Yes, 
your grape vine leaves must be protected 
from these hoppers. The adult leaf hopper 
is pale yellow, with numerous small reddish 
marks over the dorsum. The young are 
white or pale yellow, but wingless. All 
forms feed on the underside of the leaves, 
causing them to turn yellow and drop pre- 
maturely. This insect also spreads rot. ° 
Careful application of poison is necessary. 
Spray when most of the young hoppers 
are on the leaves in early summer. Use 
three-fourths teaspoonful of Nicotine Sul- 
phate to one gallon of water. However, 
follow directions on your bottle of ma- 
terial. 

Black Leaf 40, also Evergreen or Red 
Arrow, can be used to destroy the leaf 
hoppers. Pyrethrum is used by many 
growers with much success.

There are two main dangers associated 
with Saturn transiting the 11th house— 
those which derive from an insistence on 
pushing ahead in business or public life 
instead of consolidating the position 
already gained, and those which arise from 
relaxation of effort or dependence on “pull.” 
The deep-rooted need for material security 
which is so characteristic of Cancer natives 
should, to a great extent, protect them 
from the first type of trouble—they are 
more apt to err on the second count, par- 
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ticularly so because during Uranus’ transit 
of this house, they may have enjoyed 
periods of huge favoritism.

Uranus 
here ‘should lead you to enlarge your circle 
to include people of different cultures, or 
people with new and progressive ideas, who 
can stimulate your mind and awaken you 


to the possibilities of wider ambition; if 
Uranus has accomplished this purpose, 
Saturn’s entry into the house can solidify 
these relationships on a permanent basis, 
permitting you to enlarge your social circle 
with new friends while still retaining the 
favor of the old.- If, on the other hand, 
Uranus merely led you to be perverse with 
friends, Saturn here can crystallize your . 
position as a hermit by separating you 
from the few friends you may wish to 
keep. Your attitude determines the result 
—and if the result is negative, it will prob- 
ably reach a stage of crisis from January 
12th to March 8th or during early May

Personal Objectives 


The 11th house is the first of the per- 
sonal or private houses— departments 
where you are primarily concerned with 
questions that relate to YOU. You have 
spent the years since 1930 demonstrating 
your ability to other people—now you are 
about to enter a long period when self- 
satisfaction will become more important 
than public approval.

Saturn Aspecting Jupiter 


HE illustration of Saturn aspecting 
Jupiter given here is a new method of plot- 
ting planetry cycles. The first, of such 
illustrations was given in the June article. 
It showed the influence of an aspect be- 
tween Uranus and Neptune upon business 
activity. 

Saturn aspecting Uranus is shown with 
the chart of the stock market so as to 
bring out graphically the parallel relation- 
ship between the aspects of the planets and 
the movement of stock prices as shown by 
the 30 Industrial Stock Index.

Please study this chart carefully, because 
this is the most important piece of re- 
search work I have done. The principles 
illustrated here may be applied to the 
other larger cycle which is given at the 
end of this article. 4 

The chart of the 30 Industrial Stocks 
is a weekly graph from a large chart called 
the Six Market Averages, published by 
Securities Research Corporation of Boston. 
A photostatic reproduction is presented so 
as to assure the reader that there was no 
chance of modifying the well-known Dow 
Jones Index. The diagonal lines appearing 
on this chart are known as trend lines or 
trend zones, which we normally use as 
technical indications of the distance the 
market is likely to go. 

The top section of this illustration is 
made by plotting the distance between two 
planets. Line A shows the distance by de- 
grees between Saturn and Jupiter in dec- 
lination. Line B shows the difference in 
degrees between Saturn and Jupiter in lon- 
gitude. Please note that line A was six 
degrees from .an exact parallel during the 
first of February, 1940, and that it ap- 
proached closer and closer until an exact 
orb was reached in June. On the 10th 
day of May, Mercury reached a parallel of 
Saturn and Jupiter, which had the apparent 
effect of closing up the orb between the 
two larger planets and bringing their effects 
prematurely into operation. The theory is 
that the effect of an aspect between two 
planets becomes operative when they ap- 
proach each other close enough to form 
what is called an orb. The apparent orb 
between these two planets, as it effects the 
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market, appears to be between 40 and 90 
minutes of space. 

The chart shows that when Saturn and 
Jupiter were joined by Mercury in parallel 
aspect on the 10th of May, the stock mar- 
ket started to decline sharply and it stayed 
down until approximately the time when 
the two planets reached 0. Then the mar- 


ket rose as the pressure was lifted, when | 


the two separated. 

Line B shows the distance by degrees 
between Saturn and Jupiter in longitude. 
In May, 1940 these two planets reached a 
point at which time there was only six 
degrees between them. They continued to 
approach each other until they were in 
exact conjunction about the middle of Aug- 
ust, and again in October, 1940, and in 
February, 1941. 

Please remember that the aspects of the 
planets have to do mostly with direction 
and timing, while distance is modified by 
other factors. For instance, you will note 
that the Bond Index moved in the same di- 
rection about the same time but it did not 
move as far as the Stock Market Index. 
The factors of distance depend largely 
upon the nature of the index. 

You will find by referring to last month’s 
article that business activity was increas-

ing sharply after June, 1940, and the nor- 
mal tendency was for the market to rise. 
The reason for this increase in business ac- 
tivity was the cycle caused by Uranus and 
Neptune trine. 

While the market was trying to rise, the 
August conjunction between Saturn and 
Jupiter caused a temporary decline. This 
performance was repeated in October. Dur- 
ing September the Sun afflicted Saturn at 
a time which corresponded to that decline. 
Please note the rise in the first part of 
gery corresponded to the rise in line 

, and before line A declined far enough 
to be within an effective orb, the market 
declined simultaneously. Again in Janu- 
ary, the market had a rally following the 
rise of line A. That rally was short lived 
because line B was declining within orb. 
This line B continued to decline until it 
formed the last exact aspect on February 
15, 1941, on which day the Dow Jones In- 
dustrial Averages made the low close for 
the move. 

All data given in this illustration is en- 
tirely scientific and taken from the best 
authorities which are believed to be reliable 
sources. Although not guaranteed, a check 
of the information is easily accessible to 
anyone sufficiently interested. The plane- 
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tary positions were originally calculated 
by the U. S. Government Observatory, and 
the original stock market prices were re- 
corded by the New York Stock Exchange. 
I claim credit merely for this special 
method of presenting the information. I 
believe the results speak for themselves 
far more eloquently than anything I might 
say. The only tenable criticism which ap- 
pears to me is that the market responds 
too well to the PLANETARY CYCLE. 

(I would suggest to those who do not 


like to have the market respond to plane, 


tary -cycles that they ask for a congres- 
sional investigation. They should object 
to the little old planets pushing the big 
stock market around like that. To borrow 
an appropriate colloquial expression, 
“Somebody did not know enough to come 
in out of the rain.’’) 

Since this study is entirely educational 
and research material, the reader may ob- 
serve certain things for future reference.

S oon after the middle of July, or about

tive part of the aspect and helps define the 
approximate orb of influences.

Quickly 
after the aspect had passed, the market 
rapidly recovered. 

Obviously, all the planetary aspects and 
influences are not given on this one chart. 
For the sake of simplicity and study, it is 
necessary to isolate a set of phenomenon 
in order to discover particular reactions, 
This is in keeping with the best methods 
of scientific research. 

My forecast for July, 1941, is for a 
“mixed” market without much change as a 
whole. ‘This is usually referred to as a 
sideline market. There should be excep- 
tions, however, in case of individual groups. 

Preferred stocks should be favored be- 
cause of the uncertain world conditions 
and because of heavier taxes on common 
stocks.

s} The Parent-Child Relationship 


HE emotional security a child feels re- 
garding his place in the affections of the 
other members of the family is the primary 
factor necessary for a well-adjusted life. 
Any condition which disturbs the delicate 
balance of mother-father-child relationship 
leaves an inevitable mark of parental bias. 
Astrologically, these “marks” are clearly 
indicated by afflictions between Saturn and 
the lights, Neptune and Moon (most often 
conjunction) and to a lesser extent, Mars 
and the lights. It is practically impossible 
to forecast what “form” the bias will take; 
it may produce excessive love, lack of love 
or over-idealism for one parent, feelings of 
inferiority, bondage and so forth. But one 
can determine with absolute certainty that 
one parent has an abnormal influence on 
the life, and often in dealing with questions 
of adult life, these aspects can supply the 
key which will solve the problem, for the 
conclusions a child draws from his experi- 
ence as a unit in the family during his first 
seven years determine the general attitude 
with which he approaches all the problems 
of later life. 

The charts of the five children in the 
case presented here illustrate this point 
with exceptional clarity. When the mother 
submitted the birthdates for vocational 
analysis, the only information she gave 
about herself was that she had worked all 
her life as a dressmaker. On erecting the 
charts of the first three children, our inter- 
est was aroused by the fact that all had 
Libra ascending, Saturn square the Moon, 
and Saturn within 40” of the ascendant. 
An error of 10 minutes in the fourth chart 
would also bring Libra to the ascendant, 
and although the Saturn-Moon aspect is 


missing, Mars is conjunct the Moon. The 
fifth child’s chart fell out of the picture of 
family heredity, but here too Saturn is 
widely conjunct the Moon and Mars 
squares the Sun. (One would expect a 
strong family resemblance between the first 
three children.) We were convinced that 
the home life was disrupted, probably 
through loss of the father, but the possi- 
bility that this case might provide an ex- 
ample of the effect of a “working mother” 
on her children (a problem which touches 
many lives today) induced us to seek fur- 
ther information and the permission to 
use it. 

Our letter to the mother, stating our 
conclusion of the probability of a broken 
home, brought the following data: The 
mother’s birthdate, October 27, 1897 
(Sun, Moon, Mars, Uranus, in Scorpio, 
Venus and Mercury in Libra); the first 
four are children of a first marriage (to an 
Aries man, March 22, 1896) from whom 
the mother separated in October 1928— 
and later divorced; the fifth child is the 
daughter of the second husband (born 
Feb. 19, 1884) from whom the mother 
separated in 1936. The mother is a suc- 
cessful business woman and the children 
are all healthy,. therefore the emotional 
aspects describe neither economic pres- 
sure nor physical disability. 

The student should note that in this case, 
where all the children of a family carry 
the indices of parental bias, the deduction 
was a simple matter. In cases where only 
one chart is known, or only one chart shows 
one or more of these aspects, the home may 
be intact to all outward appearances, but 
the relationships are off balance some- 
where. Here too, the Mars conjunct Sun 
in the mother’s chart does not forecast a 
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great deal of happiness in associations with 
men. 

Mothers who work may gain an insight 
into the possibility that their careers may 
be putting their children to an emotional 
disadvantage by examination of the chil- 
dren’s charts from this angle. To our mind, 
the position of Saturn near the ascendant, 
added to the other aspects, gives some in- 
dication of the effect of the mother’s career 
on the children’s lives and characters, for 
Saturn rising usually denotes the necessity 
for developing self-reliance early in life. 
The elder daughter has Saturn nearest the 
ascendant, and in a case such as this, the 
burden of responsibility for small chores 
and so forth would naturally fall upon the 
girl in the family. Saturn is nearer the 
nadir in the chart of the fourth child, who 
would be under less necessity to develop 
early independence because of the help the 
older children could give him. The fact 
that the separation occurred only ten 
months after this child’s birth explains the 
difference in the “mark” or aspect—the 


family picture had changed, therefore this © 


child’s reaction would be different. Al- 
though all these children have a connecting 
link with the Aries father through the de- 
scendents, only the daughter shows any 
real similarity of character (Moon and 
Mars in the same signs as these planets in 
the father’s chart). This girl is the only 
one of the four who does not have Saturn 
expressing through the same sign as Venus 
—possibly the father had a greater affec- 
tion for her and consequently her emotional 
adjustments with relation to men should 
be less difficult. Note the difference indi- 
cated in the baby girl’s chart, where Mars, 
Neptune and Jupiter square the Sun— 
here there is a possibility of the develop- 
ment of an antagonism or mental quirk of 
some kind toward all men as the result of 
the conclusions drawn regarding the father. 

Unquestionably, in this case the mother 
has an unusually strong influence through 
affectional bonds, for the contacts between 
her chart and those of the children are 
humerous. She can usé this power to ad- 


vantage if she is careful not to over-awe 
them with her success or indulge them too 
much for their own good (in connection 









with the latter, note the Venus, Sun, Moon 
and Jupiter contacts). 

The eldest son should not be lacking in 
ambition but there is some question of a 
lack of daring—and how far he goes will 
depend on which one wins out. There is a 
deep need for personal security (Saturn 
conjunct Venus), which could very well 
lead him to stay in a lesser position if he 
felt safety lay there. This is doubly dan- 
gerous here, for with Jupiter conjunct the 
Sun in the 11th house, he may well be 
given opportunities to do that very thing. 
Saturn and Venus in this same house also 
denote a possible dependence on getting 
somewhere through pull rather than ag- 
gressive action. His real vocational prob- 
lem rests on his ability to recognize where: 
genuine opportunity lies (South Node in 
7th emphasizes this), and for this reason 
he must beware of jumping at chances too 
quickly (Mars square Mercury). and must 
weigh them in the light of ultimate—not 
present—potentials. Advertising is a good 
field—particularly layout work or lettering, 
also architecture (low cost housing) or fur- 
niture designing. The mother can probably 
aid this boy by expanding* his vision of 
possible personal achievements, but should 
not pamper him too much (her Jupiter on 
Venus, her Venus on North Node). She 
should help him by injecting some orig- 
inality into the direction his energies should 
follow. 

The daughter has Saturn rising, empha- 
sizing the security urge in her life—an urge 
which could lead her into an early mar- 
riage. However, since it’s quite possible 
that she may marry well from a material 
standpoint (Saturn sextile Sun, Jupiter and 
Venus in the 2nd house), this may prove 
the better part of wisdom. She should fol- 
low a profession which depends to a great 
extent on personal contacts, and since she ~ 
is a versatile person with a good deal of 
manual dexterity, this could lead to any one 
of many fields; she could teach art crafts 
(weaving and so forth) or home economics, 
or she could go into kindergarten work. 
The mother’s profession is an acceptable 
medium, but she would be better off on her 
own than in working for her mother.

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This temperature curve is for central United States, therefore you allow one day 


earlier to the west and one day later to the east. 


This temperature curve is not 


expected to give absolutely exact changes, but shows very nearly the warm and cold 


periods during the month. 


In this daily storm and rain table, it is 
to be understood that “stormy” means a 
disturbance, while “rain” usually means a 
natural or usual short period of rainfall. 
Unsettled would mean cloudy or possibly 
some rain. Clear or clearing is easily un- 
derstood as being a forecast of fair weather. 
“Part clear” is used to indicate that part 
of the region is clear while in other parts 
there is some clouds or rain. 

In verifying a forecast, it is rulable to 
allow part of the day before and after. The 
days insensibly merge into each other, 
therefore if the forecast comes within a few 
hours before or after the date it should be 
counted as verified. 

The small letters e, n, w and s, are used 
to indicate the compass quarters of the 
major quadrants in the head of the table. 
For example, on July 14th in the north- 
west part of the country there should be 
fair weather, yet se is given to show some 
unsettled weather in the southeastern parts 





of that quadrant. The major quadrants 
are shown by the map, but in-general they 
are: NW is North and South Dakota, Min- 
nesota, Nebraska, Iowa, north parts of 
Kansas and Missouri. 

SW is south parts of Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Texas, Arkansas and Louisiana. 

NE is the country east of the Mississippi 
river and north of the Ohio-Tennessee riv- 
ers, also east. 

SE is east of the Mississippi river and 
south of the Ohio and Tennessee river to 
Gulf of Mexico and east. 


Pacific Slope 


On all the Pacific slope, the dry season 
sets in around the first of July, and this 
year the rains will probably be light and 
very infrequent, though in northern parts, 
indications are for a few showers in the 
early part of the month. In general, tem- 
peratures are expected to be somewhat 
above normal much of the time, yet near 
the 8th, 16th, 24th and 31st rather cool 
for a short time. The warmest periods are 
near the 3rd, 13th, 20th and 28th. Con-. 
sidering the rather warm weather and some 
moisture from spring rains, this ought to 
be a favorable month for the fruit orchards 
and general field crops. 


Weather East of the Rockies 


All east of the Rocky Mountains, the 
rains of July are normally just past the 
peak for the year, and for all the country- 
west of the Mississippi river, there may be 
a rapid decline in volume and frequency 
soon after the first week. But to east, 
especially about great lakes regions, the 
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first part of the month is quite wet, hold- 
ing the normal for the month rather high. 
In the south and parts of the southwest 
also, a fair amount of rain is also indicated 
in the first part of July. The general in- 
dications are that there will be no serious 
lack of moisture anywhere in the country 
except in the northwest corn growing sec- 
tions, where the July rains will probably 
be scattering and too infrequent near the 
last of the month. Nearly everywhere this 
ought to be a rather cool July, at least as 
to the first half, then warm, though at 
times quite changeable to the end of the 
month. The probable temperature varia- 
tions are indicated by the temperature 
chart herewith, fitted to central parte of 
the United States.

This table of normal rainfall for 15 sta- 
tions east of the Rockies should give some 
idea as to about how much rain may be 
-expected in July, 1941, in the various sec- 


tions. The figures are inches and decimal 
fractions of an inch of the normal rainfall 
for July of any year, as taken from the 
records. The algebraic signs are to indi- 
cate the forecasted variations from normal 
this July of 1941. That is, + would mean 


more than normal rain is to be expected 
near the station for the month; = means 
no great departure from normal is fore- 
cast; while — is used to indicate an ex- 
pected deficiency. 

Considering the almost miraculous de- 
velopment of the government and private 
industries depending upon the water power 
facilities in these regions, it would seem to 
be well worth while for the construction 
companies to make some astrological in- 
quiries regarding future probabilities as 
to the permanence of the water supply. 
We know this supply is not constant, as is 
easily seen by a single glance at the rain- 
fall charts of record. 

On all the Atlantic slope there were great 
and absolutely excessive rains throughout 
the summer of 1739, and the following 
winter was so very cold that nearly all 
lakes and rivers were frozen nearly solid. 
But 1740 was too dry, and in 1742 it was 
so dry nearly all the smaller streams ceased 
to flow. There were then three years of 
fair rains, though in 1746 the drouth was 
exceedingly severe, crops being short or 
totally failing in all sections. Then a pe- 
riod of fifteen years of plenty of rain set 
in, yet in the year 1762 it was nearly as 
dry as in 1742. In 1784 and 1785 there 
were the greatest and most frequent rains 
ever experienced in these regions, nearly 
all lakes and rivers being continually at 
flood stage, while crops were very poor, 
owing to the excessive moisture in the soil. 
In 1862-63 and 1868-69 the rains were ex- 
cessive, but since 1878 there has been no 
extraordinary rainfall. This wide interim 
in the excessive rains, 1878 to 1941, is ex- 
pected to end in several years of astonish- 
ingly great rains near the year 1959, soon 
followed by a long drouth of the greatest 
severity ever yet recorded in American his- 
tory, though in prehistoric times we can 
show that several devastating drouths have 
occurred here.

General Indications 


M IDSUMMER seems to bring the forces 
of violence even closer to our own shores. 
There is a peak of planetary energy the 
first week of July, the full impact being 
especially noticeable in the Western 
Hemisphere. And just’ at this time there 
are indications that Uncle Sam may take 
on even more of the responsibility of man- 
aging world affairs. -

With the world divided by hate and 
violence, probably the most important new 
factor brought by the month of July is 
the beginning of a new Mars Cycle. Mars, 
planetary ruler of war, moves from South 
to North Declination on July 17th, at 
3:57 p.m. G. M. T. When a planet so 
changes Declination there is a definite 
change of polarity which marks itself in 
the finer substance which environs the 
world. The moment thus indicated is the 
birth of a new cycle of influence in so far 
as this particular planet and the. things it 
rules are concerned. 

Thus a chart erected for this Mars Cycle 
at any given locality indicates, by house 
positions and aspects, the future influence 
and development of mechanics, manufac- 
turing, militarism, and the expression of 
strife, violence and accidents. 

Here in the United States this Cycle in- 
fluence stimulates anew the danger of be- 
ing swayed by the activities of other na- 
tions. Mars is in the house of war, af- 
flicting our people (Ascendant) and our 
government (Mid-Heaven). We can look 
for an energetic campaigr on the part of 
other countries to create turmoil, discord 
and dissatisfaction within America. Rather 
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than a threat of open attack against 
America, or with America taking the initia- 
tive, this represents efforts to divide Amer- 
ican ideas, Cissipate her resources, build 
lack of confidence in her leaders, and in 
every manner possible hinder the vital pro- 
gram of defense. 

As there is an intensification of the 
energy at the birth of the Cycle, this effect 
will express quite fully during the last half 
of July. Then, looking ahead, we note 
that the next important release is about 
January Ist. However, the really danger- 
ous point in the future for the U. S., as 
shown by this chart, will be early in May 
and again late in September, 1942, when 
Mars sets off the heavy afflictions 
present. 

Running through the thread of events 
for July will be noticed the Uranus Cycle 
aspect of Uranus trine Venus on June 
30th. Such an influence reveals that women 
may take a prominent place in the news 
of the month. And we may be sure that 
radical activities, unexpected trends, and 
the exposure of graft and corruption shall 
be featured in the headlines. 

The Neptune Cycle has the sesqui-square 
to Pluto later in the month, giving a some- 
what chaotic trend to affairs. Here the ele- 
ment of deceit and confusion enters into 
the picture. Two relatively weak releases 
of energy occur in the Saturn Cycle; the 
semi-sextile to Mars on July 8th and the 
semi-sextile to the Moon on the 15th, 
stimulating manufacturing and defense 
construction. In the Saturn Cycle chart 
for Washington, Saturn is trine the Mid- 
Heaven on the 25th. This promises a bet- 
ter coordination of labor, greater efficiency 














in production, and it stresses again the 
trend of the United States to step out and 
take over world leadership. 


In the Jupiter Cycle there is one quite 
important release on July Sth, that of 
Jupiter square the Moon. Such an afflic- 
tion to the common people (Moon) from 
the planet of finance has a tendency to 
work out in two channels. It stimulates 
wild spending and extravagance, and it 
brings a marked increase in the cost of 
living. 

The Mars Cycle, which holds forth until 
the new one is born, has its last important 
peak of activity around July 3rd and 4th. 
At that time Mars makes the prominence 
aspect with Mars and Jupiter, moving on 
to the trine of Pluto. This is especially 
significant as the Ingress Chart has Sun 
opposing Moon on July 3rd, and the 
Lunation Chart shows Moon square Pluto 
on July 4th. So there are several indica- 
tions of severe violence just as the month 
begins, leading up to a climax of power 
with the new Mars Cycle on the 17th. 

Aspects in the sky are not so discordant 
at this time as during previous months. 
Mars comes to the trine of Pluto on the 
8th, tending to harness the energy of Mars 
into constructive channels. This is a period 
exceptionally favorable for the develop- 
ment of radio or the perfection of the wire- 
less transmission of energy. On the same 
day, Saturn makes the trine to Neptune. 
Thus the transiting influences manifest 
more along constructive lines, bringing a 
coordination of efforts. 

The New Moon Cycle for the first three 
weeks of July, however, will do little to 
soothe a troubled world. Here the Luna- 
tion forms a T-Square with Mars and Nep- 
tune, promising a renewal of antagonism 
and the release of very destructive elements 
in world affairs. 

In America the destructive element af- 
fects shipping and transportation, well rep- 
resenting the dangers to be encountered by 
our ships in foreign waters. We can be 
sure that our navy will feature prominent- 
ly in the news for this month. Pluto on 
the Mid-Heaven for Washington inclines 
the Administration to make drastic pro- 
nouncements, definitely committing the 
U. S. to a certain policy much to the con- 
cern of Congress. In fact, the secondary 
domestic news appears to be a legislative 
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squabble over policy, with the President 
forcing acquiesence over the protests of a 
divided Congress. 


European Activity 


In Europe, the picture still looks grim 
for England. Once more an invasion threat 
is stimulated. The British seem to be on 
the defensive this month, and their losses 
may be quite heavy. Italy has a powerful 
indication for peace and perhaps some pact 
may be formed tending to draw her out of 
the actual conflict. Germany will be forced 
to take drastic action, no doubt against her 
will in the case of Yugoslavia. Is Turkey 
to be the offender this time? It is, indeed, 
quite possible. 

But the big news for July, as shown by 
the New Moon Cycle chart, may come 
from the Land of the Rising Sun. The 
Lunation falls directly on the Ascendant, 
indicating some definite important move. 
This is the logical time for Japan to make 
her bid for a greater empire. The posi- 
tion of afflicted Mars in the Tenth House, 
however, shows that she may have flirted 
with the God of War once too often. 


United States 


The most significant influence, and one 
borne out by several of the charts for July, 
is that the United States may now under- 
take a far greater responsibility in guiding 
world events. The Saturn Cycle for Wash- 
ington has this planet of responsibility 
moving down through the department rul- 
ing the people, in trine to the place of 
Government on July 25th. The Jupiter 
Cycle affords a similar aspect on July 14th. 
In the Ingress Chart we have the Sun 
conjunction the Mid-Heaven on July 7th, 
moving forward to the prominence aspect 
with Pluto on the 25th. And the New 
Moon Cycle has the planet of dictator- 
ship (Pluto) sitting squarely upon the 
Mid-Heaven. 

From this cumulation of energy it is 
logical to conclude that the United States 
‘Government may lay down definite rules, 
or may make definite-demands affecting 
other nations. There can be little doubt 
but that the U. S. will be able to exert 
gteat pressure in molding world affairs dur- 
ing July. In fact, we are almost certain 


to make definite commitments ‘which tend 
to change the course of action planned by 
other countries. 

Members of Congress show unusual ex- 
citement at this time. The various factors 
under discussion seem to afford opportunity 
for a wide difference of opinion, each side 
being enthusiastically supported by various 
sections of the press. The Neptune Cycle 
has Neptune in the house of Congress, just 
now sesqui-square Pluto in the house of 
war. This indicates a very confused con- 
cept of war conditions. The element of 
illusion may play quite a role in the steps 
advocated. Under this stimulation there 
also is shown the development of some ob- 
stacle to our assistance of warring nations. 

America still can remain out of actual 
warfare. We face a perilous future, but 
the skillful guidance of our leaders still 
can avoid such drastic measures. But we 
enter a period this month during which 
there is constant danger of involvement. 
The new Mars Cycle for Washington, gov- 
erning war and violence from now until 
June, 1943, is not a peaceful indication. 
Mars is in the house of war (7th), directly 
opposing the Ascendant, and forming a 
very malific T-Square with Mercury and 
the Mid-Heaven. In this chart there is 
every indication of open violence—of an 
attempt by force to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment. Fortunately the other influences, 
such as our country’s Birth-chart, are not 
so drastic. But during this period, from 


now until the summer of 1943, we have 
a sword hanging over our heads. 

The New Moon Cycle influencing the 
first three weeks of July centers attention 
upon travel and shipping. The Lunation, 
Mercury, Venus and Pluto all fall in the 
Ninth House, the Lunation afflicting both 
Neptune and Mars. No doubt the method

of aid to Britain, whether to use convoys 
or not, and similar problems may make up 
much of the news. 

Decisions by the courts also are ruled 
by the Ninth compartment. Labor dis- 
putes settled now may not have the ad- 
vantages for labor that previous months 
have shown. There is indicated a strong 
inclination to crack down on discordant 
factors in the interest of unified prepared- 
aa 

Pluto on the Mid-Heaven signifies a 
new plan of action coming from the Ad- 
ministration. Here some new measure or 
activity, intended to help the people, is 
ordered by the President. And, as is so 
typical of Pluto, there is a tendency to 
split the country into two opposing fac- 
tions; some backing the Administration 
fervently, others equally violent in their 
opposing views. 

The tax question comes under discus- 
sion at this time also, with Uranus and 
Jupiter in the Eighth. The planet of new 
and unusual methods coupled with the 
planet of finance presage new forms of 
taxes or new experiments to raise money. 
As during the period this New Moon Cycle 
is in effect the Jupiter Cycle has Jupiter 
square the Moon, there may be a sig- 
nificant change in the planned cost of our 
national efforts. Tax and budget experts 
very likely will present a new cost sheet, 
with the price adjusted upward. 

The New Moon Cycle of July 24th is 
more harmonious in some respects. The 
Lunation is in close conjunction with Pluto 
in the Second, indicating the importance 
of financial measures, and signifying a 
more direct control over such matters by 
the Government. The Lunation and Pluto 
in trine to Mars is very good for manufac- 
turing and construction in general. Pro- 
duction should move along very well dur- 
ing the next month. 

‘Mercury rising, in square to Mars, 
promises many controversies and argu- 
ments. But the influence of foreign affairs 
is not so pronounced, and we should be 
able to cope with what little internal dis- 
sension does appear. Neptune in the 
Fourth, afflicting the Ascendant, shows a 
powerful drive by the party out of power 
to discredit the present Administration. 
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However, Mercury forms the luck aspect 
with the Mid-Heaven. And the following 
month does not show the world-changing 
events that may arise in July. 


Canada 


The grouping of planets in the Ninth 
House of the New Moon Cycle for July 
indicates that Canada may be exerting 
herself to maintain her end of the Battle 
of the Atlantic. Here is shown emphasis 
placed upon ships and travel, with no little 
loss incurred. Saturn in the Seventh well 
represents the heavy _ responsibilities 
caused by foreign affairs. 

Pluto on the Mid-Heaven promises 
more complete governmental control of 
business and industry. The Ingress Chart 
for Canada also has a Tenth House Pluto, 
so under this New Moon influence we can 
expect forced cooperation—or we might 
say a war-time dictatorship. The New 
Moon Cycle of July 24th gives a hint of 
internal strife. Interest is centered on 
finances, with new expenditures stressed. 


Europe 


The tides of planetary energy bring 
little respite to a. troubled Europe this 
month. The intensity of discord is not 
present as shown last April, but there is 
sufficient stimulation to carry on the 
activities started earlier in the spring. 
Especially prominent as affecting war con- 
ditions are the, Mars aspects the first week 
of July. Some new trend or development 
can be expected then. 


Great Britain 


Great Britain again faces an invasion 
threat, as the New Moon Cycle has its 
T-Square in the house of travel and lead- 
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ing into the house of war. The Ascendant 
also receives the square of Mars and Nep- 
tune, stressing the difficulties brought by 
open enemies of the people. 

There is not much that can be said for 
the month of July that is beneficial, as the 
action appears to be entirely dependent 
upon others. That is, Great Britain ap- 
parently does not have the power to mold 
events, but must try to weather the storm 
as best she can. A new high may be 
reached in the destruction of shipping, and 
it appears likely that the army will sus- 
tain many casualties. 

Following the New Moon of July 24th, 
England should take the initiative. Some 
drastic change in governmental policy is 
probable, no doubt coinciding with an im- 
portant shift in personnel. Following this, 
a new plan of direct action is indicated— 
and it is to be feared that this new plan is 
ill advised, as Mars in the Eighth exactly 
square the ruler of the Ascendent promises 
a grim harvest. 


Italy 


Italy has but little change shown during 


the first three weeks of July. The finan- 
cial structure of the country may require 
bolstering up in some manner, and heavy 
expenses and higher taxes are indicated. 
After the 24th there is indicated a power- 
ful sentiment towards peace. It should 
not surprise us if an agreement were signed 
at this time, halting hostilities in at least 
some sections. With Jupiter on the Mid- 
Heaven, Mussolini stands a better chance 
to come to advantageous terms than pre- 
viously, 


Germany 


The New Moon Cycle of June 24th is 
a most significant one for Germany. The 
Lunation is in the Seventh, almost exactly 
opposing the Ascendant, while Mars in the 
Second and Neptyne in the Eighth com- 
plete the Grand-Square. In addition to 
her own campaign, Germany may be 
gtavely concerned over the movements of 
still other nations. Thé set-up is peculiar 
as there is more than a hint of a possible 
split between Germany and Japan, with 











Japan taking action contrary to the desire 
of Germany. The last week of July issues 
in a somewhat more harmonious period, 
favoring the cooperation of neighbors. 


Russia 


Russia starts the month under quite 
conflicting indications. A certain amount 
of confusion is assured within the nation. 
The people come under the stimulating 
energy of Mars in the First House of the 
New Moon Cycle, coinciding with the ris- 
ing Mars of the Ingress Chart. And dur- 
ing July this Ingress Mars receives the op- 
position from the Sun. Difficulties which 
arise, both domestic and foreign, should 
give way to the power of the Mid-Heaven 
forming part of a Grand-Trine. The Gov- 
ernment is especially favored the first 
three weeks of the month. 


Far East 


Much of the news for this month may 
arise from the far Eastern countries. The 
Ingress Chart for China this year promises 
momentous events. Just now the power of 
the Sun opposing Mid-Heaven and Mars 
weighs against the Chinese people, tending 
to disrupt their plans and damage their 
national credit. The New Moon Cycle of 
June 25th has Saturn and Uranus astride 
the Ascendant, assuring significant action 
by the people. They will stand back of 
their leader during this period of change, 
their experiences but intensifying the 
desire for national unity. The last week 
of July brings a less harmonious influence 
to bear, with emphasis placed upon the 
house of death. 

The New Moon Cycle chart of June 
25th for Tokyo has the Lunation on the 
Ascendant, forming a T-Square with Mars 
in the Tenth and Neptune in the Fourth. 
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mands by the government. It shows that 
the ideal of an expanding empire, so well 
indicated by the progressed aspects in the 
chart for the Japanese Constitution, re- 
ceives new impetus. The military clique 
will ride rough-shod over the wishes of the 
common people, creating ,dissatisfaction 
and unrest among the masses. 

After the Lunation of July 24th the 
chief emphasis is upon war and foreign 
relations, as four planets fall in the Sev- 
enth House of this New Moon Cycle. Mer- 
cury, chief ruler of the Seventh, is exactly 
square Mars in the Third and afflicts the 
Mid-Heaven. Japan’s reputation as a mil- 
itary power stands to suffer heavily under 
this influence. Pressure will be applied by 
other countries, under the conjunction of 
the Lunation with Pluto in the Seventh. 
But Japan, due to internal discord or other 
reasons, appears to back down at the last 
minute.

The second son’s chart holds the great- 
est creative promise, which could best be 
worked out in music or writing. Medicine 
is also a possible field for him, particularly 
pediatrics or psychiatry (Moon in 10th, 
Uranus in 6th in Pisces and Mars in 12th), 
if he has enough ambition to go through 
the long years of preparation. It is true 
that this child is a dreamer and an idealist 
who can be hurt because his is an overly 
trusting nature. There might be some 
friction between him and his older sister; 
her Saturn exactly on his Sun and near 
his Mercury might tend to make her as- 
sume a critical attitude toward him. The 
mother says she doesn’t understand this 
boy, yet the emotional bonds between their 
charts are exceptionally strong, and his 
Saturn near her Sun suggests that she wor- 
ries unduly about him. 

The relationship between the first three 
children differs from their collective rela- 
tionship to the third son. Nevertheless he 
should be able to hold his own—note that 
he has the same contacts with the older

girl’s chart which she has with that of the 
October 11th boy, for his Saturn is on the 
sister’s Sun and Mercury. There is little 
necessity to worry over this boy’s vocation. 
Orchestral music could provide a successful 
career (Mercury, ruler Asc. and 10th in 
5th); in any case, the Capricorn Sun and 
Moon, with the Sun supported by Jupiter’s 
sextile from the 7th house cusp is almost 
an assurance that he will land on his feet, 
come what may. 

The second, third and fourth children all 
have Neptune in the 11th house, denoting 
the vagueness of their ambitions and the 
weight social or family pressure may have 
on the choice of profession, but while the 
older girl and the Libra boy have Neptune 
square Venus, the Capricorn son’s Neptune 
is trined by Saturn and Venus, therefore 
when the time comes, he will be more defi- 
nite and less affected by outside considera- 
tions than the two older children. 

There is evidence of a deep bond between 
the oldest son and his young half-sister. 
She is much too young for successful vo- 
cational guidance, although she shows evi- 
dence of creative ability which could lead 
to art in one of its practical forms—as a 
teacher (Moon and Saturn in Aquarius in 
the 10th) if not in practise (Neptune, Jup- 
iter and Mars in 5th). A leaning toward 
medicine or nursing is also a possibility.

Saturn Exalted in Libra 


On Page 64, Lesson X (October, 1940 
issue AMERICAN ASTROLOGY), we spoke 
of Diirer’s picture of Melancholia as being 
an interpretation of Saturn exalted in 
Libra. Study the details of this etching and 
you will see very clearly what Diirer meant 
to portray. Under the scales of Libra sits 
a very pensive little Cupid (son of Venus). 
At his feet sleeps the sacrificial lamb Aries. 
Close to this is the globe (or ball or apple) 
of Venus, symbolizing the Earth. 

The spirit of Melancholia, winged, and 
crowned with the myrtle leaves of Venus, 
sits in deep thought. She carries the com- 
passes of Saturn. Hanging on the wall are 
the hour glass of Saturn, the curfew bell 
of Saturn and a magic square. In the 
background is the ladder of the planets 
(see Lesson VII, Page 55, July, 1940 
AMERICAN AsTROLOGY MAGAZINE) and in 
the setting sun (symbol of Libra) the word 
“Melancholia” is written. At the extreme 
right of the foreground we see the nails of 
crucifixion, for Libra, like Aries, is an 
equinoctial sign, emblematic of crucifixion. 
(They are the signs where the ecliptic or 
Sun’s path cuts the equator.) 

We gather from the details of the pic- 
ture that Saturn (Death) has struck down 
a loved one. It is the hour of the sunset 
of the soul, the change from the bright- 
ness of day to the darkness of the night 
of the soul. The hour-glass of Saturn 
shows that the sands of life have run. The 
curfew bell of Saturn shows that the knell 
of life has sounded. The world (the globe 
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of Venus) is apparently of no further use 
to this woman. The little figure of Cupid, 
who represents the careless, light hearted, 
love and physical desire, is powerless to 
comfort the woman, but the great angelic 
winged figure of the spirit of Saturn in 
Libra dominates: the whole scene, counsel- 
ling a patience that will mean the triumph 
of the soul over sorrow and a pentration 
of the whole meaning of life. 

How does Diirer portray this final tri- 
umph? First of all by the ladder of the 
planets: 

“Tis sorrow builds the shining ladder up, 
Whose golden rounds are our calamities, 


Whereon our firm feet planting, nearer God 
The spirit climbs and hath its eyes un- 
sealed.” 

Secondly, by the great cornered stone just 
behind the lamb. It has been cut and 
shaped into facets. This is the great stone 
of Saturn called by the Greeks “Potent 
Father Saturn,” for Saturn’s work is to 
cut and polish the crude stone and to give 
it shape and form, and the cutting and 
shaping of the soul into polished surfaces 
is a painful process. Saturn is the god of 
discipline. 

And the magic square of Saturn teaches 
also the very same lesson, for a magic 
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square is a series of 
numbers built on a pat-

Then Saturn, lord of manifestation and 
matter, has a compass by means of which 
he makes circles out of space, but space is 
not altered either when a circle is drawn 
or when it is effaced, and the lesson of 
Saturn is that when the body of outer 
manifestation of the loved one is effaced 
nothing but the body has been taken away. 

Finally the gentle Melancholia wears 
the crown of Venus, the crown of myrtle 
leaves, which to the Greeks was not merely 
a symbol, of the sweetness, sympathy and 
love of Venus, but it was when dipped 
in gold (i. e., heavenly wisdom and under- 
standing), the Golden Bough by means of 
which man could penetrate the meaning of 
life after death. 

So Melancholia (Saturn exalted in 
Libra) finds her place in the Sun!

Albrecht Diirer (1471-1528), one of the 
greatest of all the artists; considered the 
inventor of the art of etching. His pic- 
tures are packed full of symbolic meaning. 
How wonderful if artists today knew 
enough Astrology to take any one of the 
planets in a sign and be able to interpret 
it in art! We do not know where he or 
some of the other painters of the Middle 
Ages, or great poets like Dante, or some 
of the great architects of cathedrals learned 
their Astrology, but they certainly learned 
it so thoroughly that we, with all our mod- 
ern text books, are left in wonderment.

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World-Wide Revolutionary Moves Usher in New Financial Era, New Economic Systems, Mechanical 
Production—Much Loss Probable unless Utmost Caution Exercised—Inflation Probable— 
Little Peace for U. S. in Foreign Relations and in Money and Labor Conditions at 
Home—People May Clash with Administration over Money—Diplomatic 
Setbacks for Great Britain Probable—Trouble Ahead for Hitler— 

Unstable Finances for Russia—Secret Hostility Rapidly 
Undermines Japanese Empire 


Maus enters Aries on July 2nd for a 
six months’ stay; on July 17th Mars crosses 
to north declination, thus starting a new 
two year cycle. During each of these two 
year cycles Mars remains “stationary” for 
approximately six months but this is the 
first time since 1909 that it has so tenanted 
Aries. As ruler of that sign, Mars is very 
powerful in it, and it is especially sig- 
nificant at this time that the most notable 
influences of Mars in Aries are militant, 
aggressive, forthright. 

Perhaps the most important phase of 
the Mars-in-Aries influence at this time 
will be its “forthrightness.” Under such 
pressure of openness the truth comes out— 
is forced out in uncommon ways, uncom- 
mon only because they are so natural, 
sensible and clear. People who have 
secrets, underground interests, subversive 
inclinations, who distort facts in any way, 
or those who have no idea of “spilling the 
beans,” may find themselves as well as 
their hidden thoughts and action right out 
in the broad daylight for the whole world 
to judge. People who have been confused, 
doubtful, deceived, led astray, may become 
fully aware of the: reasons, poisons, 
treacheries behind such conditions. More- 
over, after this psychological mental and 
emotional purging, the way will be paved 
to throw out all such undermining factors 
or people, and really start fresh for bigger 
goals. Closely tied in with this transit is 
the movement of Neptune toward Libra, 
which it enters in two years; at that time 


Mars again returns to Aries, so this pres- 
ent transit in that sign indicates the begin- 
ning of a colossal clean-up in communazi 
activities; in this country especially as they 
relate to industry, labor, shipping, manu- 
facturing of all kinds and working people 
in all walks of life. A grand climax along 
this line may come between May and 
August, 1943, but the start is now. 
Naturally the martial element of Mars 
in Aries is not to be minimized. In the 
natal (Libra) chart of the United States 
during July, Mars moves out of the 6th 
house (labor, army, navy, health) into the 
7th (war, enemies, partners), opposing the 
ascendent. In this movement Mars squares 
natal Venus, Jupiter and the Sun in the 
9th (foreign affairs, loans, debts, treaties, 
courts) and comes to the opposition of 
Saturn at the end of the month, indicat- 
ing nervous, badly planned action. In the 
progressed U. S. chart Mars moves over 
the ascendent to activate the first house, 
greatly exciting the nation. Thus the out- 
look for July is for warlike demonstrations 
against and in this country that can affect 
the people directly by mass aggression. 
Also finances, government, agreements, 
shipping or naval affairs may be under 
much stress on account of foreign hostility. 
On July 13th-14th, Mars goes over the 
eclipse point of March 27, 1941; this March 
eclipse featured among other things the 
seizure of German and Italian vessels in 
U. S. ports, terrific strikes and support of 
Yugoslavia. These events may now in- 
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crease contentions, troubles, combat. The 
Mars cycle shows the Administration 
pretty well in the saddle, but contending 
with nervous, excitable, unruly conditions. 
Congress appears to be under Administra- 
tion control, wrestling with huge financial 
problems and not getting very far. 

The heavy problems and burdens of 
money may come from uncertainty, over- 
extension of credit or spending and sur- 
prising liabilities. Furthermore, the finan- 
cial set-up in this country is due for rad- 
ical changes in July, as the progressed 
Moon in the 5th house squares Uranus in 
the 8th while Jupiter is conjunct Uranus. 
As far as money of any kind is concerned, 
especially government income, taxation, 
banking companies (watch savings ac- 
counts), stocks, bonds, insurance, the Stock 
Market and the revenue of the people, this 
is a sort of “the King is dead, long live 
the King,” for an era of financing, money 
values or marketing in small businesses or 
large industries is definitely past and a new 
era opens. New economic systems go into 
effect based almost entirely on mechanical 
production, shipping and original theories 
—theories that may be disastrous before 
they are discarded. In any event, these 
changes go into operation with great con- 
fusion and much loss unless the utmost 
caution is exercised. In all this, inflation 
may again be a marked feature; and per- 
haps more than inflation, for there is a 
strong hint of vast extension of powers 
that approximates imperialistic urges in 
this country; a build up of a far flung 
economic empire may inspire enormous 
projects, on none too solid a foundation, 
for the present at least. 

In the Great Mutation chart, Mars 
Squares Jupiter-Saturn from the 6th to 3rd 
houses. World conditions, especially eco- 
nomic, may continue to harass industry 
and labor into taking extreme steps; loans, 
pacts, agreements may be broken or se- 
verely strained. On the brighter side, 
Mars sextiles the Sun and Mercury from 
the 6th to 4th houses, which will aid em- 
ployment, commerce,- agriculture, home 
Owners, and may bring strong protest 
against the government financial or labor 
policies. Uranus is trine and sextile Venus 
and the Moon in the same chart, which 









will stimulate the entire population to con- 
certed action in regard to any foreign af- 
fair, hostile or peaceful. Women may be 
brought into the defense (or aggression) 
program in large numbers. 


Hitler 


On the battle front, Hitler seems to 
have plenty of trouble as Mars squares 
his natal Moon-Jupiter and heads for an 
opposition to his Uranus. His army and 
navy as well as industries may be in bad 
disorder. One of the near-by “protected” 
countries may rise up to smite him in 
July. Stalin appears to be in a better 
defensive than offensive position, but 
struggling with peculiar treaties, agree- 
ments, swaps, and in a more or less un- 
stable financial condition, with a domestic 
or diplomatic crisis probable. In the chart 
of Japan (Feb. 11, 1889), the progressed 
Moon is very close to the transiting 
Jupiter in the Ist house, which is un- 
doubtedly helpful to the Japanese people. 
Yet finances and treaties are hard hit; the 
latter may be repudiated while Cabinet 
ministers resign. Secret hostility is rap- 
idly undermining the empire. In June, 
Winston Churchill was surrounded by diffi- 
cult and dreadful confusions; these fac- 
tors seem to improve in July, but he seems 
to face a growing menace at home—which 
may include his health. “Great Britain 
may have a diplomatic setback this month 
as well as financial and industrial tension. 
Intrigue and treachery are widespread and 
may cause much internal trouble, which 
will be good propaganda for its enemies. 
However, the foreign scene will benefit at 
least by the clearer tone that prevails, by 
more open and above-board action and 
more definite knowledge of reasons and 


events. : 
United States 


The birthday of the United States should 
be a day of hope, with large cooperation 
between the people and the government in 
spite of deep domestic, financial and for- 
eign problems. A basic aspect of the ut: 


most significance is the progressed Saturn 
trine the natal Venus in Cancer (the na- 
tional Sun sign), which denotes a national 
devotion to the fundamental principles of * 
this country and the ability to labor hero- 
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ically to preserve them. As the progressed 
Moon has just completed a grand trine 
to these two planets, and the transiting 
Moon conjuncts Saturn, these qualities are 
powerfully fortified for the coming year. 
Nevertheless it must be remembered that 
the progressed Moon is also square Uranus, 
while the progressed and transiting Mars 
are opposed and both square Venus; this 
points to little peace in foreign relations 
or in money or labor conditions at home. 
Enemy nations may continue to affect in- 
dustry or workers adversely while distress- 
ing class distinctions and divisions may 
multiply. These are deep seated irrita- 
tions in the body politic and the condition 
may get much worse before it gets better. 
The business index of this country is due 
to rise for the coming three years, but not 
without plenty of struggle. 

Mercury turns retrograde just at the 
summer solstice and remains so until July 
15th. In both the solstice chart and that 
of the new Moon of June 24th (effective 
until the new Moon of July 24th), Mercury 
is in the 9th house, closely conjunct the 
natal Sun in the U. S. chart. Also in the 
lunation chart Mars reaches the opposi- 
tion of Neptune. These two aspects sug- 
gest that toward the end of June very 
serious troubles of industry, finances, labor, 
army, navy and shipping generally came 
to a head, and that up to July 15th condi- 
tions slow down considerably. Evidently 
a lot of slack must be taken up by the 
Administration in both domestic and for- 
eign matters. Congress may be acutely 
involved in all such questions, and none 
too clear as to how, when or where to 
act. The break in any dead-lock or pro- 
gram comes between the 13th and 15th 
under the impulsion of hot words and hot 
strife. This retardation of effort may of 
course affect any nation in gaining its ob- 
jective, whether warfare or diplomatic. 
Outside of the change of signs when Mars 
enters Aries on the 2nd, there is little pres- 
sure for direct action before the 13th, and 
even between the 15th and 23rd, when the 
Sun enters Leo, spectacular developments 
may be lacking. 

Obvious, benefits may accrue during the 
first three weeks of July through various 
channels, but particularly those in which 


the usual everyday work or interests have 
full attention. A great deal of accent may 
be put on building or creating more beauty 
and stability at home or in business, in 
public contacts or the amusement world, 
plus the ability to grasp new, original and 
perhaps radical opportunities to improve 
finances, relationships, working conditions 
or: social standing. Long planned labors 
may be most successful, provided full prep- 
aration is made beforehand and haste is 
not essential. 

At the time of the new Moon of July 
24th, very grave difficulties come to a 
head that involve the hot words or earlier 
action in the month. Between restrictions 
and explosions, trouble culminates in 
neighboring countries, transportation, com- 
munications, business, health, and secret 
agreements; while the Administration and 
the people may clash over abrupt action 
in which money will be a point of conten- 
tion and possibly loss. Romance or polit- 
ical careers may be rudely shattered. A 
strange amalgamation of groups may start 
gigantic combines to attain financial 
supremacy. The leaders who act, the rad- 
ical causes that are espoused, the super 
methods that are now set in motion will 
gain, momentum as time goes on; indeed, 
this new Moon may clinch world-wide rev- 
olutionary moves that completely submerge 
the past era of economics and finance. The 
good fortune of early July may suddenly 
be jeopardized by rigorous circumstances, 
over-reaching, putting up too much front 
or refusing to know when enough is plenty. 
Women generally may be cut off from their 
objectives, whether love, money, business or 
career; while a woman of much prominence 
may retire to private life as a result of 
irresponsible discharge of duty. A new 
set-up in the financial picture as it affects 
earning power will almost certainly go into 
effect at this time; this may be a gov- 
ernment decree on wages, prices or even 
affecting social security. : 


Second Quarter 
July 1 to 7 
In spite of the fact that Mercury is 
retrograde and therefore delays or hinder- 


ances may be met (probably due to vaca- 
tions, weather, lack of supplies, etc.), this 
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should be an excellent period for develop- 
ing all sorts of resources, abilities, talents 
or skills in almost any direction. In the 
very early a. m. of the Ist, Venus is sex- 
tile Uranus but Mars is parallel Neptune; 
brilliant social or romantic affairs, finances 
and business, should not only culminate 
but open wider scope for success. Foreign 
relationships or peace overtures may bring 
exhilaration. Yet repercussions of former 
troubles will have to be met by alert in- 
telligence on an absolutely fair basis all of 
the day and night. The action of the gov- 
ernment may have a fortunate effect on 
money. The 2nd may be even more favor- 
able, as Venus trines Mars and the Sun 
conjuncts Mercury. Personal desires, holi- 
days, love affairs, business, finances, home 
interests may prosper abundantly. Very 
important decisions will be made or an- 
nounced by persons in power, but these 
will be revised or resisted before they really 
become effective. The 3rd is disappoint- 
ing and difficult; sudden or drastic changes 
may be necessary while hidden snares could 
be dangerous to public or official careers. 
Avoid violence. The 4th should be peace- 
ful, but Venus conjuncts Pluto that night 
while the Moon opposes Saturn and 
Uranus; this is high-powered politics in- 
volving high-powered people that could 
have devastating results later in the month. 
Drastic action may be taken that will be 
resented far and near. The afternoon of 
the 5th is good for all sorts of activities. 
The 6th is quiet and so is the a. m. of 
the 7th, although the Moon, moving from 
a square of Neptune to Mars, indicates that 
treacheries, fraud and accidents may cause 
financial loss to, and at, public places, in 
industry and training centers. Yet Mars 
is trine Pluto in the p. m. of the 7th, show- 
ing that enormous military plans and proj- 
ects are in effective operation; government 
financing is spurred ahead on new lines. 


Full Moon 
July 8 to 15 


A great hue and cry goes up on the 8th 
Over money, costs and’expenses put upon 
the people as the full Moon falls across the 
2nd and 8th houses. But with Saturn 
trine Neptune, very far reaching economic 
and business projects come to success. In- 


dividuals or organizations which have 
worked steadily toward any definite con- 
structive goal may be well repaid mate- 
rially as well as with honors and glory. 
This is further accentuated on the a. m. 
of the 9th, when extraordinary cooperation 
between divided factors can bring out- 
standing financial returns. The p. m. of 
the 9th and early a. m. of the 10th may 
bring women or feminine interests up 
against severe limitations, with reverses 
to come; but the business hours of the 
10th bring new opportunities through as- 
sociates, in money, purchases, social life, 
travel and public contacts, as Venus sex- 
tiles Jupiter. The 11th and 12 may pre- 
sent unexpected obstacles and expense. On 
the a. m. of the 13th, as Mercury squares 
Mars, a battle royal may break out; sub- 
ordinates may demand a showdown; con- 
tracts, agreements or treaties may be 
scrapped; any matter of temper, violence, 
combat may lead to more of the same 
around the 25th.

This series of occultations plus the long 
Mars in Aries transit, will be invaluable 
in getting at and ousting the deep seated 
ulcer of foreign propaganda in this coun- 
try.) Otherwise the 28th is a- splendid 
business day, as Mars sextiles Jupiter; in- 
dustry and finance, drama and sports, take 
a big leap forward then as well as on the 
a. m. of the 29th; recent radical moves 
fall into more constructive form. On the

Sun Conjunct Mercury 
The Sun and a retrograde Mercury 
reach a conjunction on July 2nd in 11° 
Cancer. This meeting of planetary bodies, 
apparently moving in opposite directions, 
may be duplicated in the seemingly dead- 
locked crises reached between opposing fac- 
tions in peace movements, housing projects, 
transportation, communication, general 
plans, agreements and mental activity, and 
in conferences affecting the welfare of the 
home, family and government.

Full Moon 
Effective July 8th to July 24th

Mercury 


Mercury, retrograde in 11° 35’ Cancer

The whole 
transit of Mercury this month is focused 
in the squares to Mars, exact on the 13th 
(with Mercury retrograde) and on the 
25th, after Mercury turns direct. Words 
will flow with little thought to what is said:
